THE memorials and letters^ contabed ia 
this volume> carry along with thea 
internal proofs of genuincnefs, fo perfectly itP 
tis&dory, that every reader of pommon dif^ 
cernment will, without heiitation, allow them 
to be writ by the perfons whofe names they 
bear ; though the French edition, of vAach 
this is a tranflation» neither tells us in whofc 
hands the originals are now depofited, nor by 
whofe hands they have been^ at laftj conveyed 
to the public. 

But, bcfides this^ Mr. Lockbart of Carn^ 
fcartb has given us> in bis Memoirs offbe Scot- 
tish Afairs^ a general account of Colonel 
Hoockes Negociations in Scotland^ fo entirely 
correipondingwith the papers here made pub-^ 
lie, that whoever perufes thofe Memoirs, will, 
of coarfe, admit the Authenticity of the pre« 
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fent ColIcSion. Lockbart^ as one of the lead- 
ers of th^t party, with whom Hoockt was' fcnt 
tplrcAt, had accefs t6 kn^w many particulars 
of the negociation ; and what he fays con- 
cerning the credentials produced by the Colo-: 
ncl, from the Pretender and French King, 
and concerning the treaty whiph he figned 
with the ScottiJI;) nobility *, is a ftrong collate- 
ral evidence, to eftablifh the credit of the pa- 
pers in this volume.— " I fhpuld be glad, fays 
*^ this memoir writer, I were matter of a 
<« copy of thofe papers, fo that I might infert 
'** them at large i however, I have often read 
*' them, and this is a ftiort abftracfl of the 
*f moft material heads contained in them -f-/' 

- What i&^ would have been glad to be rhafter 
of, we now prefent to the, public, and cannot 
but be of opinion, that the papers in queftion 
-afe a mofl: valuable acquifition to the body of 
hiftory, and highly worthy of a ttanflation in- 
to the language of that country, agalnft the 
'peace and happinefs of which, the negociation 
Was undertaken. They prefent us vvith fuch 
a pifture of the ftate oi Scotland ^ at that 
period ; they give fuch ftriking inftances of 
' the prevalence of Jacobitifm there, amongft all

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forts of men, and perfuafions, that our furprize 
to' find that the fcheme of introducing the Pre- 
tender was then defeated and difappointed,canbe 
equalled only by the fatisfaftion we now muft 
feel, when, thank God, circumftances are fo 
greatly* changed. Far from apprehending any 
new attempt from Scotland in favour of thp 
Pretender, or from dreading any longer, the 
fecret negotiations of French emiflaries in that 
long-deluded country, we have, in the courfc 
of the prefent war, found that the defcendants 
of thofe who, fifty years ago, had gone fuch 
lengths to overturn the conftitution, are fit to 
be trufted in its defence 3 nay have made ample 
amends for paft infidelities, by fervices which 
give them no inconfiderable (hare in thofe tri-. 
umphs thkt will adorn the annals ' of our 
tirties, and have raifed the glory of the united 
kingdom {united in every fenfe of the word) 
to a height which former periods of our hif- 
tory have never attained to. 

Whatever be the caufe of the happy coali- 
tion of parties in defence of our excellent efta- 
bliftimcnt ; vvhether Jacobitifm has died a vio- 
lent or a natural death s whether it has beeh 
<worn out by length of time, or been extin^ 
guijhed by repeated difappdntments ; whether 

punifli- 
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puhi(hments have terrified^ or Icmty hath w^- 
eome the difaffedcd $ whether the cauie of the 
Pretender has been abandoned as a perniciout 
one with regard to the public^ or been given 
up as a defperate one, with regard to its adhe- 
rents ; in a word, whether mercenary views of 
private interefi^ or laudable motives oiconviSion 
have, opened men's eyes ; whatever, , I fay, be 
the caufe (perhaps all the above-mentioned 
have operated) the fad is certain, that we have 
lived to fee this much wiChed for event, the 
extindion of a party which watched to over** 
turn the cpnftitutio'n, and abfurdly preferred the 
fupport of hereditary right, to the fafety of 
their liberties and religion. 

We flatter ourfelves, therefore, that the dc^ 
£cendants of thofe noble families, mentioned iQ 
the courfe of this work, as correfpdpding with 
the Pretender, can have no reafon to blufli at 
the fadls we now reveal ; nor can the malice 
of narrow-minded party attempt to fix on tbem 
the imputation of thofe political tenets adopted 
by their anceftors, who were cotemporarics with 
the baniftiment of the abjured family, and who 
lived before the fuccefiion to the crown was ftilly 
fettled. Wcreall the repofitoriesof thecourtof^/* 
Cermaim to be laid open, and the,puriou« MSS^ 

pre- 
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pre&ff cd, a$ we are told, in the Scottijb college 
^ Paris, to fee the lights we fliould find, that 
the Pretender, in thofe times whefn Hoocie ne- 
godtted in Scdlandy bad correfpondents in 
«tber parts of this iiland, as hearty in his 
caule> as thofe whofe tranfaftions are here dif- 
clofed; though, perhaps, their ftations, employr 
meats, and profeffions, rendered fiich corre^ 
fpondence more criminal in itfelf, as it vir>s 
inore dskngerous to the public, than the impo- 
tent efforts of the nonjuring lords o£ Scotland. 
'— *It (eemed necefiary to make this remark, to 
cbvkte all national refieSions, or abufe on par-- 
ticular families, to which the publication of the 
pre&nt work, might give rife. It can no 
more refied difhonour on any perfon iiow liv- 
ings to fay that his father, ex relations were 
yacoiit^s fifty years ago, than it can reflect any 
difcfedit on the kingdom in general, to fay, that 
about two hundred years ago, we were all P^- 
pijs. 

It may be proper to add only a few 
words with regard to Mr. Hoocie. He is well 
kho^A to have been born in England^ of a re- 
fpeiSfaible family. He fdlowcd the fortunes of 
King James 11. after the Revolution 5 went mto 
t&e French fervice j was i Chlmel in it, when 
^nt to Scotland to execute the negociation relat-^ 
a ed 
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. cd in this book ; he returned with the Pretender 
to the fame country in 1708, as a Brigadier-, 
and rofc to be a Lieutenant-^General before, his 
death. Lockbarty though he gires fufficient 
teftimony to his abilities (and the memorials . 
j)referved in this volume, fhew that his abili- 
ties were far from being defpicable) indulges 
himfelf in fome fatirical touches, with regard 
to the foibles of his charafter. Whether the^ 
touches werejuftdr no^ is of little confequencc 
to the world ; though, perhaps, we may be 
lefs apt to pay much attention to any,of £(?r;&- 
barf^ accounts concerning Mr. Hoochi when 
we refledlthat, in his Memoirs, he tells us*^ 
that the Duke of Hamilton'^ pa^rty» arnpngA 
t^^hom he ranks himfelf, were ncgle<aed by the 
Colonel, who chofe to carry on his negociatioji 
with another fet of Jacobites^ in preference t& . 
them. 

The extreme incorrednefs of the French 
edition which we were obliged to make ufe of, 
j)articulirly with regard to the ptoper naipes, 
Will> we are perfuaded, . give this, tranflation a 
great advantage over the Original in the opinion 
of every reader ; becaufe we have attempted 
to redlify thofe miftakes, and, we hope, we 
.have fucceeded tolerably well in the attempt.

TH E Scottifh Lords oblige themfclves, to 
make all their nation take arms for the 
reftoration of their K. (the Chevalier de 
St. George) and to raife an army of 25,000 foot, 
and 5,000 horfe and dragoons, the regiments tp 
be formed of chofen men, and alfo to furnifli them 
with accoutrements, provifions and carriages for all 
their marches, and to caufe them march dircftly 
for England. They have given in a particular ac- 
count of the means by which they can accomplifli 
this, and as they have much to lofe, the Hrfl: and* 
thie richeft Lords of the nation being engaged in 
the defign, they may fafely be trufted. 

B 2 They 
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They affirm that they will be joined ih England 
by a very confiderable party of EngUfh, with whom 
they keep a correfpondence ; and, as England is at 
prafent deftitute of troops, without one fingle fort- 
refs, and full of all kinds of provifions, they will 
draw from thence, befides their neceffary fupplies, 
confiderable contributions, after the example of 
their forefathers, who, in 1639, (befides provifions 
for the fubfirtence of their army) drew 12,000 livres 
a day from th^three northern counties of England, 
which are the pooreft of the whole kingdom. 

Nothing could hinder them from making them- 
felves matters of the city of Newcaftle, and of it$ 
coal mines, which are fo neceflary for firing in 
London, that the inhabitants of that place could 
- not be deprived of them for fix weeks without be- 
ing reduced tp the greateft extremity. 

As the Scots advanced in England, their army 
would be augmented by the Englifii malecontents, 
who are very numerous, and by the faithful fub- 
jcfts of the lawful K — , fo that they hope to makfe 
themfelvcs matters of the greateft part of the king- 
dom, andevenofthc^city of London, which would 
be a decifive ftroke, before the Princefs Anne could 
tranfport her troops over from Flanders \ and even 
although fhe ttiould bring them over, as more th,an 
one half of them are Scotch and Irittx, it is not 
doubted but thefe Would join the Scottiflii army if it 
were commanded by their lawful K--.' ' 

It appears from the Hittory of England, that 
there has'almbft never been a Pretender who was 
not icknowledgeci King wheh he went thither with 
an army-, witnefs, among other examples,HenryVI. 
;^nd Edward lV..*whb;'ia the fpace of three months, 
6 ' •were 
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! were twice expelled and twice acknowledged Kings 

in the city of London. 

The Scots are certain that Ireland waits only for 
their example to take arms, and the inhabitants a- 
lone of the r;orth of Ireland, who are Scots, will dl- 
redlly furnifh 20,oco men compleatly armed under 
a commander of great reputation among them, 

f who has thereto engaged himfelf. But the Scottilh 

! Lords, before they declare themfel^es, abfolu'tdy 

infift that their K — fliould come and put himfelf 
at their , head, -and fay that his prcfence is necef- 
/ary to fecure the fucccfs of the unidertaking, and 
|)ut the Princefs Anne out of a condition of main- 
taining herfelf on the throne in oppofition t.o the 
lawful K — i becaufe the moft fenfible parr of the 
fubje<5ls of the three kingdoms will then Iqok upon 
his reftoration as the only nk^ns of ev'itipg civil 
wars, with which they are threatened by the great 
number of Princes who have a right to the crown 
with the houfe of Hanover; and thus the expedi^ 
tion will not be looked upon as a conqueft, but as 

' ^n afit of juflice, which will reftore the publick tran- 

quillity. And although even the Princefs Anne 
fhould be in a condition to meafure her forces with 
thofc of her brother, whiQ^i is not in thejea/l pro- 
bable, and that fhe fhould be Co fuccelsful even as 
tp drive the. Scottifti army into their own country, 
as it is inacceflible, fhe will ftill ^be obliged to keep 
the fame number of troops to watch the Scots, which 
will render it impoflTible for her to fci.d troops to 

I Flanders or elfewhcre. 

As the Scots are at prefent whol'y united, they 

will be ftrong enough to reftore their K — , firft in 

Scotland, and afterwards in England, excepting 

.that it will be neceflary to have a body of troops 

B 3 - for 
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for his protedion upon his arrival, till the national 
army {hall be affcmbled in the field, when they con- 
fcnt to fend back the troops iY the King fhould 
dcfire it, or an equal number of their Countrymen. 
They require, if his Majefty pleafes, that their K — 
fhould be accompanied with 5000 men. They 
would prefer the Irifh troops that ferve in France, 
as being moft accuftomed to their manner of liv- 
ing and fpeaking the two languages of their coun- 
try. There afp in the King's army in Flanders two 
Irifli battalions, to which might be joined fix other 
battalions, German, Walloon, or French, and a 
regiment of dragoons on foot, whom the Scots 
will fupply with horfes upon their arrival. They 
defire a general of noble birth, that the firft peers of 
their nation may make no fcruple of obeying him. 
They would wilh to have the Marlhal Duke of Ber- 
wick, Of any other whom his Majefty pleafes. 
They require likewife fome general officers, and as' 
many half-pay officers as poffible to be fent them. 
Bcfides 600,000 livres to put them in a condition 
to begin the war.

They have demanded arms for 30,000 men, but 
they will be content with 1 5,000 ftand of arms for 
the foot, and 5000 for horfe or dragoons, with a 
promife that the other 10,000 fhall be fent them in 
a fliort time; gun-powder neceffary for 30,000 men, 
becaufe they have at prefent almoft no powder in 
Scotland ; but a fmaller quantity of balU will be fuf- 
ficient, as they have plenty of lead in the country, 
A train. of field-pieces, with fix battering cannon, 
four mortars, bombs, bullets, and grenadoes will alfo 
be needed. They likewife demand a fubfidy, but 
this they leave to the King*s plcafurc : but as the ex- 
pedition will not be of long continuance, there 
need not be any difficulty as to this point. 

The 
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The moft fure and fecrct means of tranfporting 
thefe fupplies to Scotland, is to equip twenty frigates 
from 20 to 40 guns, at Breft, Rochfort, Port 
Louis, Havre, and Dunkixk -, and, under pretence 
of a long voyage, to put fix months provifions 
on board, which will be fufficient for the troops 
during their paffage to Scotland, and to caufe the 
arms and ammunition to be put on board at differ- 
ent ports diftributing them equally on board each 
frigate according to their burthen. T^hat the whoi^ 
armament be ready in the month of September, 
when the frigates which have been equipped at; 
different ports (hall feparately repair to Dunkirk, 
While the frigates are equipping, orders fhall be 
fent to the garrifons of the places nearefl Dunkirk, 
fuch as Bergues, Gravclines, Calais, and St. Omer, 
to hold themfelves in readinefs to marcb to the ar- 
my, or to other places which might be exprefled 
in the order^ as if it were defigned to change the 
garrifons, which may afterwards ferve as a pretext 
for marching to the fame place by different routes, 
the eight battalions and the regiment of dragoons 
deftined for the embarkation ; and when they fhall 
be within a day's march of Dunkirk, they fhall 
receive orders to repair thither, and their march 
fhall be fo calculated, that they fhall arrive there 
immediately after the arrival of the frigates on 
board of which they are to embark. Thefe 20 
frigates may carry, one with another, 250 each ; 
and the embarkation may be made in two days, 
which they are ready to demonflrate. This me- 
thod of tranfporting the troops, being quite new, 
would not be fufpeded till the moment pf the cm-* 
bafkation. 

Care fhould be taken that the K — of EnglancJ 
fliould come pofl at the fame time, but with a few 

B 4 atten^ 
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attendants, and without any retinue, becaufe ttiey , 
(hould take the pains before-hand to prepare at Dun- 
kirk, or fome neighbouring city, all that fliould be 
neceflary for him. The enemy feldom have any 
fquadron in the courfe between Dunkirk and Scot- 
land, efpecially at that ftafon ; and the frigates 
may fjil from Dunkirk to the frith of Edinburgh 
in two days, if the wind be favourable. The land- 
ing at Leith, within a quarter of a league of Edin- 
burgh, is fure and eafy, and the King's frigates 
would there be quite fafe. The Scottifli Lords, for ihc 
reafons mentioned in the memorial, have preferred 
this place to any other for the landing-place. The 
K — of England wtH be received and proclaimed 
without oppofition in the city of Edinburgh, which 
will be followed by all the other cities. The Scot- 
tifh Lords are then refolved to caufe the leading 
men of the party, devoted to the court of Eng- 
land, to be made prifoncrs, or to fend them to 
France. 

If arms and ammunition are fent only to the Pref- 
byterians of Scotland to make them rife, as they have 
offered, the fineft opportunity. in the world will be 
loft; for the Prefby terians alone will not attack Eng- 
land, nor will they be able to make themfelves 
mafters of Scotland ; and the Scottifli Lords 'will 
not put themfelves at their head, running tl\e ha- 
zard of being feized in their own houfes by orders 
of the court of England upon the firft commotion i 
whereas if the infurreftion be made general, it will 
be out of the power of the Englifh to prevent its 
taking effeft. 

A little refleftion will clearly fhew, that it is the 
moft glorious undertaking, the moft ufeful, and 
even the moft neccflary that his Majefty, in the prc- 
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fent junfture, cpuld form. This fingk diverfioa 
will infallibly overturn all the fchemes of the ene- 
my. It will farce the Englifli inftantly to recall 
the troops and Ihips which they employ in different 
countries againft his Majefty, and will put it out 
of the power of that kingdom to furnifti the large 
fums to it's allies, who are thereby enabled to fup- 
port the war. It will entirely deftroy the credit of 
the exchequer-bilis, and of the commerce of the 
city of London, upon which all the fums employed 
againft his Majefty are advanced : And as the princi- 
pal ftrength of the enemy confifts in the credit of the 
city of London, when England Ihall be attacked 
at home, it will be out of htr power to fupport her 
allies abroad, which will foon force the Dutch, upon 
whom alone the weight of the war will fall, to alk 
. a peace of his Majefty* 

It would be necdlefs to enlarge further to prove 
advantages fo great and fo ftriking •, but as the 
difficulty of furnifhing the fupplies is the only ob- 
jeftion that can be made, on account of the im- 
menfe expence which his Majefty is at prefent en- 
gaged in, to judge of this right, we need only 
balance on one fide the lofs which his Majefty 
would fuffer in depriving himfelf of a fm^U num- 
ber of troops, and of the fum neceffary for the un- 
dertaking, with the arms and ammunition which 
the Scots demand, againft the great advantages 
which he would receive by granting their requcft; 
and to confider that when the Scots have taken 
arms they will render it left neceflary for his' Maje- 
fty to be at great expence in Flanders and elfewherc, 
and by this means alone he will become fupcrior 
every where. 

There 
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There is another very important refleftion to be 
made upon the neceflity of this undertaking, which is, 
that it is well known that while the Englifli are not 
attacked at home, they are firmly refolved to continue 
the war till they have fettled the archduke upon the 
throne of Spain and the Indies, which is the true 
^caufe of the prefent war. That the Dutch are in 
the fame refolution, bccaufe the principal ftrength 
of thefe two maritime powers confifts in the trade 
which they carry on with the Indies, whither the 
Spaniards carry their manufadlures and their com- 
modities, for which they bring them back gold 
and filvcr ; and this commerce they think will not 
be permitted them while the king of Spain (Philip 
V.) is upon the throne. Therefore their defign is 
cither to force the Spaniards to receive the archduke, 
or oblige his Majefty to recall the King of Spain by 
attacking France by fea aiid land, in order to pene- 
trate into the kingdom, as they attempt at pre- 
fent in Provence, in hopes of putting his Majefty 
out of a condition to continue the war, by exhauft- 
ing both his meq^ and money, they themfelves be- 
lieving that they have more refources for continu- 
ing the war. For thefe reafons it is concluded, 
that if the expedition to Scotland fhould be much 
more expenfive than is propofed, it ought to be 
looked upon as neceflary, and as a certain means 
of getting quit of all embarraffments, of preferving 
the King of Spain upon the throne, and of putting 
his Majefty in a condition of making a glorious 
peace this Vvinter. 
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A LE'tTER of Colonel Hoocke to Mr. de Cha- 
millart. 
SIR, 

IJ^ obedience to your orders, I take the liberty to 
prefent to you the ftate in which I left the af- 
fairs of Scotland. Upon my arrival in that coun- 
try, I found all the nation extremely exafperated a« 
gainft the Englifli, even to a degree that I cannot 
exprefs. All the different interefts of the parties 
were in a manner laid afleep, and every one thought 
of nothing but of fhaking off the yoke of England, 

The greatcft part of Scotland has always been 
well affcded to the K— of England. The Prelbyte- 
rians, his antient enemies, even wilhforhim at pre- 
fent ; and as they look upon him as their only re- 
fource, they offer to arm 13,000 men, and to be- 
gin the war upon the firft orders that they receive. 
They require only a Ihip loaded with gun-powder, 
and a promife that the K — of England will go and 
put himfelf at the head of his friends in Scotland. 
I have feen^ a great number of principal lords who 
arc all of the fame opinion. Being affured that 
there will be an univerfal rifing in Scotland, they 
have drawn up a memorial addrefled to the King, in 
which they give an account of the ftate of their na* 
tion. They have taken the inftruftions which you. 
Sir, had thegdodnefs to give me, for their rule, and 
they have anfwered them article by article. They 
oblige themfelves to march into England at the 
head of 30,000 men, whom they will fupply with 
provMfons, clothes, carriages, and even in part with 
arofu.

You will find. Sir, their memorial at the end of 
my narrative. It is figned by 1 3 of the chiefs, in 
the name of the whole nation, but more particu- 
larly in the name of 30 others who had appointed 
them their projties. They are the richeft and moft 
powerful chiefs of that kingdom, who in all proba- ^ 
bility muft be well affured of the fuccefs of the en- 
terprize they undertake, as they thereby hazard their 
lives and thdr families. They were all unanimous, 
excepting the duke of Hamilton, and a lord a 
friend of his, who were of another opinion. You 
will find in iliy narrative evident proofs that this 
duke does not ad: fincerely, and he is neither rich 
nor powerful. 

In their memorial you will find the fums wlych 
they will furnilh every year, and what they de- 
mand to put them ifi a condition to aft. They 
refer themfelves to the king, as to the number of 
troops and the money that will be neceffary for them. 
They do not afk any troops to be employed in the 
War, but only fc enable them with fafety to take 
the field, wnd to protedt the perfon of the K — of 
England at kis landing) till they (liould be able to 
join him. 

As their memorial is (hort, it cannot be abridg- 
ed. In their memorial they refer themfelves to me 
itt many things, as to the place for the landing, 
the proper fituations for their magazines, the mea- 
fures \;^hich they have already taken to keep them- 
felves in readinefs to execute the orders of the king, 
the bell methods for tranfporting the fupplies, the 
number of troops which each of them obi ges him- 
felf to furnifli, &C4 I have executed thefe com- 
miffions in a few words towards the end of my 

narrative. 
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narrative, under the title of a Memorial of the Scot- 
tifli l^rds to the King. 

I am fully perfuaded that they are in a condition 
to do more than they have promifed. Several of 
thctn have done themfelves the honour to write 
with their own hand to the king -, they have fign- 
ed their letters, and have fealed them with their 
arms, and their fubfcriptions ^t the b9ttorn of their 
memorial teftify their zeal, for they thereby hazard 
» their all. 

By the letters which I have received from that 
country, it appears that every thing is ready, I 
have had the happinefs to engage that whole nation 
in the fervice of the king ; and at tbefan>e time 
I have not in the leaft brought any engage^ment up-, 
on his Majefty. If he thinks proper to profccutc 
this epterprize, I will an(y?er, that in a (hort tinae 
the Englilh will be in no condition to furnilh ei- 
ther troops or money to the enemy, and that they 
will accept of peace, on the terms chat; his Majefty 
lljaU be pleaftd to prefer ibe to them. 

Whatever be the iffue, 1 flatter my/elf that the 
King will approve of my zeal, and the great ha- 
zards to which I have expofed myfelf for his fer- 
vice ; and I take this opportunity humbly to requeft 
you. Sir, to procure me a fettlement which may 
put me in a condition to continue my feryices. 
You have had the. good nefs to make me hope for 
one, and you can never patifonize a man who is , 
with fo much refpedt and attachment as I am.

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A N AR RA^IVEof the Execution of the Orders 
of the King trufted to Mr. Hoocke in bis fecond 
Voyage to Scotland^ delivered by bimfelf to Mr. 
de Chamillart, Minifter of War^ and Secretary of 
StatCy 2gtbju\y^ ^707- 

IMMEDIATELY upon Fcceiving the King's or- 
ders in the month of January laft, to hold my- 
felf in readinefs to go over to Scotland for his fer- 
vice, I wrote to the duke of Hamilton, begging 
of him to give notice to the wellTaflfefted of my 
journey, and that I was to bring them arms and 
ammunition. This refolution being foon after 
changed, and new orders being given to me to go 
over to that country only to treat with the princi- 
pal men of the nation, I likewife acquainted the^ 
diike of Hamilton with this, and entreated him to 
concert every thingbefore-hand with the other chiefs, 
who were then affcmbled to attend the parliament, 
•and to fend fome one well inftruded, and fully au- 
thorifed from thfem to wait upon me at the Earl of 
ErroFs the Lord high Conftable, where I was to land, 
and to whom alfo I gave notice of my journey. 

I had orders to carry along with me Mr. Moray, 
Lieutenant'Colonel in the King's fervice, who had 
already been in that country by his Majcfty's or- 
ders, and one of his brothers, who was then in 
France on his particular affairs. Thefe two gentle- 
men being of one of the beft families in Scotland, 
were judged proper to facilitate the affair ; efpeci- 
ally the laft, who having come to France with the 
permiffion of the Scottifh government,^ was at liber- 
ty to go openly every where upon, his return, which 
I could only do in fecret. 

Having 
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Having procee^ded to Dunkirk with thefe two 
gentlemen, we were detained there a whole month 
by contrary winds, fo that I entreated the brother 
of Mr. Moray to go to Oflend or to Holland, and 
to go over to England in the packet-boat, or in the 
firft veffel that fliould fail for that country, to go 
poft for Edinburgh^ and difpofe the well-affe<9:ed 
for my arrival. Some time after, the weather hav- 
ing become more favourable, I embarked with Mr. 
Moray on board the King's frigate the Heroine, 
commanded by Mr. de Ligondes, and the fifth day 
after I arrived at Slains, a caftle.of the Earl of Er- 
rol, hereditary High Conftable of Scotland, in the 
northern part of the county of Aberdeen. 

I always was, and ftill am ready to execute blind- 
ly all the orders of the King, but I undertook that 
journey fo much the more willingly, becaufefrom my 
knowledge of the ifland of Great Britain, I am well 
affured that a revolution in Scotland would abfo- 
lutely put the Englilh out of a condition to fupport 
the expences of the war, and would oblige them to 
fue for peace in a very Ihort time. 

Notw'thftanding I was trufted with very ample 
powers, I neverthelefs thought it beft for the fer- 
vice of the king on this occafion, to apply myfelf 
earneftly to engage the Scots as far as 1 could, 
and at the fame time engage the King to nothing ; 
and during that journey, I thought only of the 
means of accompliftiing this purpofe. Upon thy 
arrival in Scotland, I found that the Union had 
been ratified by the parliament, to the great difcon- 
tentand hearty diflike of the nation ; and that all the 
peers and other Lords, together with the members 
of parliament, had returned to the country, their 
prdinary refidence, (for in Scotland only the 
5 ' n^er-- 
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merchants .^nd fome lawyers make their conftant 
abode in the cities) and that there remained only 
at Edinburgh the High Conftable, the Duke of 
Hamilton, and the Lord Marfhal, the two h& 
being dangeroufly ill. 

The Countefs of Errol, mother to the High Con- 
ftable, who had come on purpofe to the caftle on the 
fea coifl: to wait upoa me, put into my hands feveral 
letters of her fon, in which he tcftified a great im-v 
patience to fee me, addrng, that all the well*afie&^ 
ed would exert themfelves to the utmoft on this 
occafion^ as their laft refource, being perfuaded, 
that at the worft they would obtain better condi- 
tions fword in hand than thofe of the Union. She 
told me alfo that the Duke of Hamilton bad fent 
Mr. Hall a prieft and his confident to her, and that 
he had waited for me a month. She gave me a 
letter from him, in which Mr. Hall informs me, 
that the Duke of Hamilton entreats me to come to 
him at Edinburgh, where he would take care that 
I fhould be well lodged ; that he would truft him- 
felf to none but me only ; that he and all his friends 
are ready to rifk every thing for the K — of Eng»- 
land, provided that Prince. comes in perfon ; that 
without his prefence there will be nothing done ; 
that if the fatigue of the voyage hinder me from 
beginning my journey direftly, the Duke begs of 
me to fend him the letters which I may have for 
him. 

The Countefs of Errol at the fame time told me, 
that Ihe advifed me not to be in great hafte ; that the 
Duke of Hamilton's affairs were greatly altered 
within a few months paffc ; that all the world had 
abandoned him, and all the well-afFefted had 
come to an open rupture with Jiirfi j that the only 

man 
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man that ftuck by him was Lord Kilfytfc, the 
high conftable, and great marfhal alfo obferving 
fome meafures with him on account of their antlent 
intimacy ; that he had been fufpefted of holding a 
cotrefpondence with the court of London ; theie- 
fore, that I would do well to be upon my guard 
before I trufted much to him, and that the high 
conftable her fon would tell me more. 

Her reafons prevailed upon mej and besides I was 
not in a good (late of health to go to Edinburgh, 
having been indiipofcd fince I had left Verfailles, 
and being much out of order with my voyage. I 
therefore defir'd M. de Ligondes to go toNorway,and 
came back to the coaft at the end of three weeks. 
The fame day I difpatched a meflenger to the high 
>:onftable and to Mr. Hall. Of the firft, I afked 
advice, how it were beft for me to aft; and I inform- 
ed the latter that after I had taken fome reft I intend* 
ed to come and wait upon the duke of Hamilton. 
I begged of him to inform him of my arrival, and 
that 1 had a letter for him from the k — of Eng- 
land, and that I would wait the return of the mef- 
fenger, to know the meafures he had taken to fee 
me, and to render my abode at Edinburgh fafe» 
The meflenger returned the. fifth day after with the 
anfwers. The conftable begged of me to wait for 
him at the caftle, promifing to be there in the end 
of the week. Mr. Hall informed me. that the duke 
of Hamilton was fo bad that he could not yet fee 
hirn, but that I would have an anfwer from him by 
the high conftable. While I waited the arrival of 
the high conftable, I fent a mefleneer to fiard Drum- 
mond, fecond fon of the duke or Pcrth^ who was 
then in that country, and after having informed my-«^ 
felf of thofe among the lords of the weft and north- "^ 
w^|l of Scotland, who had moft confidence in him, 
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I tfegged of him to go and wait upon tli6n1, and t<y 
prepare them for a conference with me, and I gave 
him a copy of the inftrudtions, which I had receiv- 
ed from M. de Chamillart. It contained qneftions 
concerning the parricul^r circumftances of the na- 
tion, and of the things that would be needed in the: 
expedition. I gave him likewife a copy of the let- 
ter which the k — of England had written to zl\ 
his friends in general, in which he affured them of 
his refolution to come and put himfelf at their head ; 
and to this I added a fliort writing, in which I re- 
prefented the extremity to which the nation was re- 
duced •, I touched upon the different interefts of the 
principal families of Scotland ; I propofed fome ex- 
pedients for reconciling them, exhorting them to 
put an end to all their quarrels and animpffcies ; I 
laid before them the dangers to which they expofed 
Chemfelves, and the impoffibility of delivering theno 
felves from flavery while thefe jealoufies fubfifted. 

After this young lord was gone, I fent another meP; 
fen^r to the laird of Boyn, who in the parliament had 
vigoroufly oppofed the Union : As he is a confidant 
of the duke of Athol, I entreated him upon his ar- 
rival to go and wait upon the duke, and fome other 
lords of his acquaintance, and I gave him the fame 
inftruftions that I had given to lord John Drum- 
mond. I likewife difpatched a rheflenger to the duke 
of Gordon, who was at one of his caftles in the 
aorth, and to the laird of Coxtoun his neighbour, to 
prepare every thing in thfir quarters to be able to 
enter upon the bufinefs at my arrival among them ; 
for I found it was abfolutely neceflary that I ihouM 
hazard myfclf in travelling over a great part of the 
kingdom. As the chief men of the nation were 
difperfed over the different counties, I had a defign 
to divide the country into two circuits, to vilit one 

myfelf. 
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tnyletfj and to defire Mr. Moray 'to go throu^ the 
other. 

Lord Saltoun, a chief of one of the branches of 
the houfe of Frazer, coming in the mean time to 
vifit the countefs of Errol, affured me of his 
2eal, and defired me to be upon my guard againft 
the duke of Hamilton. He told me that he be- 
lieved he was in the intereft of the court of London } 
that he had for a long time paft held a correfpond- 
ence with the duke of Queenfbcrry and the earl of 
Stairs, who are at the head of the party for the 
Union ; that he had carefully concealed that corref- 
pondence, and had broken all the meafures of the 
well-afFefted ; that after the ratification of the Union 
in the parliament, he had ufed his utmoft efforts to 
get himfelf elefted one of the peers to fit in the firfl 
parliament of Great-Britain ; and although he had 
condefcended to the greateft meannefles, yet he bad 
been unanimoufiy rejedted as a candidate. Lord 
Saltoun added, that I would be informed of all this 
more particularly from the high conftable, and, he 
authorized that lord to fign in his name every thing 
that fhould be fettled with me for the fervice of the 
k— of England, and for the welfare of Scodand. 

• , The high Conftable came to his caftle at the time 
he had fixed, and I founii him very much difTatif- 
fed with the duke of Hamilton. He toJd me, that 
me duke for two months paft had teftifled the ut- 
mplj impatience to fee. me, but that he no fooner 
[heard or my. arrival than he changed his tone. He 
fald that I had come too late, and that the animofity 
of the nation againft the Englifh was greatly abatejJi 
Mr. Hall had made a miftake in decyphering my 
letter, for inftead of explaining that I had letters 
from th« king, and the k-*- of England for the 
C 2 dul^ 
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duke, he wrote that the letters were from the king 
and the queen, upon which the duke of Hamilton 
cried out that his letters of two years date were plainly 
not agreeable to the k— , and that as his majefty 
had not written to him, it was a proof that he wifhed 
him not to be concerned in the affair ; that for the 
time to come, therefore, he would think only of the 
means of fecuring his own fafety. 

The earl of Errol added, that all this was only 
a pretext which the duke ufed to cover his fecret de- 
figns ; that for fome time paft he had endeavoured 
to perfuade his friends that there was nothing to be 
cxpcdcd from the king, that his majeflly was pre- 
vented by the ftateof his aflFairs from thinking upon 
them, and that if he appeared difpofed to do any 
thing, it was only with a view to rid himfelf of the 
k — of England before the peace, or to excufe him- 
felf from doing any other thing for /that prince, in 
cafe his fubjefts fhould refule to receive, him with a 
few troops ; that the nation therefore fhould take 
fome other meafures for fecuring its liberties and in- 
dependancy. 

This difcourfe, he faid, had given great offence to 
many, and that his fecret intrigues with the duke 
of Queenlbury, and the earl of Stairs (which lord 
Saltoun had already given me a hint of) had cncreafcd 
their diftruft ; that the duke of Athol was the firft 
who difcovered that intrigue, with which he re- 
proached the duke of Hamilton, who at firft de- 
nied it ; but the duke of Athol proving it plainly, 
the other was at length forced to confefs it, entreat- 
jng the duke of Athol to believe that he had no 
other defign but to intimkiate or gain the two chiefs 
of the Englifh fadlion ; that this excufe having gi- 
ven fatisfadUon to nobody, the wcll-afFeded had 
■ ^ ' dropped 
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dropped all intercourfe with him ; that the duk* qf 
Athol continued ftill to treat with him, till he had 
propofed in parliament to agree to the fuccelfion of 
Hanover, provided the Englifli would defift from 
preffing the Union ; that then the duke of Athol 
openly broke with him, being perfuaded the duke 
of Hamilton had only made^ that motion in hopes 
that if the well-afFefted had agreed to it, that proceed- 
ing would have made them lofe all their credit with 
the people, who wilh only for the k — of England/ 

That when all the counties, and all the cities of 
Scotland declared againft the Union, by their ad- 
drefles to the parliament, the prclbyterians of the 
weft of Scotland, who are all armed, fent to inform 
the duke of Hamilton, that they were preparing to 
march to Edinburgh to difperfc the parliament; that 
if he thought the enterprife too bold, he need not 
concern himfelf with it, but only leave them to a6l 5 
and that the duke had charged them not to make 
any difturbance, faying, it was not yet time. 

The earl of Strathmore, lord Stormont, and the 
lairds of Pourie and Finglas, have fince told me, 
that they made him the fame offer from the fhire^ 
of Angus and Perth, and that he gave them the 
feme anfwer. And the laird of Kerfland, one of 
die chief men among the prefbyterians, has alfo af- 
iured me, that he and the laird of Bifhopftoun had 
carried the meflage from the weft-country preft)y- 
terians to the duke, and that he had put a ftop to 
their rifiog. 

■ The earl of Enrol would never open himfelf to 
me as to his opinion of the condudt and defigns of 
the duke of Hamilton. He begged of me only to 
make the bel| ufe I could of what he had told me, 
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not to negleft the duke^ but at the fame time to 
be upon my guard, becaufe he was impenetrable ; 
and to conceal from him all that I tranfafted with 
the other lord's. 

I alked him, how the duke, who was neither rich, 
nor powerful in the humber of his vaflals, had ac- 
quired fo great a credit ^ith the people. The earl 
X)f Errol anfwered, that by means of the dutchefs 
dowager of Hamilton his mother,^ he had acquired 
great credit among the prefbyterians ; but that his 
late refufal to permit them to arm "had entirely loft: 
Jiim their favour, and that they had fince addrefled 
themfelves to the dukes of Gordon and Athol. 

. That the greateft credit of the duke of Hamilton 
was owing to the court of St. Germain, feveral or- 
ders having come from thence to the friends of the 
ft — of England, to do nothing without him, and 
that thofe orders had been repeated on occafion of 
my voyage. Asa proof of this he gave me a letter 

. ot Mr. Innes, almoner to the queen of England*, 
dated the 1 7th of laft: January, in which after re- 
lating that I was fpon to go over to Scotland, he 
adds thefe words. * The k— ^ of England defires 

♦ that his friends would follow the direftions of the 
^ duke of Hamilton, and not declare themfelvfs 

• till the duke has declared himfelf, when they may 

* without danger follow his example.' 

The carl added, that he- had feen a letter written 
by Mr. Stairs, fecretary to lord Middleton, to a per- 
fon in Edinburgh, in which he informs him of my 
voyjJge ; that the king will do nothing for the Scots ; 
^nd that my journey is only a feint ; and he namesi 
the two gentlemen that were to .come with me. The 

• The k — of England aly/siys cip ploys Mr. Innes to giv^ 
Jiis Orders to the Sfots, 

great 
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great conftable (hewed me another letter of the i ft 
of March,, which one would have believed to have 
been written exprefsly to prevent the well-affe6ted 
from anfwering the goodnefs of the k — , or from 
taking any meafures* It pofitively mentions that 
they have nothing to hope for, that they are greatly 
pitied, and advifes them to think of their own fecu- 
rity. I have kch other letters from St. Germain to 
the fame purpofe. 

By this turn oftafFairs, I now foon expefted to 
fee the fecret di/covered ; but I was extremely fur- 

. prifed to find that what has happened almoft cuts 
off the only refource they had left. I begged the 
earl of Errol to fupprefs the letter of the ift of 
March ; and I refolved to take advantage of that 
which defires the friends of the k — of England to 
regulate their conduft by the duke- of Hamjlton. I 
faw the nation ready to come to the laft extremities to 
prevent the Union, that they only waited for a leader, 
that the duke of Hamilton wanted them not to think 
of the. k — of England, by perfuading them that 
the king neither had an inclination nor an ability to 
affift that prince ^ and the defpair of the people aug- 
menting every day, the duke might flatter himfelf 
that they would at length addrefs themlelves to him. 
Ii appears to me, that if he was not gained over by 
the court of London, he could have no other views. 
I therefore refolved to ad with a great deal of re- 
ferve, till I had clearly difcovered the inclinations of 
the people, and above all, of the Prcfbyterians ; and 
if I found that they thought of the duke of Ha- 
milt(in, 1 would enter into their meafures, would adt 
in concert with the duke, and perfuade the nobility 
to join him in obedience to the orders of the k— 

' of England, by perfuading them that the duk,e adled 
only for the intcreft of that prince, 

C 4 I dif- 
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I difcovered nothing of this my dcfign to the high 
conftable, knowing his attachment to the k— of Eng- 
land, and I defired always to keep myfelf in readi- 
ntfs to unite the party in favour of that prince, of 
of the duke of Hamilton, according as I found the 
nation difpofed. I thought it would be fafer for me 
to regulate myfelf by the difpofition of the people, 
than by the offers of the duke of Hamilton, or by 
thofe of the friends of the k — of England •, becaufe 
the duke might have it in view ta break the defigns 
of the others by fpecious offers, which he could ne- 
ver execute; and the others, if they had any know- 
ledge of the duke's defigns, might aft alfo in the fame 
manner. I knew that the bulk of the nation was 
for the k — of England, but I was ftill ignorant of 
the intentions of the Prefbyterians^, and of the weft- 
country people. I knew that thefc laft were better 
armed than the feft, and I kept myfelf always ready 
to join with that party which they (houldefpoufe^ as 
they would not fland in need of fo many fupplies, and 
are not fo divided into diflFerent faftions as the refl* 
and therefore it ^ould be more eafy to put them in 
motion at a fmall expence. 

I gave the king's letter to the high conftable, 
who received it with the .moft profound refpeft •, I 
gave him alfo a letter from the k — of Englarid, 
and having (hewed him my powers, he told me, that 
it was his opinion they might treat with me, and that 
he would confult his friends as to the beft means of 
their aflfembling. I had no mind to contradift him, 
becaufe I waited for an opportunity of turning mat- 
ters, fo that the difficulties of treating fhould come 
fronri them and not from me ; therefore, I feemed 
to approve of his defign, and to wait the fuccefs of 
it with impatience. In the mean time, I received a 
ktter from the laird of Bpyn, mentioning, th^t he had 
4 feea 



( ^'5 ) 
Sxn the duke of Athol, and fome other chiefs; 
that the duke had chai^d him to inform me of bis 
good difpofition, and Siat he was going to fpcnd 
fome days in vifiting and conferring with his friends, 
and to take meafures for treating with me ; that he 
allowed me to difcovfer his intentions to the duke 
and duchefs of Gordon, to th^ earl of ErrpI and 
his mother, the earl of Strathmore, and to lord 
Stormont, but to none others. That he begged of 
me to come to lord Stormoot's houfe at Scoon, 
that 1 might be nearer to him, and that upon his 
return, he would treat with me in perfon, or fend 
fome perfon to me widi full powers. The Laird of 
Boyn alio wrote to the high Conftable, defiring Mm 
in the duke of Athol's name to go and fee him i 
but the high Conftable did not think proper to unr 
dertake that journey, becaufe as he had but juft 
eome home after a feflion of mote than fix months, 
he was apprehenfive it would give ymbrage to the 
gpvernment if he returned towards Edinburgh b 
fooQ ; befides, that fuch ai&mblies of Jacobices in 
different quarters of the kingdom, would give room 
for a fufpicion that fome plot was carrying on. He 
therefore contented himfelf with writing his reafons 
to the duke. of Athol, and with affuring him, that 
he was ready to enter into all his meafures, and 
that during my abfence he would engage his chief 
friends to have every thing ready on my return. 

Next day my meHenger arrived from the duke of 
Gordon with a letter from the duke, in which he 
expreffed a great impatience to fee me, and promiied 
to do every thing that depended upon him before 
I left the earl of Errol. As I propoied to divide 
the kingdom with Mr. Moray, and he is well known 
on the fouth fide of the river Tay, I thought it was 
too great a rifk for him to go fouth, efpeciaily as 
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th« Englifli for thefc three years paft had jput a price 
upon his hdHd, having offered by proclamation 500' 
pounds fterling to the perfon that (hould feize him ; 
I entreated him therefore to take the northern pro- 
vinces, and to make a progrefs among the High- 
landers, wl^le I vifited the reft of the kingdom. • I 
found him willing to undertake any thing, even to 
go to his own country ; but I contented myfelf with 
taking letters from him to his elder brother the chief 
of the family of Moray, and for his other friends 
in the fouth. 

The earl of Errol, who was very apprehenfive 
ieft Mr. Moray fliould be known, and the fecret by 
that means difcovered, obferved to me, that he had 
reafon to believe that I would eafily gain the dukes 
of Gordon and Athdl, the marquis of Drummond, 
and the earl of Broadalbin ; that thefe four lords 
are able to anfwer for all the Highlands, and that 
therefore the journey of Mr. Moray might perhaps 
not be neceffary. On this reprefentation 1 changed 
my opinion, and begged Mr, Moray to wait till he 
heard from me before he began his journey, chufing 
rather to take the whole fatigue upon myfelf, than 
cxpofe him, and thereby rifle a difcovery of the fe- 
cret without an abfolute neceffity. Having aflced 
the charafter of the duke of Athol, the earl of 
Errol told me, that the duke was about forty years 
of age, that he is very opinionated, but a man of great 
probity, and that his word is inviolable, and may 
be depended upon ; that he is haughty and paflion- 
ate ; that he is very powerful in feveral counties, 
and can raife 9 battalions among his vaffals, of 600 
men each, armed, regimented, and difciplined •, that 
he had Caufed them to aflemble and encamp every 
fummer, fincc the aft of fecurity had aathorifed the 
lords tp arm and difcipline their vaffals ^ that he 

himfclf 
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himfclf had feen them encamped the year before, 
and that the duke could arm a greater number, and 
that by the intereft of his friends he is abfolutely the 
moft powerful lord inScotland. I began then to think 
it was time to aft, but not chufing to engage myfelf 
too much with the friends of the k — of England, 
till I knew thoroughly the intentions of the duke of 
Hamilton, I acquainted the duke of Athol that I 
was coming into his neighbourhood,' and that I 
would fee the other lords on my journey, fo that he 
would have full time to take meafures with hi$ 
friends. 'I wrote alfo to the laird of Boyn, and men- 
tioned to him that I would flop at his brother-in-law's 
the laird of Pourie, and entreat him to let me hear 
from him there. 

At the fame time, the better to manage the duke 
of Hamilton, I diibatched a meflenger to Edin- 
burgh to Mr. Hall, his confidant. I exprefled my 
furprize that he had not kept his word with me, as 
the earl of Errol had neither brought me a letter 
from him, nor a commiffion from the duke of Ha- 
milton, that his conduft did not correfpond wirfi 
what he had written to me at the countefs of Errol's ; 
that I had orders to addrcfs myfelf principally to 
the duke, who I knew was the foul of the whole 
affair ; therefore I defired that he would point me 
out the way how I might fee him in fafety ; that I 
had hitherto entered into no meafures with any one, 
nor would I, till I had his anfwer ; that I had fomc 
things to mention to him, which would give him 
fatisfaftion -, that it was now in his power to cover 
himfelf with immortal honour, and to render him- 
felf greater than any of his anceftors ; that I would 
remove all difficulties, and fhew him eafy expedients, 
that he did not think of; that if he negledted this 
ibecafion, it would never return •, that he would ruin 
^ not 
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not only his Country but himfelf, the Englilh hav- 
ing been too much irritated by him not to cruib 
him -, that I was going to fet out on my journey, 
and would on a certain day be with one of his 
friends, whom I named, within a day's journey of 
Edinburgh, defiring Mr. Hall, who was there often, 
to be there that day, to fhew my letter to the duke 
of Hamilton, to reftify the miftake about the letter 
from the k— , and to bring me the duke's anfwer. 
I aflurtd him, that I was grieved to hear of his 
indifpofition, and added whatever I thought could 
cxprefs a hearty friendfhip and a ftrong defire to fa- 
tisfy him in every thing. 

I wrote alfo at the fame time to the duchefs of Gor- 
don, having been advifed by the duke her hufband, 
and the earl of Errgl, to addrcfs myfelf to her, be- 
caufe the Prefbyterians, after they had abandoned 
the duke of Hamilton, had applied to the dukes 
of Gordon and Athol, and they had ient them to 
the duchefs of Gordon, who, refiding generally at 
Edinburgh, could eafily fee them, and recdve their 
propofitions. As thefe brd$ were narrowly watch-^ 
cd in the country, I mentioned to the duchefs an- 
other place for her to fend her anfwer to. 

I remained two days, more at the earl of Errol's, 
to give the mefTenger time to deliver the letters ; 
then having left a letter to defire Mr. de Ligondes 
to keep off the coaft fomewhat longer 5 I travelled 
four days and four nights, and arrived at the laird 
of Pourie's early in the morning, where T found the 
laird of Boyn, who told me, that the duke of Athol 
had received my anfwer, that he was gone to the 
further part of his territories to confer with his 
friends, and would return in ten days ; that he 
begged of me to wait for him at lord Stprmont's ; 

that 
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that the earl of Strathmore defired to fee me as 
foon as pofTible ^ that I would find a great union 
and perfect unanimity among the chiefs ; that they 
had taken kindly my remonftrances with regard to 
the differences among their families, and that I 
would have great caufe to be fatisfied. 

I conferred Ibme tinie witlv the laird of Pouri^ 
He is about fifty years of age, and of great autho* 
rity in his country. He told me, that the people 
were fo irritated againil the Englifh, and fo fond of 
the k — of England, that he and the other chiefs of 
the country were importuned by them every day ; 
that he durft ihew, himfelf but very feldom among 
his vafTals, as they preiled him continually to 
give them leave to arm, repro%:hing him that the 
nobility had fold and ruined their country, while 
the people Ibught oq\y to take arms in its defence ; 
and that the fame fpirit prevailed over the whole 
kingdom. He wanted much to keep me with him 
a few days, but I was obliged to be next day at the 
place where I had appointed to meet Mu Hall, and 
I was very ^lad to take advantage of the abience of 
the duke of Athol, while I endeavoured to do my 
utmofl with the duke of Hamilton. I promifed 
therefore to the laird of Pourie to fee him on my re- 
turn, and begged of him to vifit lord Panmure, his 
neighbour and friend, and to inform me by the 
laird of Boyn, when I could fee him. I did not 
want this lafl: to have any knowledge of what re- 
garded the duke of Hamilton, therefore I agreed 
with him, that to avoid going backwards and for- 
wards, which would give the inquifitive toom for 
. fufpicion, he fhould remain with the laird of Pourie 
till the return of the duke of Athol ; that I would 
give therei notice, and that they fhould then come 
. and meet me at lord Stormont*s. From thence I 

went 
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went tht fame day to lord Strathmore, who is lord' 
Middlecon*s oephew by his fitter, is bordering on 
fifty years of age, and his family, of which he i$ 
the head, is one of the moft antient in Scotland. 
He received me kindly, and expreffed great zeal 
' for the caufe, confirming to me what the laird of 
Pourie had told me as to the general inclination of 
the people. He introduced me to the laird of Auch- 
terhoule, his brother, who being come from the 
weft country, affured me of the good difpofition of 
the Prefbyterians. Having told me, that he was 
intimate with the laind of Carnwath, who has large 
territories in- that country, I begged of him to in- 
form him of my arrival, and to procure me an in- 
terview with him, and likewife to queftion him 
more particularly as to the intention of the Prefby- 
terians. Lord Strathmore confirmed to me the ac- 
count I had already received of the duke of Ha- 
milton, &c. adding, that he hatl always been that 
duke's friend ; but that he had lately broke with him 
upon his hindering the people to take arms •, that 
he himfelf has;^ all poffiblc deference for the orders 
of the k— of England ; but that being upon the 
fpot, he knows beft what is for his fervice ; that he 
* would Willingly follow the duke of Hamilton, if 
he would a6t at all ; but fince he will do nothing, 
he thinks it his duty to aft without him ; that I 
would find the duke of Athol apd all the reft in the 
fame opinion. He told me, that I ought not to 
negleft the duke of Hamilton v but that at the fame 
time, the well-afiefted expefted that I (hould com- 
municate nothing to him of their affairs, as they 
could no longer truft him. All the reft,' whom I 
have feen, or with whom I have correfponded by 
letters or otherwife, have required the fame thinjg 
of me, fo that it is fufRcient to have remarked it 
once for all. Having q^voided eotering upon the 

affair 
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affair till the duke of Athol's return, that I might 
have leifore to penetrate into the defigns of the 
duke of Hamilton, I left lord Strathmore, and ar- 
riving at the place, whither I had defired the ducheft 
of Gordon to addrefs her letters, a packet frpm her 
Was put into my hands, in which (he informed me, 

* That Ihe faw fome of the leading men among the 

* Prefby terians every day ; that they were very zealous 

* for the intcreft of thek— ^ of England ; that when 

* Ihe acquainted them with my arrival in the country, 

* they feemed greatly pleafed • that ihe begged of 

* me to come to Edinburgh to confer with them ; 

* that their demands were very reafonable •, that be- 

* fore I (hould fet out for Edinburgh, I fhould fend 

* her my promife not to truft to the duke of Ha- 

* milton ; that (he had in her hands certain proofs 

* that that duke had been the caufe of all the mif- 

* fortunes m Scotland ; that under pretence of en- 

* tering into my views, he would prevent me from 

* taking any effedual meafures, and would tell mc 

* in the end, that he had no longer any credit 

* with any party j that I could not be ignorant that 

* the Jacobites had broke with -him, and that ihe 

* would foon make it evident to me, that the Pref- 

* bytbrians could no longer bear to hear his nafhe 

* mentioned ; that as fhe had heard that Mr. Hall 

* was to go and meet me, Ihe advifed me to be 

* upon my guard ; that he was an honeft man, but 

* faw only with the duke of Hamilton's eyes.* 

I did not think it proper to fend her the promife 
which fhe required ; but I anfwcred, that I would 
endeavour to fee her at Edinburgh as foon as pof- 
fible ; 1 begged of her to keep the Prefby terians in 
their prefent good difpofitibn, that I would be faith- 
ful to them, >would keep their fccrct, not only as 
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to him whom they diftrufted, but with regard to 
a]l others, and would very foon let them hear from 
me. I fent her at the fame time a letter from the 
queen of England, in which that princefs was at 
great pains to juftify the duke of Hamilton againft 
the accufations of the duke of Gordon, and laid all 
the blame of the misfortune? of Scotland on the 
want of fuccours. 

' Having difpatched the duchefs of Gordon's ier- 
vant, I travelled all night, and next morning I ar^ 
rived at that gentleman's, where Mr« Hall waited 
for me. He made me a thoufand compliments 
from the duke of Hamilton. He told me, that 
his illnefs had hindered him from fending me an 
anfwer by the earl of Errol ; that the duke begged 
of me to fend him the letters which I had got for 
him, to inform him of the propoHtipns which i had 
to make to him from the k— , to come diredlly 
to Edinburgh, and that he would do his utmoft en- 
deavours to fee me. 

Having been informed that the duke had no 
longer any credit with the friends of the k — of 
England from fo many quarters, and by fo many 
dimrent perfons, that I could no longer doubt of 
it, I had now only the hopes, that he had ftill in^ 
. tereft with the Prelbyterians to intrigue with them 
about his own elevation to the throne, which in my 
firft journey I undcrftood he had very much at 
heajrt, and I durft liot open myfelf on that fubjeft 
to Mr. Hall, who is abfolutely in the interefl: of the 
k-^ of England, fo that I was obliged to talk with 
him only in general terms. 

I told him, that I was much afflided on account 
qS the illnefs of the duke of Hamilton, that I wouk) 

willingly 
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willingly fend him the letters that I had for hiiri, by 
which he would fee the little reafon he had ro cotit^ 
plain of the king : but that I was not entrufted with 
any propofitions, and had only come to receive thofe 
of the Scots ; neverthelefs, if any thing , happened 
during the courfe of the negotiation, in which 1 could 
ferve him, he would find me moft ready to give 
him all the fatisfadion in my power ; that I would 
willijigly proceed to Edinburgh, if he would aflure 
me that my journey fhouldnot befruitlefs; but to 
go thither without being fure of feeing him, would 
be too ralh a ftep ; that the city being at prefent 
very empty, it would be impofTible for a ftranger to 
be there without being remarked ; that I defpiied 
the dangers to which my duty expoled me ; buc 
that it would be afting contrary to the rules of pru« 
dence to expofe myfelf there ncedlefsly ; that h« 
doubtlefs knew the mind of the duke of HamiJtoa 
as to this, and I begged him to tell it me without 
difguiie. 

He anfwered, that the duke of Hamilton earncft- 
ly defircd to fee me, but to tell me the truth, he did 
not believe that he could ; that he kept his bed, and 
was always furrounded with his domeftics ; that the 
duchefs his wife never left him j that he was tranf^ 
ported to hear that the king had done him the ho« 
nour to write to him, but that he had likewife ex- 
pected a lecter from the queen of England \ that as 
that princefs had not written to him, he concluded 
that the fcheme was not approved of by her ; and 
that he had too much relpeft for her judgmenrta 
concern himlelf with an affair that fhe did not ap- 
prove of J that he had fufpedcd that 1 had no pro- 
pofitions to make to him; but that neverthelefs I 
mufi: begin with making propofitions, otherwife no 
treaty could be concluded. 

P Ian- 
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I anfwered, that I would not fufFer myfdf to be 
{o eafily blinded ; that the duke of Hamilton had 
rccourfe to very weak ftiift? ; that he wanted only to 
find fault, and complained, when he had all the 
reafon in the world to think himfelf greatly honour- 
ed; that if the- queen had written to him he would 
have bethought himfelf of fome other caufe of dif- 
contcnt; that he well knew the K— of Englan4 
had not written to hint without confuting with die 
queen his mother 5 that 1 could not promife to go 
to Edinburgh to no purpofe ; that I had no time 
to wafte ; that he need not expeft propofitions from 
me, or that I would * perfuade him to take arms ; 
that I had not -charged myfelf with arguments on 
thit fubjeft ; that he had been a long time foUicit- 
jng fuccours -, that I was difpofed to promife him 
whatever fupplies he wanted ; that he had nothing'^ 
to do therefore, but to coniider yi^hat plan to ga 
«pony and what he was able to efFeft, as the fuccoui;« 
would be regulated according to the ftate of the 
natiorf and its forces ; that therefore it was his part . 
to make propofals to me, and that after I had nilly 
weighed them, I would do my utmoft to fatisfy 
him ; that I had a very full authority to promife 
every thing that 1 thought neceflary, and that I 
would not nefitate in agreeing to whatever I thought 
reafonable, I had reflefted fo fully upon the ftatt 
and the forces of Scotland, that I was fure I could 
be able to anfwer all that they could allege, to 
prove the ncccflity of great fupplies, therefore 1 
rifked jnothing in talking fo boldly. 

Mr. Hall anfwered me, that I ought to knowflw 
Duke of Hamilton better than to fcrnple at theft 
difficulties, which it was his cuftom to ftart on all 
occafioni^, though he afterwards tjiought no naore^. 
©f them i that he would relate to "him cny anfwer^ 

and 
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and expeftcd to find him very dry j that he hAl 
charged him to t^rn from me, what fuccours the 
King would be pleafed to grant to the Scots,: and 
that he would foon return to me with the opinion of 
the Duke of Hamilton on that fubjedt. I told 
him, that it was not yet time to talk of fuccours ; 
that it was.propcr firft to know perfcftly the forces 
which the well-afFedted couW raife, and the meatft 
they have to fupport them ; and that after having 
reafoned on thefc points according to the rules of 
"War, we might examine by the fame rules, what 
fuccours they would need 5 and that I believed he 
(Mr. Hdl) would not enter upon thefe parriculari, 
they being out of his fphcre ; and that mean while 
I would tell him, that although the King had u 
great defirc to aflSft the Scots, his M ajefty did not 
pretend to make their caufe his principal afiair'; 
that he was very willing to affift the Scots to makfe 
war, but that he was no way difpofed to make war 
ibr them, and ,at his own expence ; that however 
dry my anfwer was, bis commiffion was ftill more 
to ; and that I had no fufpicion of fo much cold- 
nefi on the part of the Duke of Hamilton. 

He then alked me, if the King would not ^rant 
10,000 men ^ !• anfwered, No ; and that I did not 
believe that they could be fo unreafonable to afk 
them. However, faid he, the Duke of Hamilton 
believes that it is the leaft that c^in be a(ked. You 
may tell the Duke of Hamilton, faid I to him, that 
it is not ufual to behave thus to a great King ; de- 
mands ought to be fupportcd by reafons given in 
^th them ; has he given you any ? He confclRd 
he had not received any. Upon which I told him, 
xhat I advifcd him not to alk the half; that per^ 
iiaps, after examining every thing, it would be 
foUfld, chat the Sppts had^^no n^d of any foreign 
D z troc^s^j 
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troops ; that It would be heedleis to talk more of 
il, as he was not more folly inftru6ted ; and there- 
fore I defitcd him to tell the Duke of Hamilton 
from me,, that I had fomething very particular to 
fay to him* which I would mention to nobody but 
himfelf ; that I had fo much rtfpc6t for him, that I 
would wait yet four days, before I entered into a 
negotiation with the other lords, and that I would 
cxpeA his anfwer at the Marquis of Drummond's. 

I gave the letters for the Duke of Hamilton to 
Mr. Hall, and I begged of him to tell me what he 

thought of the inclinations of the Earl of S 

his brother. I gave him alfo a copy of queftions 
concerning the ftate of the nation, and entreated 
him to tell the Duke of Hamilton that it would be 
neceiiary to anfwer all thcfe particulars, before he 
talked of fuccours. Mr. Hall returning to Edin- 
burgh, I went the faimc day to Lord Stormont at 
Scoon, who having been intormed in February by 
the Earl of Errol, that I was coming to Scotland, 
had been more a&ive than all the reft. He had 
made a progrefs through all the fouth of Scotland^ 
where he is very powerfol, and having alfo vifited 
ieveral of the chief men in the north of England, 
he had returned to Scoon to meet me. I did not 
think proper to ftay there, bdrig defirous to know 
what I had to expeftrfrom the Duke of Hamilton, 
before I engaged with the others. Lord Stormbnt 
confirmed to me, what the Earl of Strathmbre and 
the Laird of Boyn had told me of the Duke of 
Athol, who having appointed a day with him for 
my return to Scoon, and having agreed on the naille 
I fhould take, and a pretence for my continuing 
feme time, I went to the Marquis of Drtimmond's, 
where I, arrived next day. He appeared fo zealous, 
that I made not the leaft difficulty to ^ve the King's 

letter, 
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fetter, and tliat of thk K— of England. He ex- 
preifed great acknowlecjgments for the honour hit 
Majefty did him. He told me, that having learn* 
ed from his brother Lord John Drummond,.the oc- 
cafiojn of my journey, and that 1 was to vifit him, 
he had fent to all his friends to know their opinion 
of the queftiops I had propofed, concerning the 
ftate of the nation and its wants, and that he wait- 
ed their anfwer ; that his brother had gone to an- 
other quarter, and that he would return that day or 
to- morrow. He fent notice to the Laird of Abcr* 
Carney his neighbour^ who canic to fee me the fame 
day. After having fcen the letter of Mr. Moray, 
his brother, and fpoke of affairs in genera], he told 
%ie, that he woukl confult with Lord Drummond and 
fome other Lairds, and give me a memorial figned 
by their hands, in anfwer to the queftions I had 
propofed, as preliminaries to a treaty. 

Lord John Drummond arriving next day, he 
told me, that he had been with the Earl of Lin- 
lithgow, Lord Kilfyth, and the Laird of Coxtoun, 
who had exprefled great joy at jd^e fine occafion of 
ferving their K — and their country : that the 
firft and laft had promifed to fct their hands to every 
thing that could be expedled of them^ and that 
Lord Kilfyth appeared to be of the fame mind, ex- 
cepting only that he declared he could not dcilrt 
the. Duke of Hamilton, and defired to ad in con- 
cert with him. He, however, charged Lord John 
Drummond to beg of me to comq (o them to con* 
fult about more effeAual meafures. 

., Next day, the brother of Mr. Moray, whom I 
had fent by the way of Holland, came to i ord 
'Drummond's*-, he had landed only two days before 
in Scotland •, for having been taken ill in Holfaind,

he had embarked on board a Scottifli veilct, ia bopef 
of h^ficning his arrival, but had been three weeks 
in hia paii^e xp Edinburgh. I begged of him, as 
he bad come (o late, to keep at home, efpecfally as 
fomc of the couEt t)f St. Germain had given intel-. 
ligencc that he was to come over with me, it would 
be neccflary to take great precaution : I charged 
him only to fupport the well afFeded in their pre- 
fcnt difpofition, after niy return to France, and to 
keep himfelf quiet tifi he fliould hear of my depar- 
ture." 

About this time, I received the anfwer of Mr. 
Hall, mentioning that he had found the Duke of 
HiUnihon in a moft diftreffed condition, reduced to# 
the laft extremity, breathing w^th the utmoft diffi- 
cuhy, having had twenty-nine fits of the fever :. 
that the Duke was in defpair that he could hot fee 
me ; that he loved and efteemed me y that he wottld* 
willingly give his life to have fome difcourfe. with 
me ; that he made no^ the leaft doubt of my friend*- 
fhip, therefore begged of me to excufe his riot an- 
fwering the King's letter, nor that of the K — of 
England ; that he would do himfelf that honour 
with the firft opportunity, after he had recovered • 
his ftrength ; that he would concur in all reaibnable 
meafures for the reftoration of the K— of England ; 
but it was his opinion, that Prince ought not to 
rifk himfelf, without a confiderable body of troops, 
«nd that he wiihed me a good voyage, t 

I was well informed, that the Duke.of Hamiltofi 
was not fo bad as Mr. Hall would make me believe. 
I knew not what to think of his way of adding : 
Ibmetimes I imagined that be was reconciled under- ' 
hand to the court of London 5 and at other time* 
I believed that he only made to many difficulties^ 

that 
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that he might be the moFe entreated. I thought 
therefore that I ought not to make him too many 
advances ; that if he had made his peace witn 
Queen Anne, I ought to conceal from him the 
ftate of our affairs, and that if he wanted to make 
himfelf be entreated, I ought to change my 
courfe, and by negledling him, would make him 
court me. 

I was quickly convinced, that he did not a6t fin- 
Cercly -, for having learned that Mr. Hall had writ- 
ten by the fame meflenger to two of his friends, I 
found means to get poffeflion of the letters, in which 
he had written more openly. He fays in the kt- 
fers, that the Duke of Hamilton had thought, that 
if he appeared too forward to accept of the fuccours 
of the King, that would put the K — of England 
under a neceffity of coming over to Scotland, be- 
caufe the King would have juft reafon to be diflatif- 
fied with that Prince, if he refgfed to go thither, when 
his fubjefts invited him, and armed themfclves to re* 
ceive him ; and fearing alfo that the King only made 
thefc advances to excufe himfelf from doing any thing 
elfe in favour of that Prince, the Duke had Judged 
it proper, in order to embarrals bis Majefty (theil 
are his very words) to demand, that the King fhoukl 
fecure a confiderable party in England, or that his 
Majefty (hould fend a body of troops for the con* 
queft of England, to aft in conjunftion with the 
Scotrifli army j that the duke of Ha!n^.ilton had it 
in his power to place the K— of England on the 
throne of Scotland, without the affiftance of France, 
although that Prince (hould bring no rtore than a 
fingie page with him ; but in that cafe,* the K — of 
En^and would depend too much upon hi^ fub- 
jefts. 
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X faw hf thefe lectern, that the Duke of HzmiW* 
ton fought underhand tp break all the meafures of 
the well-afl&6ted» and then to exciife himfelf to 
them by falie pretences, which might IciTen their 
confidence in the King's goddjiefs, ^nd their attach* 
mcnt tp Fr^cc. 

I was fo incenfed at this proceeding, that I would 
write no more either to the Duke of Hamilton or 
Mr. Hall j I faid only by word of mouth to him who 
brought mfe the letter, that I had no anfwer to rc« 
turn. But upon reflefting that the Duke pretend- 
ed to be able to put the K — of England uppn the 
throne wifhout the afliftancc of France, and that at 
the fame time he endeavoured to hinder that Prince 
from coming over to Scotland, it came into my 
mind, that he had (till an intention of feizing the 
throne hitnfelf. 

I was well aflfured that he would not have the 
leaft fupport from the nobility and gentry. The 
Prefbyterians then were his only refource ; and as 
I was not fufficiently informed of their difpofitions, I 
refolved forthwith to give my whole attention to 
know then> tlioroughly, with the intefltion, that If 
I found th^m ftill in his intereft, to fall upon fome 
jneans of renewing my correfpondence with the 
Duke. I difpatched a courier to the Duchefs t>f 
Gordon, and to excijic my gping to Edinburgh, I 
reprefented to her, that fince flie fo greatly diltruft- 
pd the Duke of Hamilton, it would not be proper 
for mt to cpme fo near him ; that he would tniallioly 
iearn that i w^s in the city, and that from thence 
great inconveniencies would enfue : I therefore beg- 
ged of her to fend me the particulars of what the 
p licfs of the Prefbyterians had propofed to her, an4 
ux fame day i returned to Lqrq Stormont*s. Thcf 
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Duke of Athol had not yet retarned, and while I 
waited for him, 1 had a vifit from the Laird of 
Auchtcrhoufe, Lord Strathmore^s brother. He 
gave me the anfwer of the Laird of Carnwath, 
to the ktter that he had written to him at my 
defire, and begged of me to excufe his friend if 
he did not come and wait upon me, as he was 
detained by very prefling affairs at one of his^ 
feats near Edinburgh. He told me, that the 
Laird of Carnwath had authorifed him to fign in 
his name all that (hould be regulated with me. 
His letter mentions, " that he came from his eftate 
♦* in the welt country, where he had carefully cn- 
** dcavoured to inform himfelf of the difpofition of 
*^ the Prelbyterians 5 that he had been agreeably 
** furprifed to find an alteration in their fentiments 
♦♦ almoft miraculous. You cannot imagine, fays 
^* he, the furprifing change happened in that coun- 
^ try, in the maxims and inclinations of the inha- 
♦^ bitants, the juftnefs of their opinion with regiard 
♦* to the prefent ftate of affairs, their zeal, and their 
*• eag^rnefs to undertake fomething for their King 
^^ and their country, and this difpofition does not 
*' prevail in Ibme corners only, but is univerfal 
** throughout all the counties. Can it be poffible, 
*• th^t lo iUic ai) opportunity will not be laid hold 
" of ?'* The Laird of Carnwath is grandfon o£ 
the famods Mr. Lockhart, who was ambailador in 
France within thefe fifty years 5 he has more than 
100,000 livres of land- rent ; he was named one of 
the commiffioners ifor the treaty of Union. He pro- 
tefted againfi: all their proceedings, and always op* 
pofed the Union in Parliament. 

The Laird of Stanhope mentioned the fame things 
to Lord Stormont, concerning the Preibytcrians ; 
and the Laird of Defterenfon, a great Prefbyterian, 
Whofe eftates lie tft thefe counties, ^coming to Scoon, 
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cbftfirffle3 to me all that Ihavc menti6ned, and that 
bis vaffals carneftly prcflfed him to take off the maflc, 
and to join the friends of the K— of England. 
The national affembly of the Prcfbyterian clergy, 
being then aflembled, approved of every thing thao 
the provincial Synods and Prefbyterics had done a- 
gainft the Union, and that aflfembly rcjefted the 
motion of the Earl of Glafgow, the Queen -s com- 
miflioner for congratulating that Princcfs upon thtf 
focccfs and conclufion of the treaty. 

Happening about this time to fall fick, I few 
plainly that it would be impoflible for me to go to 
all the Pe^rs and Lairds who had defired to fee me. 
I therefore diipatched to them feveral meffengers to 
inform them of my illneft, and to entreat them ei- 
ther to come to me, or to declare their fentiments 
to thofe of their friends who ptopofcd to watt upon 
me. The latter expedient was moft agreeable to 
them ; but Lord Kilfyth who was an intimate friend of 
Lord Stornwnt, and who was wont to come^ often 
to Scoon, anfwered, that he was indifpenfably ob- 
liged to be at Edinburgh next day, but that he 
would not fail tt) be in a few days at Scoon. Lord 
Stormont, on giving me Lord Kilfyth's letter, bade 
me prepare for an engagement, as his friend hacf. 
gone to Edinburgh for no other purpofebut to con- 
iult the Duke oi Hamilton, and to receive his i'n- 
fltudions ; that 1 had need to be firm and always 
c« my guard, for if I jfhould yicW in the leaft, I 
would fin4 myfelf the dupe of thofe two Lords ; 
that he wa^ fuUy aiSired of the good intentions of 
Lord Kilfyth, but that he was too much attached to 
die puke of Hamilton, who does not aft fincercly. 

The Duchefs of Gordon having infixed on feeJ^g 
me at Edinburgh, I aniwered her, that being fick 
a-bed, it was impoflible for me to undertake that 

jour- 
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jcaicney', therefore^ that jQie ought not to negled: ttf 
{biKl Qie not only the partiailars, but alio a perfen 
fidly inftruded to tell mt aU that fhe had to fay, 
more cfpeciaHy as the time was haftenin^. She 
fubmitted to my arguoieatsl, atx) difpatched to me 
^gentleman named Strachan, in whom the chkf <^ 
the Preibyterians had an entire confidence. Befides 
the Ducheis of Gordpn's letter of credence which 
wa$ very ample, he gave me a naenwriaL written 
with the hand of the Laird of .Kerftand, the moft 
leading nun among the Pre(b3rteriaifs, and chief of 
one of the n>oilronfiderable families in Scotland, of 
which the following is a copy.

THE Prefbyterians arexelblved never to agree to 
the Union, becaufe it hurts their confciences, 
andbecaule they are pcrfuaded that it will bring an in- 
finite number of calamities upon this nation, and wiH' 
r^derthc Soots .flaves to the Englifh. They are 
ready to declare unanimouQy iov K — James, and 
only beg his majefty that he will never confent to 
the UniQn» and that he will fecure and protedk the- 
proteftant jreligioti* The declaration witl> regard to 
religion ought to be in general terms. 

. Thofe among the Prefby4ierians, who are called 
Gameronians, will r^ie 5000 men, of the beft ibl- 
diers-in the kingdom 5 and the other Prefbyterians 
will aflemble 8000 more. They beg that the K — 
of Ei^land would give them officers, eipecially ge- 
neral officers, and fend them powder, for they have 

arms already. Whenever his Br majefty fliall 

have granted the preceeding demands, and (hall haine 
promifed to follow his fupplies in perfon to Scotland, . 
tb$y will take arm$ ^ainft the government, and 

will 
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will ^ve luch other aflurances of their fidelity, as 
ih^l be dcfired. Provided powder be fent them> 
they engage to defend themfelves in their country 
with their own forces alone, againft all the ftrength 
of England . for a year, till the arrival of their K — , 
iand the fuccours that he (hould bring with him. They 
leave it to that Prince to bring with him fuch a num- 
ber of troops as he fhall think proper. They believe, 
however, that he will not have occafion for a great 
number. They have a correfponderxe with the 
north of Ireland *, and they are certain, that the 
Scots who inhabit that province will declare for 
them. This meniorial being too general, 1 delired 
feme explanations of it from Mr. Strachan, when 
he produced a more ample inftrudtion, of which 
the following is the fubftance. 

A particular Inftruliion. 

That the Preflby terians in the weftern and ibuthern 
counties, namely, in Clydcidale, Nithfdale, Gallo- 
way, Aire, Kirkubright, with thofe of the pro- 
vinces of Tiviotdale, Tweedale, and the Foreft, 
ai'e refolved to take arms, and to declare for the 
K — of England, and to raife 13,000 men, whom 
they are in a condition to be able to maintain. 

That in order to addrefs themfelves to the K — of 
England, they have put their inteirefts into the hands 
of the Laird of Kerfland, the Laird of Gafton, the 
• Laird of Kingfmilfide, and Mr. A'relkine, uncle of 
the earl of Buchan. That the Lairds being inform- 
ed that the K— • of England had an entire confidence 
in the Duke of Hamilton, they had addrefled them- 
ielves to him, and had propoied to him in the end 

* The inhabitants of the north of Ireland are alfo Prefby- 

terians« , 
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of the former year, to take arms and difperfe the 
Parliament^ and that the Duke had charged them 
not to ftir, they declaring that they had obeyed him 
with great regret. 

That (hortly after the Laird of Nifliy, of the fa- 
mily of Hamilton, a relation and intimate friend of 
the Duke, had infinuated to them that the K— 7 of 
England was abandoned by France, and that they 
muft look for fome other means of delivering their 
country from flaveiy. He had propofed to them 
to offer the crown to the Duke of Hamilton ; that 
they had rejeded that propofidon, well- knowing 
that the reft of the nation would never confent to 
if, that fince that rime they would have no corref- 
pondence with him ; that knowing that I was in 
^ the country, and had received authority from the 
King to treat with the nation, they thought that I 
would put more confidence in a Roman catholic 
gentleman than in them; and bcfides, they were 
watched fo narrowly by the government, and by the 
fpies of the Duke of Hamilton, that in order the 
better, to keep the fecret, they had judged more pro- 
per to fend that gentleman than to come themfelves« 

That they are ready to join themfelves to the 
friends of theK — of England, whether Catholics 
or Epifcopals ; that they woufd begin, and thereb/ 
give an opportunity to the reft to rife ; and that 
they would put the ttrong caftle of Dumbarton, on 
th^ river Clyde, into the hands of the pcrfon named 
by the K — of England, and jthat the largeft Ihips 
could anchor under the walls of that caftle ; that 
they have a perfeft knowledge of all the country, 
that they would feize the ford of Abberfain, and all 
the other fords of the river Forth ; and would there- 
by keep the palfi^s open for the. well-afie£ted , in 
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die north* To put them in a condition to take SHtriy, 
they defire that a veflel loaded with powder may be 
fcnt to . the mouth of the Clyde, a rich riierchant 
named Walchinfliaw, having undertaken to get the 
Ihip unloaded ; they fay that it will be impoffible 
for them to take the field Ibonen 

That the Duke of Hamilton having told them 
that the K — of England did not ddire them tof 
take arms ; they defire that Prince to fend them an 
order for that purpofe, or to aflure them by a letter 
addrefiied to the Duchefs of Gordon^ that he wants 
them to arm, and will came ihortly after to Scot- 
land ; that the befi: place for his landing is atKirku-^ 
bright in the South of Scotland. 

' That all they a(k is liberty of confcience for 
themfelves as well as for the Catholics ; and they 
pray his majefty to re&r himfelf to the firft par)ia^ 
ment 2s to the eftablifhment of the epifcopal or pref-^ 
byterian religion. That they will follow the orders 
of that prinfce in the mofl:pun6tual. manner j diat 
they do not defire to know what his other friends 
are to do ; but only how they themfelves ought tq 
adt. That the Laird of Kerfland offers to go with 
another chief to France to invitp the K-^ of Eng- 
land over to Scotland, and to remain as hoftages for 
the fidelity of their pdrty. That as the eftatei of 
feme of them were confifcated in the reign of Charles 
11. they hope, that thofe who have been in poftf^ 
iion of thofe eftates fince the revolution, and who 
fiiall declare for their King on this occafion, fhall ht 
preferred by him in the pofleflion of the faid eftat^^ 
That they are fure of the greateft part of the regu* 
lar troops in Scotland, which will augment theiff 
forces upwards of 2000 men. They hive g^vcrt. 
me a lift of the officers in each regiment of wko^ 
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fidelity they are doubtflil. They bdifcve, that wh«i 
the Duke of Hamilton fliall fee a party formed, ht 
will join them, becaufe as he is loaded with debtg, 
and hated by the Engliih, he will have no other re- 
Ipurce.

Having confidered thefc propofitions, and dread- 

iiig the arrival of .Lord Kilfyth, whonr I expcdtcd 

every moment, and who couild not have failed |o 

have given information of wjb^t pafled to the Duke 

of Hamilton, I thought it beft to fend back Mr, 

^trachan. I therefore told him,, that he might af^ 

fure thofe gentlemen^ that their zeal and their de- 

fign was moft agreeable tp the K — of England i 

that his defire^ is that, they fhould take arms^ and 

that I would rcprefent^ their good difpofitions, and 

their demands, and would inform them how they 

were to ad ^ that the Laird of Kerfland would do 

welt to keep himfelf ready to go over to France ia 

cafe of need : I would regulate the manner of wrx&- 

]«^ to Mr. Strachan to the Laird of Kerfland, and 

€0 Mr. Walcbinftiaw, who was to rejceive the pow«> 

dcr, and I begged of them to, let me bear from thena 

before my departure. I wrote to the fame purpofe 

tl> the Duchels of Gordon, to btf cdmrnOnicated 

alfo by her to the chiefs of the Fref byterians* 

Not doubring Any longer of the defigns of th« 
Prcflbyterians, I now thought only of rendering the 
defign more general, and of engaging in it the moft 
«onfiderable Lords of Scotland. The Duke o£ 
i^thoi being th^ prmeipal anntong them, I waited his 
return wilh impatience ; and he, Ending that his 
journey would be loiter than he expeacd, ftnt me 
two of his brothers, LiOffd James Muray, and his 
hiorficr, who having married die feirefe of -the houfe 
^ Nairn» wasJ^acoim ijOBxlNaira» «iidh%4 tak^ 
3 ' the 
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the name and arms of that houfe. He would never 
take the oath of allegiance to King William or 
Queen Anne. They told me, that the duke their 
brother, was making a tour among his friends and 
his vaifals, and had lent them before him to aflure 
me of his zeal and of his good intentions. 

Then finding themfelves with Lord Stormont, 
and the Laird of AuchterhouTe, Lord Strathniore's 
brother, they propoied to Tend for Lord Strathmore 
and Lord Kinnaird, and to enter into a negptiatipo 
with me. As I did not like that propofal, being 
firmly relblved to draw the king into no engagement, 
1 anfwcred, that I had all poflibie deference for them, 
and for the two other lords, but that it was netef- 
fary that they fhould aflemblein a greater number to 
give authority to the treaty they would make. They 
anfwered me, that they aded in the name of feveral 
others, as they would let me fee ; that 1 could not 
therefore refufe to enter into a negotiation with them, 
while they waited the arrival of the Duke of Athol, 
and that they might aflemble in a greater number 
to put the ifinilhing hand to it. * 

' I anfwered, that the ftate of Scotland was, doubt* 
lefs, very well known to them, and that I had given 
them full time to inform themfelves of it thoroughly 5 
that I had ieiit them queftions containing all the par- 
ticulars liieceflary to be known, and that they ought 
to anfwer thefe queftions before they thought of any 
thing elfe. They replied, that their anfwer was quite 
ready, and they (hewed it me much the fame with 
that which is here added in the firft part of their me- 
morial, excepting the preamble, which they added af- 
terwards ; and they aflure me, diat it was the opinion 
of all the well-affefted. After having read it, they 
lequired to fee my powers, which I fhewed them 

very 
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vefy roAdily, haring found in their anfSvcft to tte 
^uefttokis of M. de .Chamillart, enough to fupply 
me with arguments agaihll the demand of great 
fuccours. 

Hav^ing read over my powers, they demanded 
what fuccours they might expeft from his moft 
Chriftian majefty. I aafwercd^ that I was authorifed 
to promifc every thing that I Ihould jlidge ncceflkryi 
that the fuccours therefore would be regulated by 
ch^ir wants ; for I could never judge it proper td 
promife them fuccours, which they had no need ot^ 
and by their memorial it did not appear that thef 
Were in want of many things. They replied, that 
^hey had not a mind to ftate all their demantb, till 
they had fpoke to me concerning the article of Suc- 
cours ; that to fender themfelves mafters of Scot- 
land, they in truth needed nothing but the peribil 
of the K — of England, arms^ ammunition, and 
moneys but their defign being to penetrate into 
England, and to oblige the EngUfh either to fubmit 
or td treat with them, they would have docafionfof 
powerful fuccours to fucceed in that enterprize. t 
anfwered, that I was not of their opinion, that from 
the momtfnt they were mafters of Scodand, they 
would need none but their own forces to penetrate 
into England ; that there were no troops in ScSbt- 
]and that could hinder them from ailemblingfi; thafi 
the Engli(h were not m a condition to oppofe 1q cerf- 
fiderable an army as that which they propofed td 
raife; that they could never want provifions in an 
open and plentiful country ; and that they would bd 
able to raife contributions, which would more tharl 
fupply all their wants, after the example of theif 
forefathers, who in the late wars between Scotland 
and England in 1630, raifed 800 pounds fterlifig 
2| day, only in the three northern counties of Eng^ 
£ landy 
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land, which are the pooreft of that kingdonif. Thef 
agreed, that what I (aid was reafonable, but the 
.Englifh, fatdthey, will bring home their troops from 
Flanders, and we will need regular troops to oppofe 
to them. I anfwered agreeably to my inftruftions, 
that it was not yet time to talk of a thing fo diftant ; 
that at prefent it was only to be confidercd what ^^as 
ncccflary for them to begin the war; that if the 
Englilh (hould bring home their troops from Flan- 
^ersy it would then be eafy for the King to tranfport 
troops into England or Scotland ; that the number 
ot thefe troops muft ^e regulated by the number of 
thofe which the Englifh ftiall draw from the Low* 
Countries ; that we muft wait till that happen, and 
then it would be fettled what number the King Ihall 
give. 

But, faid they, we have need of troops for a life- 
guard to the K — of England, and to give time to 
his friends to affeinble. I anfwered, that fince the 
nation, by their own account, was to rife uniyerfally, 
the K — of^ England would be in full fccurity, when- 
ever he ftiould arrive among fubjefts fo faithful, and 
fo zealous, and who could ailemble in fo (hort a 
time ; that if by the troops they demanded to ac- 
company his perfon, they meant only a certain num-* 
ber of guards, thefe might, perhaps, be obtained 
without much difficulty ; but that a body of troops 
T^Hjld be of more detrinhent than fervice ; that fo- 
reigners are not ufcd to live upon fo little as the 
Scots ; that they did not undcrftand their language ; 
were not of their religion ; that it would have the 
air of a conqucft, efpeciajly among the Englifh •, 
which opinion would hinder their friends in England 
from joining them, and even influence them, • per* 
haps, to join the other fide. I added, that they need- 
ed only, to look upon what is at preienf paffingan 
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Hungary ; that although that nation is far from be-* 
ing fo warlike as the Scotch nation, it has ncvcrthe^ 
lefs bppofed the beft generals, and oldeft troops of 
the emperpr ; that Hungary is full of ftrongholdS| 
many of which the malecontents have reduced with 
their own forces, without the affiftance of foreign 
troops ; that it would be much eafier for the Scots 
to make themfelves mafters not only of Scotland, 
but alfo of England, as there is not a fingle forti- 
fied city, not only in Scotland,, but in both king- 
doms, except Portfmouth on the channel, which is 
a place of no importance ; and that there are no 
troops either in England or Ireland to oppof? their 

progrefs. 
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That they had no reafon to be affrighted at . th« 
name of regular troops, as their mfn would becpme 
regulars in the fpace of fifteen days, all their men 
l)eing accuftomed to the u(e of the gun from their 
Infancy, all of them alfo being hunters ; that they 
were difciplined from the gge of twenty- fix, and 
were perfeftly acquainted with' all the military evo- 
lutions ; that naturally they ftand fire with fo little 
apprehenfion and concern, that their recruits have* 
been always as much efteemed as their old foldicrs ; 
^hat they are accuftomed to obedience by the abfo- 
lute authority which their lords and chiefs have over 
them ; that experience has often made it appear, that 
they were a match for regular troops ; that they had 
almoft always beat the beft troops of England, wit- 
ncfe the defeat of 'Gencrrf Mackay in the latf war, 
when 8000 highlanders beat in a pitched batr 
tie 6000 old Engliih and Dutqh troops ; and, if 
Cromwel obtJ^ined advantages over them, it wa$ 
Qwing to their inteftine divifions, and not to want 
of bravery in their troops ; and what gives them 
^ill a greater ^vantage over the EpgUih, is, that 
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they are robuft, litre hftrd, and that they would dcf« 
ftroy an Englifh army without fighting, n^erely bf 
fatiguing it* ' 

'h 
They made no reply, but ftill infifted mion a 
body of troops, faying, that they would be of^nwre 
lervice to the King than twenty times thdr number 
el&where ; that'as foon as their army entered £ng* 
land, the credit of the Exthequer*bUts would fail ; 
and the Engliih would bei no longer in a conditUm 
to fbpport the war or fumi(h the fubfidies to their 
allies, which would occafion the greateft confufipn 
among the allied princes, who being only fupported 
by England, would immediately beg a peace 09 
their knees ; that if the Scots fhould make them- 
felves mailers of Ei^and things would ftill go bet- 
ter^ that at the worft, they could maintain die K«~ 
•f England' on the throne of Scotland, and being 
iupported by France would be a continual check 
upon the Englifh, and hindeiP them from troubiiRg 
the defigns of the King. 

lanfwered, that their hopes were well founded ^ 
that I agreed with them, that it was the intereft of 
the King to fuppert them ; but that they ought not 
to think that has nfiajefly liad no odier intereft but 
that ; ^hat his majefty i& powerful enough to brh^ 
his enemies to reafon without them, but that they^ 
were about to be flaves if the King 4id not take ihfim 
tinder his prote^kxx ; that all that was dear to thenv 
in the world was at ftake ^ I begged ci them ti^ re«^ 
member that they had to do with a prince of the 
utmoft penetration, who will hevejr iuffer himftif tO' 
be impofed upon ; that k would not look well i» 
them to be teachm^ him what was his^ intereft ; that 
as ihsy could not give me reafons in fupport of their 
demands^ noi: could idgke a Uli%h&Q^ reply to my 
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^$£^t%^ how could they exped that fo weak argtjh 
ments fiiould make an impreflion upon his majefty. 

After harviftg talked a little together^ they alked 
of mtf if Z v^ouM not promiie tbem 5C00 men, 1 
anfwensd thim that I always kept to the terms of 
my inftrufttons, to promife them all^ that I judged 
neceflary ; that I could only jtidge from reafon, and 
that I cottfd not fee any j^3od reafons why they 
fhottld^ 5000 nnen $ that their iftrongeft argument 
wass that they had need of regtilar troops to oppofe 
to thofe of England ; to this I had anfwered, that 
5000 men wens not fufficient to make head againit 
tiM enemy, and that if they could not truft to the 
bravery of their nation, I advifed them not to pro- 
fecute their defign, and that they did not refieft on 
the difficulty of tranfporting troops while the enemy 
vtete matters of the fea. 

Thcy^anfwered, that the cnemy*^ fleets were af- 
mofl always at Portugal^ and on the coafts of Spain ; 
that twenty privateers <i!buld bring them all that they 
warned, without, thftfef being occalion for a (ingle 
king^sfiiip, or any transports; that as^ the paiTage 
\(mftk(fttf ^50 men might be put on board each 
fhip^c&o^ incommoding them ; and that there 
wdu}]^ not be occafion for much proviiions for (b 
fltort a voy^e 5 thac they would deliver up the fort 
and city of Invernels, with the port of Cromarty 
inthenorthy where the veflels would be fafe both 
fii(xn the winds and the enemy, as they are the two 
fineft harbours in the world; and that they would 
furmih all that fhould be neceflarj^ for the return of 
thewflels* 

I defired them to obferve, that the queftion was 

liot vSiethcr the King could fend 5000 men to Scot- 
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land ; but whether they h^ need of thcnfi to deli- 
ver them from the yoke of the Englifii j that they 
had not yet proved their want of them, and to put 
an end to the difputc, I would propofe a difficulty 
which I believe they would find .it very hard to an* 
fwer ; that the Englifli had their eyes upon them^ 
being well apprifed of the general difcontent of their 
nation i that as 5000 men could not be embarked 
without fome buftlc, on the firft news of the pre- 
parations the Englifh would not fail to fufped fome 
commotion^ and would immediately feizc the lead- 
ing men in Scotland, which would entirely break all 
their meafures, and make their defign mifcarry with- 
out leaving them any hopes of their being able to 
tefume it, Iince it was not an enterprise to be at- 
tempted twice, 

1 know not whether this refleftion had any weight 
^idi them, or if they perceived that I fought pre- 
tences to avoid promifing them any thing ; but they 
inftantly broke ofl? the conferences, and retired into 
another apartment. They fent the fame day for Mr* 
Graham, formerly king's foUicitor, under the late 
kifig James, to come and aflift them with his ad- 
vice. After having talked with him, they iaid» 
that in the manner that I afted it would be impoffi- 
bic to conclude a treaty ; that they were going to 
confult with the Duke of Athol ; and the reft went 
with Mr. Graham- In taking leave of me, they 
told me, that he had advifed them to refer them- 
fclves tx} the King, and to lay afide the defign of 
concluding a treaty, in hopes, that his majefty 
Vrould judge moft properly of their wants, and would 
be affedted with fo great a confidence in bis good-* 

1^4 
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Lord Stormont, who was the firft that returncds 
told me, that he had related to the Puke of Athol 
all that had pafled ; and that the Duke had approved 
of the opinion of Mr. Graham, namely, that they 
needed fome troops, but would refer themfelvei to 
the King as to their number, and likewife as to all 
their other fupplies, excepting the article of arms, 
which they faid they could not do without. The. 
Duke of Athol )iaving promifed to Lord Stormont 
to come in two days to his houfe of Huntinghall,, 
within about two miles of Scoon, to be the more at 
hand I fent lo the Laird of Boyn. 

The other gentlemen upon their return making 
fome difficulty of quitting their firft defign of a. 
treaty, this occafioned fome difputes between them 
and Lord Stormont, in which I kept myfelf neuter. 
At laft the authority of that Lord, which is very 
tonfiderable among them, carried it. I then told 
them, that I had not intermeddled in their dlfpute 
becaufe it was indifferent to me, either to conclude 
a treaty, or to accept of their memorial ; but at 

frefent as they had agreed upon the latter expedient 
could not but commend their prudence ; that I 
had been already fome time in their country ; that 
my ftay in Scotland, if it were too long, might be 
of dangerous cbnfequence; that, if they affembled 
in greater numbers they might raife a fufpiqon in 
the government ; that although I had figned a treaty 
with them, I would always be obliged to begin a- 
new with the gentlemen in the other counties, who 
might not be, perhaps, in everything of their opi- 
nion, which would occafion a dangerous confufion ; 
but, by the expedient they had embraced, thej^would 
gain time, and the King could more eafily judge of 
what he might expe£l from their nation. They an- 
Iwered, that I need not fear that the fentiments of 

E 4 the 
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the reft of tbe geotlcaien would be difFcrent from 
theirs ; that they were too well informed to be 
miftaken in that. Ncvcrthclefs, to gain time, to 
avoid numerous meetings, and to fliew their confi- 
i^ence in the King*s goodnefs, they had approved of 
the propofal of Lord Stormont. 

Upon this they begged of me to tell them frankly 
what fum of unoncy they might expeft 5 adding, 
that It would be impoffible for them to begin with- 
out having a fund for the firft expences of the un- 
dertaking. They defired that I would put the fi- 
nifhing hand to their memorial ; but I be^ed of 
them to excufe me as it did not (iiit with my cha- 
rader ; and as to what rearded the money, I an^ 
fwered ^cording to my inltrudions, that as his ma- 
jefty did not abandon the Hungarians when they 
took arms, without any preceeding convention with 
him, it might be Well expefted that he would not 
abandon a nation that had been always an ally of his. 
crown. 

They anfwered, tliat Hungary was a rich coun- 
try, but that Scotland was poor ; that they were as 
forward and willing as the Hungarians, but had not 
the fame means; that a fum of money. to begin 
with would be abfolutely neceflSuy 5, that the King 
would be of their opinion, upon confideripg their re- 

frefentation of the ftate pf the nation ; but that fincc 
did not chufe to open myfelf further on that arti- 
cle, they referred thcmfelvcs in that, as in every 
thing elfe, to his majefty. 

They next propofed that I (hould promife them 
Jn writing their re-eftablifhment in their ancient pri- 
vileges in France, and that the King would engage, 
that they (hould be comprehended in the future 

treaty 
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U9aty.ofpdace. I anfwcred according to my iAft'ruc- 
tipns, that I could promife nothiiig in writing, ex- 
cept in figning a treaty^ which they had not thought 
proper to conclude : but that I could afluire then^ 
that their antient privileges were not abrogated, 
but while the Scots followed the law and deftiny of 
England ; that when they afted as an independant 
crown, and ot)Ierved the aadcnt alliances, his majefty 
would allow them to enjoy their antient privileges,. 
Virhich he looks upon as fufpended, till the Scota^ 
Ihould return to the obfervance of tlieir antient 
maxims and the true intereft of their country ;. and 
that his Majefty would caufe them to be compre- 
hended in the treaty of general peace. TTiey were 
latisfied with this anfwer, and manifefted a great ac- 
)$:nowlegment for his majefty*s goodnefs. I imme- 
diately difpatched fevcral meflengers exprefe to dif- 
ferent Lairds, informing them, that the gentlemen 
L $ad chofen rather to make a leprefentation of their 

|, wants than to conclude a treaty. The reft approved 

\ ^ of their determination. 

' The Duke of Athol arriving at his kit of Hiin- 

tinghall) thofe who were at Scoon went to wait oni 
him, and next day they fliewed me a draught of 
their Memorial, ia which they neither required a 
certain number of troops, nor a certain fum of 

I money^ but referred themfclves abfolutely to the 

King. I was not yet able to go abroad, having 
been extremely bad, The Duke of Athol, who is 
alfo of a very tender conftitution, likewifc fell fick, 
which obliged him to wait tiU I recovered my ftrength 
fo far 2^ ta be able to vifit him. 

About three in the morning, X.ord Kilfyth arrived 
from Edinburgh, and wanted to enter immediately 
iWQ my apartment •, but\L-ord Stormont hearing of 

. " hi* 
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his dcfigri, prevented him, bciog \^ry glad, ai^ he 
told me afterwards, to have fome jprevious convef- 
fation with him, that he might be able to inform 

fic of his intentions, having fome diftruft of him 
hce he heard that he had gone to confiilt the Duke 
of Hamilton. 

Lord Stormont having prevailed on Lord Kilfyth 
to go to bed, came to me. He told, me, that the 
other had owned to him, that the Duk^ of Hamil- 
ton had been greatly furprized at my long ftay fo 
neat the Duke of Athol's : that he believed my ill- 
nefe only a pretence i and that Lord Kilfyth was 
come by his diredion to prevent my doing any thing 
without him. He then gave me the rough-draught 
of their Memorial, with leave to read it to his lord** 
fliip ; but at the fame time he defired me to conceal 
from him all that related to the Duke of Athol ^ 
and told me, that this Duke advifed me not to 
negleft the Duke of Hamilton ; that, notwithftand^ 
^ ing the many reafons he had to complain of him^ 
hfe would willingly forget what had pafled, and join 
'with , him in the Common caufe, the moment he 
jhould lee him fairly embarked in it ; but not before^ 

Lord Kilfyth came to me early the next morning, 
and told me, that if the Duke of Hamilton had 
thought I intended to ftay fo long in Scotland, hd 
would have found out ways to fee me; that he 
imagined I fhould have returned, as foon as I had 
received his anfwer by Mr. Hall 5 that his health 
grew better every day, and that it would not be fo 
difficult for him now to make an appointment with 
me ; that he complained of my treating with others 
without his knowledge, and faid, it was not uiing 
him like a friend. 

I an- 
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: . 1 ^fwftred, that I was really very much the Duke 
tf Hamilton's friend and fervant ; but that friend- 
Ihip ought never to be confidered in public affairs i 
that I had given him the preference j that he had 
trifled with me, and that I was by no means difpoledf"^ 
to negledt the fervicc of thfe TCing to pleafe my 
friend : that he was miftaken, if he imagined I was. 
come into Scotland only to pay him compliments ; 
that, (ince his health mended fo faft, I hoped I 
Ihould fee him at laft ; but that I would not ftir a 
ftcp, till I fhould be fure of what I was doing ; 
that he had only to let me know the time and place 
of meeting, and I would not fail to be there- 
in return to this, the Duke of Hamilton fent mt, 
word, that he was not yet well enough to leave 
Edinburgh ; but that as foon as he ihould be able to 
go to one of his country-feats, he would let me know 
it ; and in the mean time he defired me to inform 
the King, that nothing could contribute & much to 
his fcrvice, as the gaining of Lord Marlborough 
and Lord Godolphin. 

I anf^ered, that I was not come into Scotland to 
afk the Duke of Hamilton's advice about the King's 
affairs ; that his Majefty did not want it ; that the 
Duke did not deal fairly ; that he ufed tricks unbe- 
coming a pedbn of his rank ; that he pretended to 
want to treat, but did not take any meafures for it j 
that I was tired of all his fhulHing evafions ; and 
that, if he Would not do any thing, I fhould per- 
haps find means to faVe Scotland without him. 

You think fo, faid Lord Kilfyth ; but you will 
not find that io eafy as you imagine. Enow; will 
^ve^youffair words and promifes ; but that will be 
dl they will do. I anfwered, that I would fee. 

He 
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He Wt mc» went to ice the Duke of AthoX-fpent 
part of the "cvemirg in conference with the other 
Lords, ahd afterwards returned to me in a gitaft 
.beat* 

I did not think/ faid he to me, that fochad* 
vances had been made to you as I have juft now been 
infonned of. I hope, continued he, you do ixyir 
intend to exchidle the Duke of Hamilton. 

I fflifwered, that I had no ftich dcfign : that, if 
the Duke excluded himfelf, I could not heJp it. 
But, faid he, how do- you find the ethers dilpofed ? 
Very well, anfwcred I : they will be extremely glad 
to have him in their partf; but chey are determined 
to a£i: without him, if he continues to trifle as he 
has dcme hitherto: but, my Lord, continued I, to 
cut fliort this matter, if he has changed you with 
any thing particular, you will do well to let rac 
know it. If you arc come only ta difcover. what is 
doing here, we are both agreed, and confequently 
you will gain nothing by it. • * 

" He defired me to (hew him the MemoriaT, of 
which die others had- fpoken to him. I read 
it to him, and then afked him what he thought 
of it. He anfwered, that he liked it very - well, 
except the article in which they fubmitteSd every 
thing inrirely to his Majefty*s ples^ure; adding, 
that, in his opinion, it would be right to de^ 
mand a certain number of troops, and a certain fam^ 
of money, and that, in other refpefts, he approved 
of it. 

• This anfwer occalioned a.long difpute, in which 
r repeated the fame arguments that t had' ufed'with 
the others. I fcnt for I^ord Stormont^and the JLaird 

of 
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of Boyn : and Lord KHfydi kxving told thent dut 
die Duke of Hamikon had chai^ged him to demand 
eight thoufand men, and a certain ium of moneyi 
tl^ anfwered, thatchey would confider of it widi! 
their fiiends. 

When thefe gentlemen were gone, he defired m^ 
to fend a copy o( the Memorial to the Duke of H^ 
milton : I anfwercd, that the Memorial not being 
mine, I was not ac liberty to difpoie of it as I 
pleafed. 

The next day, he made the fame propo£d co the 
others. .They refuied htm; addmg, that, to latisfy 
the Duke of Hamilton, and put it out of his power 
CO fay they had flighted his advice, they were ready 
to demand eight thouiand men, and a certain fiim 
of money; but ftill fubmitting themfdves, with 
reSpeft to both thtfe articles, to whatever the Kif^ 
ihould think proper to grant them; 

Lord KiHyth anfwered, that he oould not agree 
to the Aibmitting of the matter fointirely to the King, 
and that they ot^ht to infift pofitively Upon their 
demands. 

^ r " . 

The others replied, that dbe Duke of Hamilton 
ooght to be: fatisfied with their condeicenHon, and 
the regard they had for him : that they were fincere-j- 
that their defign really was to deliver their country 
from (hvery, and to reftoce their K — (the Chevar 
lier de St. George) and that they would not make a 
pofirive demand of any thing but what was abfo- 
lately neoefiary : that he might therefore chufe, 
either to OFOm^ that Duke Hanoilton and he would 
iigit the Memorial with the adcfition they had now 
made to it, contrary to their judgment, or to niuk- 
it. Lovd 
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Lord Kilfyth launched out into a flow of wordst 
icproaching them with not underftanding their own 
ipterefts, and telling them, that the Union of the 
two kingdoms of Great Britain would be'fo prgu- 
dicial to France, and the rifing of the Scots to pre-* 
vent it, fo advantageous to that nation, that the 
King could never give enough to prevent the one, 
or to bring about the other. 

I feared the confeqqences of this fpeech ; and 
therefore interrupted him fomewhat- fhortly in this 
place, telling him, that he was miftaken : then ad^ 
diefling myfelf to the others, Gentlemen, faid I, I 
do not ocpedt that the King will give you, either 
the numbfer of troops, or the fums of money, which: 
Lord Kilfyth demands ; and if you will be advifed 
by me, you will not mention them in your Memo^ 
ris^l. They anfwered, that the Duke of Hamilton 
<^d not think the King would refufe them, and that, 
at the conclufion of each article, they would oblige 
themfclves to accept of whatever he fhould think- 
proper to give them. They defired me to inform 
his Majcfly of their intentions in that relied j 
ai)d faid, that, to give the greater weight to my 
teftimony, they would then add to the Memorial 
an article, by which they would refer themfelves to 
me as to feveral diings they had to fay to me, which 
. would render the Memorial too long, if written in 
it. . 

Lord kilfyth, nettled to the quick, got up, and 
went away. Soon after, he defired to fpeak i!«rith 
me alone ; when he ufed every argument he could 
think of to perfuade me that the Duke of Hamil- 
ton's opinion ought to be preferred to every other. 
I anfwered, that the queftion was not about the 
Puke of Hamilton's opinion, or that of any other i 
\ 3 bpt^ 
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^but about their reafons : that I had anfwered every 
thing he had faid fo fully, as not to admit of any 
reply ; and that all that remained was to know his 
rclolution. 

He anfwcred, that he could not feparate himfelf 
from the Duke of Hamilton. What ! my Lord, 
faid I to him, if the Duke of Hamilton will not 
fcrve his King, or his Country, would you imitate 
his example? ,He fighed, dropt a few tcar3, and 
then faid to mc, I have done the duty of a good 
friend. It would be wrong in me to carry my 
friendfliip farther. I have pledged my word to the 
Duke of Hamilton not to fign any thing without 
him, or before I fee him again. . I will return to 
Edinburgh, and difengage my word. I will then 
go to the C6untefs of Erro?s, where I (hall expeft 
you, and there I will fign the Memorial. He re- 
peated the fanie things to Lord Stormont and the 
Laird of Boyn, and then fet out for JEdinburgh. 

The Duke of .'Athors indilpofition increaflng, 
he was viflted by a great number, of perfons of the 
firft quality ; among others, by his brother in-law 
Lord Yefter, fon or the Marquis of Tweedale, a 
fenfible man, and very zealous for the Union^ who 
being to-ftay fome time with the Duke, his grace 
fent to me his fecond brother, to complain of this 
unfeafdnaWe vifit, ; and let me know that it would 
not be fafc for me to come to his houfe, and he would 
therefore defire Lord Stormont to anfwer for him. 
When Lord Stormont went to him, he fhewed him 
their Memorial finifhed. The Duke of Athol de- 
fired him to fign for him, and then added to it the 
laft claufe; after which he fent me word, that he 
had thoughts of fending the Laird of Boyn into 
France in his namcy and in tbat-of fevcjral others of 

the 
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the chief perfons of the kingciom ; and defifed me 
to let him know whether I approved oi his going, 
and whether I wouid take him with me. 

I anfwered, that not having had orders to carry 
any one with me into France, I could not lake 
upon myfelf to do it ; and that as to the Laiid of 
Boyn's journey thither, I did not think myfelf ca- 
pable of advifing him in that refpeft. He anfw^red 
iricthat he thought it neceflary that gentleman (hould 
go, if it were only to bring them back the King's 
commands in confequence of their Memorial, and 
that he would fend him over to France in a neutral 
flbip. 

A fair copy of the Memorial being written, Lord 
Stormont figned it firft, aAd the Laird of Boya 

afterwards* 

I told them, that I could riot refu& uking charge 
of their demands, even though I thought them too 
great ^ and that, in my opinion, they would have 
dbne better if they had not afked for fo great at 
quantity of arms at once. 

They anfwered, that they had thought the fame $ 
but that the Duke of A£hol, and others, had rc- 
prelented that the King would find it difficult to fend 
them frequent fuppKcs, and they therrfore judged 
it mpH Klvifeable not to run the hazard ot want* 
ing fi-efh aflidances of any thing but money» whkrh 
mi^t eafily be fcnt them from time to time : 
that the arms they afked for would enable them to 
wait the making of thofe they fhould afterwards 
order in their own country; and their demand con- 
fequently tended folely to their not being any farther 
burthenfome to his Majefty : that they would, how- 
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^•Ver, be fatisfied with receiving twenty thoufand the 
firft time, and the reft foon after. 

Lord Stormont is turned of forty, and he is of the 
houfe of Murray. He is rich and powerful on the 
frontiers of England, and in the middle of Scotland. 
He is a man of great refolution, ftFift probity, and 
uncommon prefence of mind. He has figned for 
ten peers, and a great number of gentlemen in the 
fouth of Scotland'. He has given me a lift of their 
names, and (hewn me feveral of their letters. The 
peers are, the Duke of Athol, the Earls of Nid- 
defdale, Traquhair, Qalioway^ and Honrie, and the 
Lords Kenmure, Nairn, Sinclair, Semple, and Oly- 
phant 

In all fignatures in Scotland, the peers fign the 
name of their peerage : the other chiefs, who hold 
an intermediate rank between the peers and the 
Gentry, fign the name of their family with their 
chriftian name : for example, the Laird of Boyn 
figns James Ogilvie. 

After taking leave of Lord Stormont, who gave 
me a letter for the King, and another for the K— 
of England, I paid a vifit to the Marquis of Drum - 
mond. He and his friends had drawn up a Me- 
'morial, of which they gave me a copy : but whea 
they had read that which I was charged with, they 
defired me to fupprefs theirs ; and Lord Drum- 
mond, and the Laird of Logie *, his relation, 
figned mine in the name of the others, that is to 
fay, of all the chieftains of the Highlanders of the 
weft of Scotland.

F Lord 
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Lord Kinnaird figned the Memorial the fame 
day. He refufed to fee the names of thofe who 
had figned before him, faying, that what he did was 
from a principle of duty, and what he thought every 
honelt man, ought to do •, and that he wanted riot 
the. authority, nor the example, of thoffc who had 
preceded hkn. , 

The Laird of Albercanie, chief of the family of 
Murray *, figned it for himfelf and for the Lords 
of Fiptre and of Neuton. 

. Being obliged to ftay fome time at Drummond, 
on account of my health, I defired Lord John 
Drummond to go and fee Lord Brodalbin, and in- 
form him of what was doing for the fervice of the 
K-— of England, and for the good of Scot- 
land. 

Lord Brodalbin is niear eighty years .old. He is 
qne of the chiefs of the family ot the Campbels j. 
very powerful in the north and north- weft of Scot- 
land, and a declared enemy to the Duke of Argyle, 
who is of the fame family, but abfolutely foid to 
the Englilh. He is reckoned the beft head in Scot- 
Jand. 

The day after his arrival at tlie Earl of Brodal- • 
bin's^ Lord John I^rummond wrote to me as fol- 
lows. '' I am well fatisfied with my negotiation ; 
** for though Lord Brodalbin would not fign any . 
" paper, I found him as hearty in the caufe as can* 
*^ be wifhed. He promifes to do every thing that 
" can be expefted from a man of his weig|it, who 
*' is truly zealous for the fervice of his Majefty 
*' (the Chevalier de St. George) j as he will Ihew, 

*" The Laird of Albercanie fi gns Murray. 

" as 
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*^ as fdon as he Ihall hear of his being landed. In 
<' the mean time he is to fee the Marquis of Drum- 
*' mond again, in order to concert with him mea^ 
** fures for fecuring the fucccfs of the cnterprize.** 

From Drummond, I went to fee the Earl of 
Strathmore, who figned for himfclf and for the 
Ea.rls of Wigton and Lithgow, who had defired 
him fo to do. He alfo did himfclf the honour of 
writing to the K — . 

His brother, the Laird of Auchterhoufe *, figned 
for himfelf and for the Laird of Carnwath, whom 
I mentioned before. 

From hence I went to the Earl of Panmure*Sj* 
brother-in law to the Duke of Hamiltoh. He 
0gncki the Memorial, and gave me a lerter fof his 
Majefty, and another for the K — of England. 
It was there that I firft learnt the news of thei 
viftory of Almanza, which, gave great joy to all 
$<x>tland. 

I ftaid Ibme days with the Laird of Pourie f , 
who figned for himfelf and for the whole fliire of 
Angus, giving me a lift of all the nobility of that 
fttlre, of whom he faid he was certain. 

From thence I went to the Duke of Gordon's, in 
the depth of the North. He would not fign the 
Memorial, becaufe one of the articles of it required 
' the perfonal appearance of the K — of England 
a^d he could not prevail upibn himfelf to think of 
expofing this Prince to the dangers of war, though

F 2 he 
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he owned at the fame time that hisprefehce in Scotland 
would be worth ten thoufand men to him. He was 
likewife not of the opinion of the others, in their de- 
manding of his Majefty to fend troops into England 
or Scotland. His Grace thought, that, if the Englifli 
fliould withdraw theirs from the Low-Countries, there 
would not be any need of this new afliftance, and 
that the King's forces would be more ufefuUy em- 
ployed againft his enemies on that fide. However, 
in his letter to his Majefty, he approves of the 
Memorial ; and he told me, that he found it agree- 
able to the fentin^ents of all his friends, with whom 
he had taken proper meafures. 

Going to fee the Apoftdical Vicar, I fell ill a fc- 
cond time at his houfe. 

The Laird of Coxtoun ♦ came to fee m^ there. 
He is about forty-five years of age, has been in the 
army, and is rich and powerful between the rivers 
Spey and Nefs, in the north of Scotland. I had 
informed him of my arrival, before I left the Earl 
of Errol's ; and Mr. Murray had feen him fince. 
He had vifited all his fhire, had conferred with the 
.Stuarts, and finding the Memorial agreeable to the 
fentiments of thofe he had confulted, he figned it 
for himfelf, for the Earls of Murray, and for the 
Laird of Grant. 

• After recovering my health a little at the Apofto- 
lical Vicar's, I returned back to the Earl of trrol's 
/caftle. He had confulted his chief friends, and was 
not fatisfied, (as he declared in a fhort memorial, 
which he delivered, figned with his, own hand) that a 
treaty had not been made : becaufe, faid he, as the 
cafe now ftand?, we are engaged, and the King

docs 
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does not promife us any thing. But after knowing 
the reafons of the others, he approved them. He 
mentions this to the King. He figned the Memo- 
rial for himfeJf, for the harls of Caithnefs, Eglin- 
tbn, Aberdeen, and Buchan, for Lord Saltoun, and 
for the (hires of Aberdeen and Mcrns. 

The Great Marlhal being taken ill at Edinburgh, 
commiffioned his coufin, the Laird of Keith, to fign 
for him, and wrote me word, that he was not able to 
travel, but defircd me to aflure the King, that he 
will be one of the firft to join the K— of England 
upon his arrival. He has likewife prpmifed twenty- 
eight field-pieces, and two battering cannon, which 
are in his caftle of Dunolgo, in the eaft of Scot- 
land. ^ 

It was now fbme time fince I had heard any 
thing at all of Lord Kilfyth or the Duke of Ha- 
milton. At length a meflenger came exprefs from 
Edinburgh, with the following letter from Mr. 
Hall to the Countefs of Erroh 

" I beg the favour of you, Madam, to tell Mr. 
" Hooke, that I am to fet out next Monday, to 
" renew the negotiation with him. 1 hope he will 
** not go before I arrive, and that he will not con- 
" elude, any thing with the others ; for I ani very 
" fure he will be Satisfied with the propofals 1 am 
" commiffioned to make." 

I fliewed this letter to the Lord High Conftable, 
who told me, the Duke of Hamilton was afraid the 
defign would fucceed without him, and that nothing 
but that fear could make him take fuch a ftep. 

F 3 Mr. 
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Mr. Hall arrived two days after. He delivered 
to me a letter of credence, written with the Duke 
of Hamilton's own hand, and likewife a letter from 
his Grace for the King, and another for the K — of 
England, both in cyphers. They are here annexed. 
He fliewed me copies of them. 

In the letter for the K— of England, I found that 
Mr. Hall had not related faithfully what I had faid 
to him. I complained to him. He acknowleged 
his error, and gave me that ackftowlegment in a 
writing, wherein he likewife owns, that he had de- 
manded of me only ten thoufand men ; but he add^ 
in that for the K-^ of England, that he gives only 
his own private opinion* having had but very .little 
converfatign with the well intentionejl, fince the fe- 
paration of the parliament. He adds farther, that he 
has no doubt of making the K — of England matter 
of Scotland ; that he demands that number of troops 
only to be equally fure of making him- matter of 
England ; for that it is not worth while to be only 
King, of Scotland. He then expatiates upon the 
advantages which France will reap from this expe- 
dition, and upon the viftory of Almanza, which, 
according to him, will enable the King more than 
^ver to fend great fuccours to the Scots ; and he 
complains, that my journey into Scotland was not 
fecret, 

I defired Mr. Hall to remeltiber, that the Duke 
of Hamilton had propofed, by him, the fending 
over of only ten thoufand men ; and that, by Lord 
Kilfyth, he had defired but eight thoufand; and 
that he had been refufed. And thereupon I exprefs- 
cd my furprize, that, after that refufal, he fhould 
iiicreafe his demands, efpecially at a time when the 

Englifh 
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, Englifh thought of withdrawing their troops frotn 
the frontier af^ Scotland, and were going to fend 
almoft all their forces out of England and Ireland 
into Spain ; fo that the Scots had lefs need than 
ever of foreign troops. 

I made Mr. Hall obferve likewife, that the Duke, 
in his letter to the King, fays, no one will fufFer 
more by the Union, than himfelf ; whiJfl: he, Mr. 
Hall, knew full well that he does not lofe any thing 
by it. That on the contrary, the Union is his 
fafety; bccaufe it inti ties him to the privileges of 
the peers of England, whofe perfons cannot be ar- 
retted for debt. 1 hat the peers of Scotland had 
not that privilege before the Union ; and that the 
Union will therefore be of great fervice to the Duke 
of Hamilton, who is fo very much in debt. 

Mr. Hall, interrupting me, faid, I was a good 
fervant to the King, but not fufRci^ntly indulgent 
towards nay friends. That the Duke of Hamilton 
knew extremely well, that, fincethe glorious fuccefs 
in Spain, the King would readily give twenty thou- 
fand men, rather than mifs fo fair an opportunity 
of ruining England. 

I anfwered, that a very different conftruftion 
might be put upon his manner of proceeding. 
That knowing beforehand, the general fituation of 
affairs to be ftich, as did not admit of the King's 
giving ten thoufand mtn^ he had imagined that the 
demanding of that number would be fufBcient to 
defeat the enterprize ; and that, fearing now left fo 
compleat a viftory fhould enable his Majefty to 
give the^ number at firft required, he rofe in his 
dettiands only to make the affair more difficult. 
F 4 That 
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That the manner of afting of the other Lords was 
much more noble, and more fincere than that of the 
Duke, I then read to him fome letters I had re- 
ceived that very day, in which I was told,, that 
fince the news of the vidory in Spain, the people 
were ready to run to arms -, that it was difficult to 
reftrain them ; and that if the King would not give 
them all they had afked for, they would be fatisfied 
with a fmaller affiftance. 

Mr. liall defined to fee the memorial which Lord 
Kilfyth had fpoken of. I begged to be excufed. 
At laft, he faid to me, I fee plainly that you arc 
diffatisfied with the Duke of Hamilton -, but, not- 
withftanding that, ybu will find him one of the fore- 
jnoft to join the K — of England, however (lightly 
accompanied he may be, 

1 then alked Mr. Hall, whether that was all he 
had to fay to me, after having boafted in his let- 
ter to the Countefs of ErroU, that I fhould be fa- 
tisfied with the propofals he was conuniffioned to 
make. 

In anfwer to this, he gave me a paper written by 
himfelf and diftated by the Duke. 

He therein reprefents the prefent ftate of the fac- 
tions in England. He fays that the animofity be- 
tween Lord Marlborough and Lord Godolphin, and 
the faftion of the Whigs, is great -, and that it will 
not be difficult to gain thofe two Lords. He like- 
wife propofes a method for exafperating the Dutch 
againft the Englifh, 

He

H« fays it would be right to fend 2000 dragoon3 
on foot to Scotland, and that he will take care to 
have them mounted. 

If the K of En^and pafles over into 

Scotland, he defires me alfo to pafs over thi- 
thel-; becaufe he cannot have confidence in any 
but me. 

He afTerts that the credit of the bills of the Ex- 
chequer will fall in England, the moment the K — 
of England fhall land in Scotland with troops. He 
defires me to fend him word whether I was not 
ordered to oflTer him fome perfonal advantages, 
cither in money, or otherwife, and what thofe ad- 
vantages were. 

He aflcs what the King will do for him, in cafe 
he is obliged to fly to France, to avoid the perfecu- 
tions of the Englifh. He adds, that lord Portland 
had demanded at Ryfwick, the reftitution of the 
dutchy of Chatelerault to the houfe of Hamilton ^ 
and thereupon defires me to give him my opinion, 
whether he ought to demand that dutchy by the 
ambafl[adors ofEngland, at the firft treaty of peace. 

A lift has been given me of thofe who will be 
fitteft to command in each ihire. 

Three places are propofed for landing at. Firft, 
I^ith, near Edinburgh. This is thought to be the 
beft of all, becaufe fliips can ride ther^ in fafety, 
and the K — of England will immediately make 
/ himfelf matter of the capital, of all the higher courts, 
of the fources of money and of trade, and will difperfe 
the prefcnt government. To this is added, that all 

the 
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the inhabitants of that city are for him 5 that it will 
heighten the reputation of his enterprize, and ftrike a 
terror into his enemies -, that the country is rich and a- 
bounds in provifions ; that the great ftrength of the 
cavalry of his friends is on that fide ; that the few who 
are not well-afFefted to this undertaking, will be hem- 
med in between the fuccours and the friends of theif 
K — , who will come in numbers from the northern 
parts of the country, all the roads being open to 
them, fo that they will foon enter England. Where- 
as, if the K— of England lands at the mouth • 
of the Tay, it will be eafy for the Englifti to feize 
the paflcs, and then his troops will have two great 
arms of the fea to crofs to go to Edinburgh ; or 
elfe they will be obliged to go upwards of an hun- 
dred and fifty miles round about by land, which 
will give the EngHfh time to lay wafte the whole 
-country, and to cut off all communication with the 1 

fouth. The confcquence of this will be that his 
Majefty's troops will not be able to penetrate into 
England all the winter ; whereas two days are fuffi- 
cient to go from Dunkirk to Edinburgh. 

The town of Kirkudbright in the fhire of Gallo- 
way in the fouth of Scotland, is propofed as the 
next beft place for landing 5 becaufe-it is fituated in 
the middle of the Prefbyterians, and in the neigh- 
bourhood of the fliires that will fiirnifh the moft 
horfc. It is alfo, fay thofe who propofe this place, 
within the reach of their friends in the north of "^ 

England, and is not far diftant from Ireland, from | 

whence they expeft to get horfes and other afliftance -, i 

and the paffage, add they, from Breft to Kirkud- 
bright is Ihort and eafy.

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The Prelbyterians prefer this place ; but gtherst 
Who would not have the K — of England put hiaiT 
felf at firft into the hands of the J^^refby terians, thinks 
otherwife. 

The third place propofed for landing at, is th^ 
town of Montrofe, upon the eaftern coafl: of Scot* 
land, in the Ihire of Angus. This town is c^p$d;>If 
of being fortified, being ftrong by its fituation. Jt 
Hands in agood country, upon an eminence, in % 
Ipacious plain, having the fca to the eaft, the rivcf 
of Southefk to the fouth, a great bafon of water ^^. 
league and a half over to the weft, and the neck of 
land towards the north not being above fix hundred 
' yards in width. The K — of England will be therf 
in the midft of his beft friends. All the (hires 
behind him are ftaunch to his intereft. But he 
will be expofed to the inconveniencies I mentioAe4 
in the article of Edinburgh ; and befides, the ftiip^ 
will not be fafe along this coaft, and there is no? 
above three or four teet depth of water before th^ 
town. . 

His Majefty*s friends and well-wifhers beg he will 
be pleafcd to chufe which ever of thcfe three places 
he (hail judge moft convenient. i 

They ftopok the month of Auguft, or Septem- 
ber, as the moft proper time for fending them fuc^ 
cours. They fay that the campaign will then b^ 
pretty far advanced, and that a fmall body of troops 
may be detached Vithout danger; efpecially, as the 
enemy's fleets will then be in Spain, pr Portugal : 
That there will, confcquently, be no room to fe^f 
for the paflage of the fuccours, efpecially, if em- 
barked at Dunkirk : That the feas aif not much 
frequented by the enemy's fl^ip» pf WV h ifc^ pn-? 

vateers 
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vatecrrfrom twenty to forty guns will be fufficient ; 
that by embarking the troops on board thefe frigates, 
each Ihip will be able to aft for its own defence, ei- 
ther in concert with the others, or feparately ; that 
the frigates may be eafily collefted and got ready ; 
that they will fail fafter than tranfports, and may be 
at Edinburgh in two days ; that a thqufand men 
may be landed at a time at Leith, which is the port 
of Edinburgh ; for, that this method of tranfports 
ing troops being new, will be the lefs fufpefted, and 
therefore be the furer to fucceed ; and that it will be 
right to diftribute an equal proportion of arms and 
ammunition in each frigate, that there may always 
be a certainty of carrying fafe, at leaft the greateft 
part. 

They have fpoken only in general terms, in their 
memorial of the places where they intend to make 
their magazines. They refer to me for the detail 
of that affair, and have given me a lift of the fol- 
lowing places •, namely, 

Invernefs^ and Elgin in the (hire of Murray. 

The fliire of Murray lies near the fea, and is the 
moft fertile county in the north of Scotland. 

Invernefs is fituated at the mouth of the Nefs. 
It is a fortrefs, in the caftle of which the Kings of 
Scotland have often made their residence ; but it is 
ROW falling to ruin. 

This town is above an hundred miles from Edin- 
burgh. 

Elgin IS the capital of the fliire of Murray. It 
is watered by the little Lofsor Loffie.

Montrofey Dundecj and Forfar^ in the (hire of 
Angus. 

Montrofe is a fmall town, but its port is very 
good and convenient. 

Dundee *, is a pretty confiderable fbrtrefi, and 
has a very good harbour. 

Forfar. This town is not preferable to cither of 
the two laft. 

Pertby in the flure of the fame name. 

This town is one of the beft in the North of Scot- 
land f. It is provided with good fortifications, and 
the tide carries fhips up to the town. 

Bruntijlandy or Kinghorny in the (hire of Fife. 

Kinghorn is fituated upon the firth of Forth, three 
leagues from Edinburgh. 

Edinburgh^ Leiib^ Linlitbgow^ and Bumhary in 
the ihires of Lothian.

Linlithgow has a caftle, and is but twelve miles 
from Edinburgh. 

Dumbar lies near the fea,.

Sterling has a good caftle upon the top of a rock, 
mi the docility of which the town is hvak. The 
Forth waflbes the foot of the rock. .

They told trie likcwife that they do not ii^tend to 
a-edl any magazines in the North \ but that they 
(hall draw continually from thence wherewithal to 
keep their magazines conftantly fulU 

They have defired the K — of England, in order 
to calm the minds of the people with refpeft to their 
religion, not to proAiife any thing particular upon 
that head ; but to promife that he will be direfted 
therein by his firft parliament. They have given 
me feveral memorials concerning this matter, which 
are too long to be inferted here. 

They hope the Prince will grant a general amnef- 
ty, without any exception •, and that he will promife 
to fet at liberty all the vaffals of fuch as fhall oppofe 
him, that thofe vaflals may take arms for his fcr- 
vice. The reafon for aflcing this, is, that there arc 
but four powerful Lords who have favoured the 
Union ; that they are hated by their vaflals, and 
that thefe laft, being delivered from their fears by 
this promife of liberty, will forfake their lords, and 
take up arms for their K — ; and by that means, not 
a perfon in Scotland will be able to oppofe his pro- 
grefs. Upon this occafion they (hewed me, by the 
lift of the Peers, that, in order to get the Union 
pafled, the Queen had created a great number of 
Peers who have riot any thing in Scotland ; and that 
by this means, Ihe had the majority of votes for her, 
notwithftanding all the oppofition of the ancient 
peers, of the Ihires, and of the towns. 

They 
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They have dire6lcd me to reprefent, that the 
French are a^ much loved in Scotland, as they are 
hated in England ; that they retain a pleafing re- 
membrance of their ancient alliances ; that they ftill 
preferve feveral French idioms and turns of expref- 
fion in their language, which are not ufed in Eng- 
land ; that France is therefore always dear to them ; 
and that they promife themfelves the deliverance of 
their country, and the reftoradon of their K — , un- 
der his Majefty's protedion. 
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HI S Mod Chriftian Majcfty having been pkafed 
to offer his proteAion to the kingdom of Scot- 
land, in order to reftore its lawful K — , and to fe- 
cure to his nation its liberty, privileges, and indc-J 
pcndance ; and his majefty having fent the honour- 
able Colonel Hooke, (who, befides his pafl: ferVices, 
has now again given frefh and lignal proofs of his 
capacity, zeal, and fidelity for the fervice of the 
molt Chriftian King, and of his Britannic Majefty^ 
to confer with the Peers and other Nobility of this 
nation, touching the meafures that may be mofl: 
conducive to fo juft and glorious an end. 

Wc the underwritten Peers and Lords, having 
feen the full power given by his moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty to the faid Colonel, do, in our own names, and 
in the name of the greateft part of this nation, whofe 
diipofitions are well known unto us, accept the pro- 
G 2 \ tedion 
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tcftion and affiftancc of his moft Chriftian-Majefty 
with the utmoft gratitude ; and we, take the liberty 
moft humbly to lay before Jiis faid majefty the fol- 
lowing reprefentation of the prefent ftate of this na- 
tion, and of the things we ftand in need of. 

The greateft part of Scotland has always been 
weli-difpofed for the fervice of its lawful K — ever 
fmce the revolution, as his moft Chriftian Majefty 
has often been informed by fome among us. « But 
.this good difpofition is now become univerfaL The 
fliires of the weft, which «fed to be the moft dif- 
afFedted, are now very zealous for the fervice of their 
lawful K — . We have defired' Colonel Hooke to 
inform bis moft Chriftian Majefty of the motives of 
this happy change. 

' To reap the benefit of fo favourable ^ (B^c^tion, 
and of fo happy a conjunfture, the prefence of the 
K — our Sovereign will be abfolutely neceflary •, the 
people being unwilling to take arms, without beii^ 
lure of having him at their head. We haveidofired 
Colonel Hooke to reprefent to his Majefty the rea- 
fcns of this demand. 

The whole nation will rife upon the arrival of its ' 
K — : He will become matter of Scotland without 
any oppofition, and the prefent government will be 
intirely abolifhed. 

Out of this great number of men, we will draw 
25000 foot, and 5000 borfe and dragoons ; and 
with this army we will march ftrait into England : 
We, and the other Peers and Chiefe, will affimble 
.all our men, each in his relpedive fliire.

The general rendezvous of the troops on the 
north of the river Tay, fhall be at Perth * : Thofe 
of the weftern Shires jfliall affemble at Stirling ; and ' 
tho&iof thefouthand eaft, at Dumfries f, and at 
Duns$. 

Thofe that fliall be neareft' the place where the 
K — of England fhall land, ftiall repair to him. 

We have computed the number of men which 
will be furniflied by each of the (hires that we are 
Beft acquainted with ; and we have defired Colonel 
Hooke to inform his moft Ghriftian Majefty there- 
of. 

For the fubfiftence of thefe troops, there will be 
found in our granaries the harvefts of two years ; fo 
that a crown will purchafe as much flour as will 
keep a man two months. There will be commifla- 
ries in each (hire, to lay up the corn in thfe maga- 
zines, in fuch places as Ihil be thought moft pro- 
per ; and Commiflaries-General who will take care 
to fupply the army with provifions wherever it Ihall 
march. 

The fame commrflarics will furnifli it with meat, 
' beer, and brandy, of which there is great plenty 
all over the kingdom. 

• Perth, otherwife St. John's-Town, is upon the right-hand 
fide of the Tay, or river of Edinburgh. 

i* Dumfries lies in the ihire of Niedefdale* ia the South of 
Scotland. 

t Duns, is in the Mers, twelve miles from Berwick^ in tb« 
South of Scotland. . 

• 3 Ther* 
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There is woollen-cloth enough in the country to 
cloath a greater number of troops, and the Peers 
and other Lords will take care to furnilh it. 

There is great quantity of linen, (hoes and bon- 
nets, for the foldiers. They will be furnifhcd in 
the fame manner as th^ woollen-cloths. Of hats 
there are but few *. 

The lame Commiflaries will furnifh carriages for 
the provifions, the country abounding therein. 

The inclinations of all thefe fhircs (excepting 
thofe of the weft) for the K — of England have 
been fo well known, and fo public at all times fince 
the Revolution, that the government has taken 
care to difarm them frequently ; fo that we arc in 
great want of arms and ammunition. 

t 

The Highlands are pretty well armed after their 
manner. 

The (hires of the weft are pretty well armed. 

The Peers and the Nobility have fome arms. 

There is no great plenty of belts and pouches, 
but there are materials enough to make them: 

The few cannons, mortars, bombs, grenades, 
&a that are in the kingdom, are in the hands of 
the government. 

No great plenty will be found of hatchets,, 
pick-axes, and other inftruments for . throwing 

* The natives wear bonnets inftead of hats. 
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up the earth : but there are materials for making 
them. 

Commiffaries will be appointed to furnifli cattle 
for the conveyance of the provifions, artillery, and 
carriages i the country being plentifi^Uy provided 
therewith. 

There are fome experienced officers, but theii' 
number is not great. 

With refpeft to money, the (late of this iiadoft 
is very deplorable. Bcfides that the .Englifli have 
employed all forts of artifices to draw it out of the 
kingdom, the expedition of Darien has cofl: large 
fums : our merchants have exported a great deal : 
we have had five years of famine, during which we 
were obliged to fend our' money into England, and 
to Ireland, to purchafe provifions ; and the con- 
ftant refidence of our Peerfe and Nobility at London 
has drained us of all the reft. What our narioii 
can contribute towards the war is therefore reduced 
to thefe two heads : the public revenue, which a- 
mounts to one hundred thoufand five hundred 
pounds fterling a year ; and what the Nobility will 
furnifh in provifions, cloath^, &c. the quantities 
and proportions of which will be fettled upon the 
arrival of the K— of England. Having thu5l 
fet ftwth the ftate of the nation, we moft hum- 
bly reprcfent to his moft Chriftian Majefty, ad 
follows: 

That it may pleafe his moft Chriftian Majefty to 
caufe the K — our Sovereign to be accompanied 
by fucb a number of troops as fllall be judged Effi- 
cient to fecure his pcrfon againft tnj fudden attempts 
G 4 of 
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of the troops now on foot in Scotland, being about 
two thoufand men, which may be joined by three 
or four Englilh regiments now quartered upon our 
frontiers. 

It would be prefumption. in us to ^ecify the num- 
ber : but we moft humbly reprefent to his Mjgefty, 
that the number ought to be regulated according to 
the place where the K-— of England Ihall land. 
If his Majefty lands north of the river Tay, a fmall 
number will fuffice for his fecurity, becaufe he will 
be joined in a few days by confiderable numbers of 
his fubjefts : he will be covered by the river Tay 
and the firth of Forth, and all the Ihires behind 
him are faithful, to his interefts. 

But if, on the contrary, his Majefty lands upon 
the fouth-weft or fouth coaft, he will want a large 
body of troops, on account of the proximity of 
the forces of the Englifli, and of their regular troops. 
We believe that eight thoufand * men will be fuf-^ 
ficient. 

But with refpefl: to the humberof • die troops, we 
readily agree to whatever fhalt be. fettled between 
the tw6 Kings ; being perfuaded that the tenderncis 
of the moft Chriftian King for the perfon of our 
Sovereign falls no way ftiort of that of his faithful 
fubjefts. 

We alfo befeech his Majefty to honour this na- 
tion with a General, to command in chief under 
our Sovereign of diftinguilhed rank, that thefirft

men 
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men of Scotland mzy be obliged to obey him with- 
out difficulty; and to caufe him to be accompa- 
nied by fuch General Officers as the two Kings fhall 
judge proper. 

The Peers and other Lords, with their friends, 
defire to command the troops they fhall raife, in 
quality of Colonels, Lieutenant-Colonels, Cap- 
tains, and Enfigns: but we want Majors/ Lieute- 
nants, and Serjeants to difcipline them. 

And if our enemies withdraw their troops from 
foreign Countries, to employ them againfl: us, we 
hope that his moft Chriftian Majefty will fend fom^ 
of his over to our affiftancc. 

The great fcarcity of nioney in this country 
obliges us to befcech his moft Chriftian Majefty to 
affift us with an hundred thoufand piftoles *, to 
enable us to march ftrait into England. We ftand 
' alfo in need of a regular monthly fubfidy during 
the war: but we fubmit, in that article, to what- 
ever fhall be agreed upon by the two Kings, 

"We likewife befeech his moft Chriftian Majefty to 
fend with the K — our Sovereign, arms for twenty 
five thoufand foot and five thoufand horfe or dra- 
goons, to arm our troops, and to be kept in re- 
ferve, together with powder and balls in propor- 
tion, and alfo fome pieces of artillery, bombs, gre- 
nades, &c. with officers. of artillery, engineers and 
cannoneers. We fubmit alfo .in this to whatever 
fhall be fettled between the two Kings.

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We. have dcfired Colonel Hooke to reprefent to 
his mod Chriftian Majefty the time we judge moft 
proper for this expedition, as alio the feveral places 
of landing, and thofe for erefting magazines, with 
our rcafons for each : and we moft humbly be- 
feech his Majefty to choofe that which he fhall like 
beft. 

And whereas ieveral of this nation, and a great 
number of the Englifh, have forgot their duty to- 
wards their Sovereign, we take the Liberty to 
acquaint his moft Chriftian Majefty that we have 
reprefented to our K— what we think it is ne- 
ceflary his Majefty Ihould do, tb pacify the minds 
of his people, and to oblige the moft obftinate to 
return to their duty, with refpeft to the fecurity of 
the Proteftant Religion, and other things which it 
will be neceflary for hiiA to grant to the Proteftants. 
We moft humbly thank his moft Chriftian Majefty 
for the hopes he has given us by Colonel Hooke^ 
of having our privileges reftored in France, and of 
feeing our K— and this nadon included in the 
future peace : and we b6feech his Majefty to fettle 
this affair with the K — our Sovereign. 

We have fully informed Colonel Hooke of feve- 
ral other things, which we have defired him to re- 
present to his moft Chriftian Majefty. 

And, in the purfuit of this great defign, we are 
refolved mutually to bind ourfclves by the ftridteft 
and moft facred ties, to aflift one another in this 
common caufe, to forget all family . differences, and 
to concur fincerely, and with all our hearts, with- 
out jealoufy or diftruft, like men of honour, info 
juft and glorious an enterprife. In teftimony

Sir, 

T Hope, that if I do not write oftner, your Ma- 
■*- jefty docs not impute it to any want of zeal for 
your fervice. I hope that ifty ferviccs, when op- 
portunity has offered, have given better proofs bf 
my inclinations than I could have given any other 
way. Whilft I was in the country in England, I 
had no way, no m^an$, to acknowledge the ho- 
nour of your firft : and when the Duke of Hamil- 
ton came into Scotland, he had no opportunity to 
write, except by the poft, I (hall therefore begin 
with acknowledgjing the receipt of yours of thp 
fourth of March. Having, unhappily, been very 
ill for two months pad, I have been deprived of the 
fatisfadtion of feeing Colonel Hoocke. It was im- 
poflible for me to do it' in my fituation, both by 
reafon of my illnefs, and on account of thofethat 
were about me. I return my moft hurnble thanks 
for what your Majefty has had the good'nefs to fay 
in yours of the 4th of March, concerning the Gar- 
ter*. 

As to the propofal made by Colonel Hoocke, to, 
give t five thoufand men, 1 cannot approve of it,

f Mr. Hall told the Dake of Haniihon that I had propofed 
to him the giving of iive thoufand men. He un-fays thi^ m 
his letidr of the 23d of May; 'and owns that I had rcfufed him 
^ve thoafand men« 

But 
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But in this I fpcak only my own private fehtimcnt. 
I do not pretend to give the fentimcnts of others ; 
becaufe, fince the reparation of the parliament, I 
have^ not had an opportunity of converfing with 
your Majefty's friends. But I am of opinion, that, 
notwithftanding all the defire of pleafing, the zeali 
or the circumftances of fome, may induce them to 
do, no thinking man .will demand Icfs than fifteen 
thoiifand men. Your Majefty's reputation depends 
upon it : for this affair cannot be attempted twice* ' 

If Scotland alone was aimed at, I fhould not 
make this difficulty about it : but it is not worth 
while to come for Scotland only. England is the 
obje£t. And though the Union has difpofed the 
weft of Scotland favourably for the King, yet that 
does not remedy the other inconveniehcies, or the 
difficulties with relpeft to England : and it were to 
be wilhed that his moft Chriftian Majefty would 
confider, that he will thereby fecure his own affairs, 
jas well as the King of Spain, at the fame time that 
he is fupporting your Majefty. 

If you come, come ftrong : otherwife you will 
not make up an army : and this will not only en- 
courage your enemies, but will alfo be the caufe 
that thofe who fhall have joined you, will forfake 
you. 

Now that the King of Spain has gained a com- 
plete viftory, it will be eafy for the moft Chriftian 
King to increafe his fuccours in your Majefty's fa- 
vour ; which will produce a good peace, or an hap- 
py war. But the prefent plan is not calculated to 
g^in England : and without that it will not be worth 
your while to come.

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It h impoffible for me to give all niy fdtfons ill 
this manner of writing : but the Duke of Hacbil* 
ton can fay, that be has fir(}u^ntod «hs friends 0f 
the K. of England as much as anodidr^ and thgthe 
has not found their number very large. If you cx^ 
pe£t any thing from that quarter^ you will do vdl 
to communicate it to ibn^ trufty perfdcis hcirr. 

I own that the Whigs and Tories of England 
have proceeded to great extremities : but your Mat 
jefty is the beft judge whether divifions can be of 
any fervice to you. 

The Duke of Hamilton always flattered hrmfetf 
that Lord Godolphin meant tirell. Yet he was for 
the Union, more than can be thought. I know, 
however, that the Whigs in England have rcfoJved 
his ruin : but perhaps he does not know it. 

Lord Marlborough has been as 2:eak)i]s/f<H' the 

Union, as he, which will caufe the ruin of the roysil 
family, and particularly yours. 

Excufe what I am going to foy. I believe you 
never was fuificiently alarmed at this pernicious 
Union* Strange things have pafied ki ^is parlia* 
incnt ! Oh ! if you had come at that time !f 

The Duke' of Hamilton had put off this Union, 
and the fucceffion, for fcveral years : butthebtede- 
cifions have fpwlt all. 

. It is no longer time to fpeak of things pad : but 
if the Duke of Hamilton had had Ofily twenty thoo- 
fand poixndz Jerlin^i the Union would have been re- 
jected.

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He is often obl^ed to conceal what he ^ocs, as 
well. from your friends, as from your enemies; as 
he now conceals from them hi* writing to you. 
Thejr have no bad defigns : but yet it is miraculous 
that fome misfortune has noc^ h^ippened : for Colo- 
nel Hoocke's being in this country is no fecret. I 
(hall be furprifed if it does not come to the cars of 
the govemmeiit. 

I nraft do juftiee to Mr. Hall. You aremucli 
obliged to his diligence. I did defire Colonel 
Hoocke to get fomething for him, but he has not 
yet done it. You (hould encourage faithful fer- 
vants, elpecially when they are modeft, like him. 

I have tired you : but yet I have not faid the hun- 
dredth part of whati had to iay, or indeed of what 
is neceflary. I (hall end as I begun. Either come 
with a ftrong force, or wait the will of God. A 
^weak attempt can nev^ be repaired. 

I hope your Majefty will excufe my prefumptJiMi 
in offering my moft humble refpefts to the Queen, 
and diat file will lode upon the Duke of Hanfiilton 
as one of thofe that ^M moft afibSknate t& her, 
wliiift be is the Duke of Hamilton.

I cpnfcft that, after having waited for him a IcMig 
^hilp, our fervor began * to diminifli, in proportion 
to our hopes. But his prudence and good conduft, 
joined to his indefatigable diligence, has revived 
our ardor ; and he has put our a6fairs into fo good 
order, that we hope they will come to an happy 
iflue. The prefent opportunity is looked upon by 
all as the beft that hsis ever oflfercd, and the laft 
that will offer for a long time. 

All ranks of people earneftly demand their King, 
arid the Scots will certainly return univerfally and 
unanimoufl]^ to their duty towards their lawful So- 
vereign.

Juguft 2, 1707. 

TH E Duke of Hamilton will not go to Eng- 
land till he fliall have feen the King*s deter- 
mination with refpefl: to the affairs of Scotland ; 
and it is hoped here, that Sir James Ogilvle of Bpyn 
will bring it foon. 

The Duke of Hamilton has informed himfelf 
more folly concerning the difpofitions of the weft ; 
and this is what he orders me to tell you. 

All the Prefbyterians are refolved to dppofe the 
Union ; and if the K— — of England comes to 
Scotland with fix or eight thoufand men, he will^ 
have more people for him than he will know how 
CO employ. It will be necc0ary that he give tl^e 

com^ 
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command of them to the Peers and Nobility, and 
the Duke of Hamilton will fet others the example. 
• We have arms in thefe parts, and fome (hires have 
alfctdy officers upon hdf-pay* 

All that the Prelbyterians demand of the K— of 
England is, to declare againft the Union, and to 
maintain the parliament, ^nd the independance of 
the nation. They fubmit to military difcipline, and 
will not difhirb his Majefty on account of his 
religion ; only defiring that he will be content to ex- 
crcife it without much fhew. They conjure him 
only to promife the fafety of the proteftant religion 
in gjsneral, and to refer all the reft to his firft par- 
liament. All the Tories are zealous for his interefts, 
but it will be neceffary that he come foon, otherwife 
Che oppor t un i iy will be ioft.

WH E N I went over to Ireland, the king my 
matter ordered me to inform myfelf exaftly 
bf the ftate of affairs in that kingdom, I have ac- 
quitted myfelf of that commiflion to the utmoft of 
jny power as your niajefty will fee by what fol- 
lows. 

Having received orders to fail from Breft, noj- 
!P\^ithftanding the bad fuccefs of the Scottifh expedi- 
tion, 1 arrived at Ireland on the 7th of May of the 
5>refentyear 1708. Having learned the inftant I 
anded, that all the Lords, Clergy, and Gentlemen 
of the kingdom had been ieized, and all their horfe^ 
carried off, I gave intelligence of that 10 Lord 
Clanrickard by the fame frigate that brought me to 
'the ifland. The fame day I advanced into the coun- 
try as far as I could to have fomc converfation with 
the perfons to whom I was diredted by my inftruc- 
tions to addrcfs myfelf. I forbear to mention the 
^al!ger { r\in, of being feized bv the enemies of the

K — , who having difcovered that I had landed 
from a French frigate, purfucd me on all fides* 
After the alarm had continued a few days, believ-* 
ing myfelf out of danger, I proceeded to vifit the 
pridcipal* perfons of the province of Connaught, 
who are my Lords Clanrickard, D— — , B — :— , 
R , Sir Unick Bourk, and Colonel Grenc 

Macdonogh. The Lords Clan and B , 

being fick a bed, I could not fee them. I fpoke 
to Lord R— , who affured mo, that nobody 
was more attached than he to the intereft of the 

K . I went from thence to fee Lord D— — , 

and 1 learned that both he and Colonel Macdonoch 
were under arrell at Dublin, . 

From the Province of Connaught, I eroded the 
Province of Leinfter, in my way to Dublin^ when 
I faw Lord Limerick, who is one of the chief men 
of that country. At Dublin, I found Lords 
F— -vD-*— , and F , and Colonel' Mac- 
donogh. After having difcourfed with them on the 
fubjed: of my journey, they told me that the king 
my matter needed not make the leaft doubt of their 
fidelity ; that they defired nothing fo earneftly as his 
reftoration, and the being put in a way of contri- 
buting thereto; but that he could not be ignorant 
that they wanted arms and other ncceflary things, 
with a number of troops proper for that purpofe. 
I have not difcovered my commiffion to any others 
but them, although there are here a great number 
of perfons of rank and credit who are very faithful 
to the K— -, becaufe Lord Limerick and Lord 

F gave me to underftand that it was not pro-^ 

per to fpcak to them of it, as the defcent on Scot- 
land had failed : But at the fame time they affured 

xne, that if the K could fend but a fmall 

number of troops, with arms and ammunftion, there 

would 
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ivould' not be wanting a fufficient number of tfiea 
fo fupport his party, there being then a much 
greater number of youth proper for bearing arms 
than there had been for many years paft ; and tfeat 
all the true Irifli throughout the whole kingdom 
were ready to hazard they: lives to ferve the K— . 

I endeavoured to difcover the difpofition of the 

people of the north <^ Ireland, which is called 

• Scotland, of the province of Ulfter or Ultonia^ and 

1 learned from, perfons of diftindion and credit, 

that they are generally well-afFeded to the party 

pf the K ; that when they knew his ma- 

jefty was gone to Scotland, they affembled fecretly 
in feveral places apart, to wifh him good fuccefs. 
I know this for certain from I^ord F— — , who 
went thither in the month of June laft with Lord 
Antrim ; and I have been aflured of the fame thing 
by pther perfons of diftinftion, namely, the Bi(hop 
of Downe £nd Colonel Conanville, who have great 
authority in the Province of Ulfter, and may be 
depended upon when occafion requires. They arc 
relations or friends to feveral antient and loyal fa- 
milies in that north country, on which account I 
I opened myfelf more particularly to thofe two 
perfons* 

As to Lord G ■ I was informed, that he wa^ 
as faithful to theK — as any other perfon in Ireland ; 
but Lord Limerick advifed roe npt to go where he 
was, for fear of raifing fufpicions both againft him 
and myfelf, as the place where he lives is furroynded 
with Proteftants and Prefbyterians who vifit t}i4€ 
Lord. Lord Limerick promifed to deliver to hiraif 
•with the firft opportunity the inftrudtions which tijft 
K — charged me with for bim. 
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It may be obferved that all the Lords and other 
gentlemen with whom i have fpoken, eXprefled theif 
furprize that his majefty never fertt feme perfort 
^hom he could truft to inform them of his defign 
t^pon Scotland, by which intelligence they could 
have prevented the imprifonmentS) md fecured their 
horfes. They therefore moft humbly beg his ma- 
jefty^ in cafe of any'^new attempt upon Scotland, 
that they might be informed of it by fome faithfuj 
and difcreet perfon, that they might be upon their 
guand, and in a condition to perform all the fervicc3 
in their power. 

I have employed a gentleman of merit, faithful, 
and zealous, named Denis M'Menars, who knows 
all the nobility, and the ftate of every thing in the 
counties of Clare, Galloway, Kerry, Mayo, and 
Corke •, he has given me a lift of all thofe who may 
be depended upon ; and he has aflured me, that in 
five counties only, the K — could raife, in a fliort 
time 20,000 men, provided he furniflied them with 
arms, the counties being in the number of thofe ii^ 
which there is the greateft number of Roman Catho- 
lics. The counties of Rofcommon, Sligoe, and Leitrim 
are o£ the number, full of well-afFefted Catholics. 

I was, befides, careful to inform myfcif of the 
Imfeahs for furprifing the city of Gal way. A gen- 
tleman of the family of the Brorunes, who lives it> 
that county, and who formerly ferved in the army, 
has aflured me, that with 500 well-difciplined men, 
he would undertake to make himfelf mafter of 
that place, as he J^nows it perfeftly, both within, 
and without. There is^ generally only a fingle bat- 
talion in garrifon there ; and upon the expedition 
to Scotland they put two y^eak battalions into thq 
place. 
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Accordii^ to the c^inion of thofe who iare beft 
jtcquaintcd with the kingdom and its Ctuatioti, the 
moft proper places for a defcent, and where it 
cowld be made with the greateft fecurity, are the 
counties of Clare and Galloway^ and with a few 
troops that might be tranlported thither, the pro- 
vince of Connaught might be eafily reduced in a 
iFewdays; it being certain, that in the cities Gal- 
loway, Athlone, and Antrim, which are the ftrong*. 
eft in the province, there is not at prefent more than 
600 men in garrifon, and the Catholics, as is above 
remarked, being very numerous there, a confide- 
fable army of them might in a fhort time be raifed. 

The troops at prefent on foot in Ireland are only 
ten regiments or battalions of foot, three regiments 
of horfe, and three of dragoons, and as they arfe 
not compleat, they do not make altogether more 
than 6000 men. Commiffions have lately been 
^iven out for four regiments of foot, of which Lord 
G" is to raife one. This is the fhort account 
whilh I am able to give of the prefent fituarionof 
affairs in Ireland.- I infinuated to the principal no- 
bility, that they ought to fend to the K — ^ trufty 
perfon to affure his Majefty of their heartinefs in his 
caufe,^ and of all that is abovementioned ; but it 
feemed to me, that they durft not hazard a deputa- 
tion in fb dangerous a juncture, every place being 
full of fpies to enfnare the faithful fubjeds, fo that 
even their own Ihadow affrights them. They there- 
fore thought that it would be more proper, that I 
myfelf fliould return to France to inform his M^yefly 
pf every thing; and I thought, myfelf obliged in 
honour and confcience to undertake the journey, 
f|>ough it fbould evfen coft me my life, ^ 



1 left Dublin the nth of Auguft laft. At tx>ri- 
^on I faw twenty- three Lords ; the Lord Marlhd 

of Scotland, and Lord Dnimmond. Lord F , 

who had lately come to England with his Lady, and 
whom, as I have mentioned, 1 faw in Ireland, 
procured me an interview witH two Lords in the 
Tower of London, where they ^ere prifondrs, when 
1 came away. Thefe Lords l^nowing I was' going 
to France, inftantly charged me to tell your Majefty 
and the K — from them, that they, and generally 
all the Scottifh nation, are faithful, and attached to 
the intereft of the K — their lawful Sovereign ; and 
that they expefted his Majefty would make a fecond 
attempt, the fooner the better for his Majefty, as a 
delay would only diminifh the number of thofe who 
wiflied his coming ; but that his Majefty ought to 
bring with him, if poflible, io,ooo men, and 1^ 
fend before a confiderable fum of money, to be put 
into the hands of fomeScottifli Lord of known loy- 
alty and great reputation, to be diftributed amor^ 
the Lords and Gentlemen of that nation, whjp can 
beft employ it for the intereft and fervice ofr thfe 
K — . That fome troops at the fame time muft be 
fent to Ireland, to the number of 5000 men, if 
poflible, with ammunition and arms for 10,000 
morcj and alfo, that other 10,000 men muft be 
ready to land on the coafts of England next to 
Scotland. Ireland at prefent abounds with all forts 
of provifions, fo that in whatever part of that 
kingdom the defcent be made, there will be no dif- 
ficulty to fubfift a great army. The city of G^Uo* 
way has a good harbour and a;fine bay, where a 
large fleet may ride in fafety 5 and in the city are 
large magazines o;^ French, Spanifli, and Portugal 
wines, of aqua vitas, fait, and other commodities, 
with which that city furnifhes the province of Con- 
natight ; and the adjacent counties of Clare, Rof- 

commotty 
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COmixxon, Mayo, Sligoe, and Leitrim, would furoilh 
pxen apd flieep in abundance. In England like- 
wife, provifions would be furnilhed plentifully, and 
very cheap, for the fubfiftence of an army j and as 
there are no fortified places in the interior part of 
the kingdotfi, large contributions may be railed ia 
the very heart of the country : bcfides, the Englifh 
being loaded with taxes, would joyfully embrace 
tjie nrfl: opportunity of being delivered from them. 

On the firft rumour in England of the K — ^^ 
embarking for Scotland, there was a general run 
upon the Bank ; and I have been informed by per- 

fons of rank, that if his M --y had landed in 

Scotland, the government would inftantly have 
found itfelf without credit and without money. 
That enterprize has produced at leaft this good ef- 
feft, that the lower clafs of people, who were kept 
in ignorance, and were made believe that there was 
no fuch thing as a Prince, who had juft pretenfions 
to the Crown, now know that there is a King, 
who watches all opportunities of re-afcending the 
throne of his anceftors. 

The divifion between the Epifcopals and Prefby- 
tcriahs here is greater than ever. The latter are for 
the Prince of Hanover -, but the greater part of the 
Epifcopals anr for the K — , out of oppofition to 
their antagonifts, who are at prefent the ruling party, 
Jjy their jundion with Godolphin and Marlborough, 
and the other members of the privy council attach- 
ed to th.em -, and perfons of rank have told me, that 
they believed, if the IC — had fet foot on Scotland, 
his M— — y would have drawn great advantages' 
from this divifion.

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"When thcK — *sdcfign upon Scotland was knowri 
in Ireland, the Proteftants in that country, who arc 
alfo divided, were ftruck with great confternation. 
Thofe who have been fettled fince the reign of 
Queen Elizabeth, believe their poffeffions fecure, 
and that they have a kind of prefcription in their 
favour ; whereas thofe who arc enriched with the 
confifcated eftates of thofe faithful fubjefts, who 
followed their K — to France, are afraid of being 
ftripped of them. They are therefore more attach- 
ed to the prefeht government than the others, who, 
being as it were, naturalized, look upon the new 
comers with jealoufy, fo that there is no mutual 
confidence among them.

ONSEIGNEUR de Chamillart will be 
pleafed to remember, that I have had the ho- 
nour te reprefent to him, that to put the Scots ia 
motion, it will be neceflary^ in the firft place, to 
carry them arms, ammunition, and a fum of money. 
As to arms, the greater number that can be fent, it 
will i)e fo much the better, as it qiay be depended 
upon, that they cannot be better employed for the. 
fervice of the K — in thq prcfent jundlure, than by 
putting fo warlike a nation in aflion againft the 
Englifh, whom they regard as their enemies as well 
as the French. 

I have reprefented, that it would be necejSary to 
fend thither 10,000 muikets at leaft, and as many

bayonetSji 
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bayonets, with piftols, faddles, and other accoutrt- 
ments, for arming between 2 and 3000 horfe, *. 

As this number cannot be ready by the time of 
my departure, there muft at lead be fent with me 
arms fufficient for 400Q foot and 1000 horfc, with 
a power to affure them, that more arms fhail be 
lent over as fooa as they (hall take the field. As 
to ammunition, as they have at prefent a greater 
lieed of that than of arms, it is neceflary to fencj, 
them at leaft 20,000 pounds of gunpowder, with 
halls, in proportion to the arms. Six cannons, two * 
of them of 24 pound ball, with their carriages, 
will alfo be neceflary, and 2 mortars with bpmbs, 
and a train, and powder neceflary for that artillery. 

As the Scots are in great want of thefe fupplies, 
if they are not ready, it would be better to defer the 
departure till they fliould be all prepared, as the 
Scots cannot begin to aft vigoroufly fooner than the. 
month of April. As to money, it is not propofed 
to give them a great fym, till they are ai^ually in 
the field ; but it is abfolutely neceflTary to carry them 
fome, to be diftributed among the leading men in 
the counties, to enable them* to take the field, and 
uo lead their vaflals againft England. The Q— of 
England is fo convinced of the advantage and good 
fuccefs of the expedition, that however great her wants 
may be, from this moment flie offers to contribute 
40,000 livres tx> make a part of the fum of 100,000 
, livres, which flie believes abfolutely neceflary, and

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iofiicient to make the Scots take arms. As to tho 
diftribution of this money, I fhall follow exaftly 
the orders that (hall be given me, and according to 
them, i Ihall give the account of the difpofal that I 
fiiall make of it ; and of this I cannot give a better 
proof than the conduft which I obferyed in my laft 
voyage, when I brought back the money, which I 
had an authority to diftribute there, when I under- 
flood that it was not ther^ a proper time to part with 
it. 

The four Scottifh gentlemen, whom I havcchofen 
to go thither with me, to be employed in the diff^-* 
rent fervices for which they are proper, are *, 

Mr. Murray, lieutenant-colonel of the regiment 
of Lee, who has already made a voyage to Scotland 
for the fervice of the K-^, in which he conducted 
himfclf very prudently, and acquired the efteem 
and confidence of the principal Lords, many of 
whom are his near relations, he being of one of the 
beft families of the kingdom : the hon. Mr- Fleming, 
whom the fame Lords have fent thither tp affurc 
the K— of their zeal. The Q^— of England de- 
fires that he might go with me. Mr. Stmple, a 
man of quality, and an old officer, who has ferved 
the K — a long time, and who is particularly known 
and efteemed by the faid Scottifli Lords. Mr^ 
Sinclair, a Scottifli officer, of the regiment of Sparre, 
a brave man, very zealous, and who may be of 
great fervice. Monfeigneur de Chamillart will be 
fo good as to fettle the fubfiftence of thefe four gen^ 
tleziien. 

• Monfieur dc Chamillart gives orders to pay the officers the 
expences of their journey to JDonkiik, and fix months of their

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The moft proper and probable* expedient to con- 
ceal the true djefign of this voyage, would be to 
pretend ah expedition to North. America agalnft 
fome of the Englifli colonies^, b^taufe in going thi- 
ther from Dunkirk, orife muA' fail by the north 
or Scotland; whieh is the coilffe I muft hold. Thus 
when the arms are embarking, the people muft- be 
made- belieysp^; tha is an intention of fepding 

aijnjs ,to;NewfQ,uhdland and Nova Scotia, to reduce 
the forts which the Englifli have in Newfoundland, 
by which they proted their cod-fifliery, and after- 
wards of attacking New England, in concert with 
die French colonies. It will be neceffary, therefore, 
that I be charged with a fliam commiffion of com- 
mander in chief in an expedition along thofe coafts, 
and that the four officers have alfo falfe commiflions 
for the feme country, that we may be treated as 
prifoners of war, in cafe (contrary 'to all appearance) 
we fliould be taken at fca. And it will he neceffary 
that the commanders of the veffels fliould believe 
that they are really going to the coafts of America, 
to fecure the fccrefy of the enterprize, till the K — ^*s 
orders, with which I fliall be charged, be opened at 
fea. I mention nothing here of my particular in- 
terefts, being perfuaded that his Majefty having 
done me the honour to truft to me fo confiderable 
an enterprize, wilF furnifli me with the means, and 
a charader neceffary to procure me authority with 
that nation, to which he fends. mc with ample in- 
fl:ru6l:ions to regulate my conduft. As to the time 
of my .departure, when the things neceffary for the 
expedition are prepared, I fliall be always ready.

to you from him.

^Tp O tranfport the K — of England fecretly into 
'■' Scotland with troops, it will be neceflary, i . 
To arm, for tranfporting them, twenty- five or thirty 
frigates, from 20 to 50 guns, or thereabouts, under 
fuch pretences, as (hall prevent the 'enemy from 
gueffing the true defign. 2. To fend them out at 
a feafon when there fhall be leafl: to fear from the 
winds and from the enemy. 3, To contrive to 
put a fufficient quantity of provifions on board each 
K 2 frigate^ 
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frigate, without giving room to fufpeft that there is 
any intention of embarking troops. 4. That the 
troops be embarked with as little noife as poffible. 
5. That the journey of the K — of England be 
neither divulged before, nor at the time of his de- 
parture from St, Germain, nor fome days after. 

In obedience to the orders of the King, I will 
(imply relate what the leading men among the Scots 
have often told me, on all 'thefe articles, and fliall 
add but a very little of my own. There is but one 
feaman who can form a welKdigefted plan for this 
' cxpLdition. 

1. In the fingle port of Dunkirk more frigates 
are to be found than would be needed : and there 
never will be wanting pretexts for arming them. 
The Iquadron of the Count de Forbin may be arm- 
ed as ufual. One or two armaments may be made 
for cruifing, under the direftion of the intendant, 

^ as has been pradifed for thefe years paft. Private 
perfons may alfo be encouraged underhanct, to arm 
fome frigates for cruiling, which may be feized on 
and employed, when all things (hall be got ready 5 
and his Majefty will afterwards reimburfe them the 
cxpences they have been at. If the King think pro- 
per to arm two of the veflels in other ports, and 
fend them to Dunkirk, that would ftill more faci- 
litate the armament ; and thefe two veflels being 
larger, and capable of receiving more troops, would 
ren: er a lefs number of privateers fufficient. It may 
be alfo remarked, that the enemy would never fuf- 
peft an embarkation of troops, when they did not 
fee any tranfport veflels aflfembled. 

2. The eneniy cannot keep a fquadron before 
Dunkirk from the month of November till April. 

The 
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The ibuth-eaft and fouth-weft winds, which arc 
moft favourable for the expedition, prevail during 
the months of January and February, when thefe 
feas are pleafant enough, the tempeftuous months 
being November, December, and March. But in 
order to pafs over in the month of February, it 
would be neceflary, that the orders were given to 
be ready in the end of December or the beginning 
of January, on account of the ordinary and inevi- 
table delays that will retard the armament. 

3. The ordinary provifions of the frigates will 
be fulEcient for the troops that are to be embarked 
over and above. Two or three months provifions 
are ufually taken on board at once for the whole 
crew of a privateer, which is always double of an 
ordinary crew. At the moment of embarking, the 
third or even the half of the crews maybe retrench- 
ed, which will afford much more provifions than 
will be wanted by the troops. For example, a fri- 
gate having a crew of 1 20 men, is equipped for two 
months ; by dedudting 40 men, who make a third 
of the crew, there will be^ provifions for three 
months for the fourfcore men that remain. If 240 
men are put on board the fame frigate, they will 
make with the crew 320 men, who will have pro- 
vifions for twenty-two days and a half 1 here will 
be a third of provifions more if they are put in for 
three months ; and if one half of the crew be de- 
duced, there will be ftill more. Now from Dun- 
kirk to Edinburgh is only a paflage of two or three 
days with^ a favourable wind, and of fix or feven 
days even with a crofs wind ; fo that there will be 
provifions enough for them for extraordinary acci- 
dents or for their return. And if contrary winds 
ihould detain the frigates in Scotland a few days, 
they might be eafily furnifiied with every thing ne- 
K 3 ceflary. 
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ecflkr), which is to be found in the country in the 
greateft abundance. 

4, The time propofed for the expedition extreme- 
ly facilitates the embarkation of the troops, as his 
Majefty may put the troops, deftined for that 
expedition, into winter- quarters, even in Dunkirk,^ 
where they may remain to the time of the embar- 
kation, as a part of the garrifon of that place. 
They may be embarked in Dunkirk road in the 
fpace of twenty-four hours, by means of the flat- 
bottomed boats, and thofe of the fifhermen and the 
Ihalloops, which are there always to be fpund. And 
it will hot be neceflfary to communicate the defign 
to the officers of the troops before the time of the 
embarkation, becaufe they will always have in the 
garrifon their camp-bed, clothes, and linen, and will 
have occafion for no other baggage. As tp the money 
neceflfary for the officers, it may be put into the 
hands of the treafurer, to be delivered in Scotland. 
His Majefty may eafily replace the garrifon of 
Dunkirk, by troops drawn from the neighbouring 
garrifons of Calais, Gravelincs, St. Omer, 8z:g. who, 
on that account, may be fomewhat ftrong in the be- 
ginning of winter. 

5. Hi§ Majefty needs not advertife the K — of 
England of the time or manner in which he intends 
to fend him over. It will be fufficient to tell that 
Prince at the time when the defign is to be executed. 
The general, whopi his Majefty ftiall entruft with 
the compiap^ of the troops^ may caufe to be pro- 
vided as for himfelf, all that fliall be neccffary for 
the K — of England, who may leave St. Germain 
with a fmall retinue, as for a journey into the coun- 
try, for which it will be eafy to invent probal3le 
pretences. That Prince will find all that he will 

need 
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need On his arrival ; he may dilguife himCelf on the 
road, and fhould not be known till after he has left 
Dunkirk *. 1 fpeak nothing of the arms and am- 
munition* as they may, without ^ny difficulty, be 
fecretly embarked, by diftributing them on board 
feveral frigates* At Bruntifland, opppfite to Bdin- 
burgh, at Inverkithing, and at Blacknefs, higher up 
the river, the frigates will be in fujl fecurity, both 
againft the winds and the enemy. England is 
quite open, and deftitute of troops, fo that the Scots 
will find no oppofition in entering it, nor even in 
advancing fouth\^ards. In cafe of misfortune, the 
Scots may lay wafte the country on the fouth fide of 
the Firth of Edinburgh, and retire to the north fide 
of that river, where they will have provifions in 
abundance, and fo oblige the Englifli to return for 
want of fubfiftence. This conduft has always fuc- 
ceeded with them thefe 400 years paft. It was the 
council which their King Robert I. gave them on 
his death- bed, and which they have fince always 
pradfcifed with fuccefs in the iffue. Cromwel, after 
having cptirely exhaufted his troops at Dunbar, and 
hot being longer able to fubfift his army, nor force 
the paffage of. the river, was obliged to grant the 
Scots all the condition? which they demanded of 
})im, to put an end to the war. Thus his Majefty's 
troops will always be fafe, whether they fuccced 
againft England, or whether they are obliged to re- 
tire. This retreat even will be of no fmall fervice 
to the King, bccaufe the Englifli will be obliged to 
k^p the fame number of troops to watch the Scots,

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J letter of M, de Bernieres /^ M. * ♦ *. 
Dunkirk J March 29^ in the morning, 1708. 

Sir, 

IDid not expeft laft night to have fuch fad news 
to tell you ; but I have this moment fpoke with 
the ccfmmander of the fecond battalion of the regi- 
ttient of Boulonois, who has arrived irt one of the 
vefTels belonging to the fquadron, called the Zephir's 
Prize, on board of which were nine companies of 
the faid regiment of Boulonois. He fays, that when 
th^y were juft about to enter the Firth of Edin- 
burgh on Saturday, they difcovered the enemy's 
fleet, in which he pretends to have counted at leaft 
iixty fail, feveral of which were fhips of 70 and 80 
guns ; that M. de Forbin feeing that he could not 
prevent their coming up with him, fleered north- 
wards ; that a little before night, one of the enemy's 
head-moft veflels entered into the middle of the fqua- 
dron, and began to fire guns, and to throw roc- 
icets, to give fignal to the reft of the fleet ; and, 
to conclude, that the Zephir's Prize, being a bad 
failing fliip, and falling much behind, the fea- 
officers judged it proper to return to Dunkirk, as 
the wind was favourable for them ; and the faid 
commander believes that all the King's fquadron is 
difperfed, which ii even to be defired, under the ap- 
prehcnfion that a worfe evil has happened to them. 
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imagine the Englifh fleet, believing the fl:orm blown 
over, will fteer diredUy for the Frith of Edinburgh^ 
where it was but too well known the defcent was to 
have been made, and that M. Forbin not being fol- 
lowed, may, without difturbance, land the K— of 
England and his troops at Cromarty, which is a 
port in the north of Scotland, Of thde conjedtures 
none is a better juc^c than yourfclf. 

A letter from M. de Bernieres to Mr. **f, 

Dunkirk^ March 31, 1708. 
Sir, 

^ H E Proteus, a king's ftiip> which was one of 
^ the fquadron deftincS for Scotland, arrived in 
the road to-day about noon, and ten companies of 
the regiment of Luxembourg, who were on board 
with fome Irifli officers, M. le Camus, Provincial 
Commiflary of Artillery, and the Lieut. Colonel of 
the regiment of Agenois, were immediately difem- 
barked. This vcflel, which is one of the bed in 
this port, was not equipped for fighting, as i had 
the honour to mention to you, having only a few 
failors, and far from having all her guns, becaufe 
fhe had been fitted for a tranfport-fhip, that ftie 
might carry the more men and provifions. After 
the fquadron had been obliged, by the bad weather, 
to anchor in the road of Newport, fhe having loft 
fome of her anchors put in here to fupply herfelf 
with others, and to get a reinforcement to her crew. 
This veflel then left the road of Dunkirk on Tuef- 
day the 20th at noon, the fquadron having failed 
from that of Newport the evening before at eleven 
at night. The Proteus arrived at the Frith of 
Edinburgh, on Friday the 23d, at two in the after- 
noon, cxpefting there to find the fquadron. She 

pro- 
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proceeded about two leagues up the river, when fc- 
veral pilots and a gentleman came on board to (hew 
them the courfe they muft fteer. There is adually 
on board the veflel three Scotch pilots who came 
hither on board her. The land officers with whom 
1 have fpoke have all told me, that all Scotland has 
texpefted the K — of England thefe three hionths 
with the utmoft impatience, and that he would be re- 
ceived there with the utmoft demonftrations of joy ; 
that even Lord Abel, who they fay is the Duke of Ha- 
milton, had 6000 men affembled whom he had re- 
viewed ; that at the firft fignal all the river would 
be covered with fifhing-veffels, and others that 
would readily give their affi fiance in forwarding 
the difembarkation ; and to conclude, it was reckon- 
ed in Scotland, that the fquadron which brought 
the K — of England, confilted of twenty or thirty 
men of war, and as many tranfports. 

In the evening 'M. de Forbin appeared with the 
fquadron at the mouth of the Frith, where he an- 
chored, as I have had the honour to mention to 
you ; and on the morrow, at day break, the enemy 
alfo appeared but 28 fail ft^;ong, i8 of which were 
from 60 to yo guns. You have been informed by 
my former letters how their van can came up with 
him ; but the Proteus being higher up the river, and 
having a longer courfe to make than the reft, fbund 
herfelf nearer the enemy, and ftw them attack the 
SaHft)ury, commanded by the Chevalier de Nangis, 
and not the Griffon or the Driade, according 
to the account of the firft veflel. The engage- 
ment was pretty long, and they afliire me, that 
M. de Nangis behaved with great braveiy. The 
Augufte and the Blackwall fought alfo a confi- 
derable time, but ftill making the beft of their 
way that they could. It is to be obferved. Sir, that 
a calm fuccceding^ our veflels, whicli were deeply la- 
3 den. 
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dtn, made but little way, whereas thofc of thecflc- 
my, though much larger, were worked with tii6 
greateft cafe. They even faw many things thrown 
overboard in the king's fquqdron to lighten the fliips. 
At length, night put an end to the engagement ; and 
M.de Rambur, who has come to my apartment, af- 
fui;es me, that he faw the king's fhips difengaged^ 
and on the morning of next day did not fee M. de 
Forbin. He tells me even, that he drew the ene- 
mies large veffels in purfuit of him, to give fome 
refpitc to M. de Forbin, in cafe he fhould be fol- 
lowed. 

The Proteus not having been able to rejoin, nor 
fee the fquadron, has happily come into port, hav- 
ing been chafed every day, and even yefterday in 
the evening ; for the fea is at prefent every where 
covered with Englifli and Dutch veflels. We even 
faw laft night fixteen m6n of war, which a fifhcr- 
man, who met them, fays were Englifti, and 
were thofc that within thefe four or five days con- 
voyed the traniports which carried the Englifh troops 
from Oftend to England. You will underftand. 
Sir, the force of our enemy at fea, when I tell you, 
that there is at prefent no lefs than thirteen Englilh 
men of war from 60 to 70 guns, as guaijd between 
Bevezieres and the Downs. And 1 know alfo on 
good authority which I cannot queftion, that there 
arc few days but a fleet of merchantment of about 
ninety fail, is fcen pafling from the weft to the eaft, 
under a convoy of thirteen or fourteen men of war 
from 36 to 60 guns. 

I forgot to mention to you, Sir, that the Scottilh 

fmtleman who came on board, and who was in 
ranee laft winter, related that there has been for 
fome time paft in the Firth of Edinburgh fome

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Dutch Eaft-India fhips, loaded to the value of mott 
than three millions, which are waiting for a convoy 
to proceed to Holland. 

Altho* after to-morrow I return to Yprcs, where 
1 have feveral affairs to tranfaft, particularly, to 
give order for the fubfiftance of the troops, which 
as M. le Marquis de Cartiy has done me the honour 
to acquaint me, are to affemble the loth of April 
on the line of Commines -, I will, neverthelels, Sir, 
not omit to inform you regularly of What pafles here ; 
for I can every day have news, if any happens, in 
twenty four hours time ; and Mn Joffier, Provin- 
cial Commiflary in this city,, a trufty and fenfible 
man, will take care of every thing on this fide, and 
fend me information every day.

S I R, 

COME days ago I had the honour to inform you 
"^ that the ten Englifli battalions, which I mentioned 
to you in feveral of my letters, had embarked at 
Oftend, and it is now evident to us by the return of 
the convoy, which we have feen pafs and repafs, 
that they arrived at the Thames in a very fhort 
time. The return of the convoy towards Oftend, 
makes it probable, that there is to be another em- 
barkation there *, and I am even informed by letters^ 
that the other Enslifh battalions have received or* 
ders to march to be likewifc embarked. The fame 
letters add, that on the 29th of laft month they 
had prepared at Ghent twenty-five field pieces with 
ammunition, which are to be condu<5ted to Middle^ 
, burgh, and from thence to be tranfported to Eng- 
land 
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land with a Dutch battalion. Although the news 
. cotoes from a very good quarter, I can hardly be- 
lieve it, not being able to think that England is fo 
deftitute of cannon and ammunition, that it muft 
have them from the I^w-Coiintries. Of this wc 
fhali have more certain intelligence in a few days. 

The fca gentry continue here to make abundance 
of conjeftures about the expedition, and many of them 
believe that M. de Forbin will have made a.defcent 
in Scotland, in fome place to the north of the Frith 
of Edinburgh ; hoping, that he may have deceived 
the enemy by fome falfe courfe. Others conjec- 
* ture, that he has always been purfued, and that it 
was impoffible for him to make good a landing. 
He will be obliged to put Into fome port of Swe- 
den or Denmark, not having provifions enough for 
the great number of men on board, to allow him 
to fail for Breft, by the north of Scocland and Ire- 
land : fo we reckon becaufe the Proteus, which ar- 
^ rived yeljerday, had provifions only for twelve or fif- 
teen days. 

It is pr6per to obferve to you. Sir, that the Pro- 
teus is loaded with a great number of bales for the 
X — of England, and with arms and artillery. 
There are alfo fome chefts of arms on board the< 
firft veffel that arrived. Nothing has yet been 
brought afhore, nor (hall be without Ian order. If 
' ygu pkafe, wc fhall be glad to receive your orders, 
Avhen you think proper, to inform us what muft be 
done with the bales -, for as to the arms and am- 
munition, they will probably only be replaced in 
the arfenah

'1117 E have yet no news of the king's fquadron 
_ '^ by Dunkirk. The enemy hav« publiflicd 
and even printed concerning it an infinite number 
of bad circumftances and moft prejudicial to us, 
which for the moft part are certainly hot credible. 
They yefterday riiade rejoicings atMenin, and other 
places in their poflelfioii; as if they had deftroyed* 
the king's vefleb, and thofe of the whole fqUadroft, 
But an Irifliman come from Oftend to NfeWpott has 
related that he heard a letter read at the Burgomaf- 
ters of Oftend, in which it was mentioned that the 
king's (hip named the Salifbury, commanded by 
M. de Nangis, had been taken by the enemy, not 
having been able to follow the reft, or difengage 
herfclf from two large EngVilh (hips, againft Vhich 
(he had fought all the afternoon of the 24th of laft 
month, and which Kad kept all night within piftol- 
Ihot of her, as I have had the honour to mention 
to you in fny former letters. This is very probable, 
and agrees with the news t received from the officers 
of the regiment of Luxembourg who were on board 
the PrOjteus. " - , . . f 

But the fame Irifhman (ays alfo, that the letter 
he heard read, mentioned, that the remains of thb 
king's fquadron had entered fome days ago^ a firdi 
about forty leagues to the north of that of Edin- 
burgh, where is the port of Cromarty, which I 
mentionied to you, and that the Engllfh fleet had 
anchored in the latter firth. . If this news, which is 
likely enough, be confirmed, there is room to hope 
th^jt the landing will be m&de good with the ^flift» 

L ance 
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ancc of the Scots, who feem to be very hearty 
friends, and who feem to me to keep no longer any 
meafures with England where their intrigues are 
well known. 

If the Salilbury is taken, which indeed I fcarce 
doubt of, the enemy will have taken priibners, be- 
fides M. Nangis the Captain of the fhip, the Mar- 
quis de Lewis, Lord Griffin, le Marquis de Meufe . 
Colonel of the Agenois, Mr. Fauerolie Lieutenant 
Colonel of the Auxerrois, M. de Segent Com- 
miffary of War, Mr. Salmon Engineer, five com- 
panies of the regiment of Beam, twenty indepen- 
dent Irifh officers, ten Serjeants, ten Corporals of 
the regiment of Fitzgerald, befides the crew of the 
fiiip. As the engagement was obftinate, a great 
many, without doubt have been killed.

^T^ H E terrible engagement is reduced to a meef 
•*• cannonade, and the compleac vidtory to the 
taking of the fingle veflel of the Salifbury. The 
aflfair is faid to have happened in the fol lowing man- 
ner. Upon the arrival of your fleet at the mouth 
of the firth of Edinburgh, Mr. Forbin fcnt for all 
his captains on board and held a council. The 
Englilh fleet being difcovered while they were con- 
fultirig together, they immediately weighed anchor 
and fet fail. The Englifh purfued, firing a great 
many guns, and raiflng a great many fliouts. Your 
fleet anfwercd them, advancing ftill in good order, 
but the Salifbury not being able to follow the refl:^ 
was furrounded by the enemy, and taken after a 
iharp engagement. Another veflel was like to have 
been attacked, bu|: it was quickly aififled and dif- 
engaged. Your veflfels, in the mean time, which 
were lighter than thofe of the enemy, getting at a 
greater diftance from them, the Englifh perceived 
that their purfuit was in vain, and returned as they 
fay here to the bay of Edinburgh, where they dropC 
anchor and made rejoicings for their viftory, whUc 
your vcflels continued failing to the north of Scot- 
land, where they may try fome other landing places. 
This is the news of lafl: night ; but this evening a 
great number of cannon are fired> to tefl;ify their 
joy for fo complect a vidtory.

-TT is with great regret that,! lend you a me0enger 
■ to inform you of bad hews ; but M. Je Conite 
de la Motte, • hath, judged it proper and even hccef- 
fary, that we might receive, with the greater dlf- 
patch, your orders concerning many things which 
it will be neceffary to take care of. Before Ihe arri- 
val of my meflfenger you probably will have received 
fome general intelligence of part of the vcflels of . 
.the king's'fquadron, asTMr.de Gay would, doubt- 
lefe, dilpatch a mcflcri^er'to M. de Pont Chartrain 
upon his arrival. The following account of the 
bad news I received by an exprefs. To-day, at ten 
in the morning, ten'frigatresof the'fquadrbn arrived 
in the road, dll of them belonging to the townf- 
men.

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Tbqr all agree, that on Friday the 24th of laft 
month, die pilots hainng pafied the Firth of Ediiir 
burgh by a miftake, they were obliged to return, 
fo that it was evening before they arrived at the 
mouth of that river, and that next morning, as 
they were preparing to fail up, the enemies fleet 
appeared, which obliged the King's fquadron to put 
to fea. The Englifh having the wind of us, their 
van joined us, entered into the middle of our fqua- 
dron, and attacked the Salilbury, which after de- 
fending herfelf beyond belief, was, at length ob- 
liged CO furrender and was taken. Notwithftanding 
the night, the fquadron kept together, and made 
all the fail they could to go, and land at Cromarty ; 
but not one of them underftanding the anchorage 
on that coaft, M. de Forbin fent the Atnericain to 
fee and take fome pilots. That fri^e returned, 
without being able to find any, and the enemies 
fleet forthwith appearing chafed ours fo briflcly, 
that they were obliged to lay afide their deflgn of 
attempting a defcent, and to think only of return - 
ing to Dunkirk, which it appears has coft them no 
fmall labour, as part of the fquadron only have 
reached the port from the i^d, of the month, and 
that .with great difficulty, although it is not above 
forty leagues from the Texel to Dunkirk. I am 
in no fmaU anxiety for thofe vcflTcls that are not yet 
arrived, 

At the time they wrote to me, they were going 
to land the troops which were on board the ten 
veflcls, to the number of 48 companies, who muft 
certainly be greatly fatigued. We Ihall endeavour 
to accommodate them tp the bed of our power in 
this confufion. But it is truly impofl!ible to Iqdge 
in this city fuch a /lumber of troops, joined to thofe 
whom we expc^, and the multitude of officers al- 
ready 
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ready arrived. M. la Comtc dc la Mothe is going 
to fend fbme battalions to Berry, Gravelines, and 
Newport, till he (hall have received your orders 
concerning them, and till that time I (hall provide 
for the fubfiftance of them all. It would be very 
neceiTary to place the battalions that are landed in- 
to fome quiet quarters, where they may recover 
their health. There is room to believe that fome 
other velfels, befides the Salifbury are taken by 
the enemy, which will occafion the lofs of five com- 
panies of the regiment of Beam. 

Few days will pafs here, for fome time, without 
fomething new, which I (hall have the honour of 
informing you of regularly. I am extremely defir- 
ous to be abk to inform you foon of the arri- 
val of the K— - of England, who is on board 
the Maroe; and likewife of the arrival of the 
Augufte, which is the fecond veflel of the fqua- 
dron, becaufe, befides the perfbn of his majefty, 
our million is on board thefe two vefiels. Be fo good 
as to giveyour orders, if you pleale, as to the dif- 
pofal of that money, if it Ihould fafely arrive; 
namely, if it (hall be fo difpofed as you regulated 
about three weeks ago. There are alfo arms, anti- 
munition and bales to be replaced. We are mak- 
ing all things ready for the camp of 20 battalions 
and 20 ^uadrons under the lines of Commines. I 
am thb moment to fet out for Dunkirk, to take 
the direftion of all that relates to my depart- 
ment.

tllS B. M ■ ■ y fct faU on the 17th of 
•*' '*' March, at fix in the evening, with five nien 
of war, two others fitted for tran^rc;, and twen- 
ty-one frigates. An equal number of veflels iras 
to have bwn fent out to the road in the night-time, 
that the enenly might think that the fquadron had 
not yet failed. The wclther becoming calm the 
fquadron was obliged to come to an anchor off 
Newport, where it was kept by contrary winds till 
the 19th at 10 in the evening* During thefc two 
days of bad weather three frigates, having made 
fignals of diftrefs were obliged to itmrn to Dun- 
kirk, and Mr. dc Forbin, on the 1 9th, dffp«ched 
an advice boat to Dunkirk to get in^ligence of 
them. 

A council was held in the ^p^rtment of the ^. 
of England to confider whether they fliotild - conti- 
nue their voyage to Scbtland, hotwithftftndirrg' the 
want of thole forces which- were* on boanl thbfe 

three veflcls. His B. M y decided in the 

affirmative, altho* on board thofe veflels there were 
no lefs than 800 men embarked, with many arms 
and provifions, and fuppofing that the whole fleet 
arrived in Scotland, it carried no more than 5100 
'troops, 10000 mu(ke!!S,*1ooo piftols, and 1000 
mulketoons and carbines, without any laddies, 

whereas 
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iirfaereas Mr. Hoocke had always dechred that the 
Scots demanded 6 or 8O00 men, 20000 (land of 
irmsy -and 1000 fadcUes. 

Mr, le Comte <k Gafle, who had that day, the 
tgth, received from his M^jefty the patent of Mar- 
Ibal t>ir 'France, and had t^en the name »f Mat^g*- 
hon, entreated Mr. Foribin to give orders that the 

• three Veiiels ihoisld rejoin the Iquadron as ibon -as 
they had furnilhed thcmfelves at Dunkirk with what 
they wanted. They next thought of continuing 
their voyage, and ^er feveral deUberations 'as to 
the p&ce in the north of Scotland, where Mr. 
Hoocke wanted them to land, or the firth of EHin- 
tnirgh,' the latter opinion prevailed by the advice of 

. Mr. Middletbn, and the harbour of Bruntiflaad 
was fixed upon for the landing place. From thence 
it was jpropofed to fend a detachment to take pof- 
feffion of Sterling, ^where there is a bridge over the 
Forth. 

After having failed, from Monday at loat i>ig)[it 
^ torTocftay at 6 in^tbe rtiorning, we wtare forced to . 
fie tomll: 10, to ^wait for the v^lstbat had fallen 
behind. The reft of that day, and all night, 
we proceeded with a brifk gale, when his B.

Mr. le Comte de^ Forbin fent a fr^te with an 

EnglHh flagopthe-river^-and ordered her upoh her 

3 ar- 
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arrival to fiirio canon, the fignal agreed upon be- 
tween Mr. Hoocke and the Scots. On the 23d we 
arrived only at the mouth <^ the river, near the 
ifland of May, where there b a light houfe. !t 
was very happy for us that we did not go farther 
up ; for on Saturday the 24th, at day-break, wc 
perceived fix Engltlh veflels, which wc difeovered 
to be the fame that had appeared oflF Dunkffk. 
Mr. le Comte de Forbin, by the favour of a gale 
of wind, which came very timeoufly, ga^ orders 
for putting to fea, and in cafe of a feparation of the 
fliips of the fquadron, appointed them to fail to 
Cromarty or Invernefs in the north of Scotland. 

The enemies fleet purfucd ours very clofe, and 
four of their veflels came up with the Augufte, 
commanded by Mr. de Fourvruex. They began 
to engage about 4 in the afternoon, and while they 
were fighting the K. of England feveral times en- 
treated the Comte de Forbin to put him on fliore, 
declaring that he was refolved to remain in Scot- 
land, altho* none were to follow him but his do- 
meftics •, which Mr. Forbin, after rcprefenting to 
him that it was very improper, refufcd to agree 
to. 

The Englifti veflfel, not finding herfclf a match 
for the Augufte, quitted her, and attacked the 
Salisbury, which was farther behind. After an en- 
gagement, which continued from 6 in the evening 
till 9, the Griffin and the Augufte having gone to 
the afliftanceof the Salifbury, night feparated them 
from us, without our being able to know any fur- 
ther particulars. Our fquadron was then difperfed, 
and wc judged that the enemy had taken feveral of 
our (hips, and that our only courfe, therefore, was 
to return to Dunkirk, which wchavc executed. . 

Orii 
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On Sunday morning of the 28th, we found our- 
ielves within 10 hours fail of the land, and within 
fix leagues of the enemy, whom we loft fight of 
two hours after. There now only remained twenty 
yeflcls without the advice boat, fo that. we had loft 
five fince the engagement^ among which was the 
Salift>ury, without reckcHiing the three that had re- 
turned to Dunkirk. As we were no longer purfu- 
ed| the Marfhal de Madgnon and Count Forbih 
propoied to the K. of England to attempt a landing 

^ Inverneis, which his B. M y agreed tO; 

but as there was no pilot on board who knew that 
coaft, the Laird of Boyn was defired to go in iearch 
of one at Buchannefs, when by a ftrong wind that 
arofe we found it impracSticable to continue our courfe 
towards the north. Thefc reafons, and our apprehcn- 
fion ot wanting provifions, obliged us, on the z6th, to 
dired our courfe for Dunkirk. We fell in with fir 
Dutch veflels, which Mr. Forbin would have at- 
tacked, and judged that he would have taken, if he 
had not been charged with the perfon of the K. of 
England, and the troqps and money of the King. 
The 2 7tli, 28th and 29th, we made but little way, 
by reafon of the calms and contrary winds. The 
2Sth two frigates, fent back from Dunkirk, joined 
the iquadron, efcortcd by four men of war. They 
related that they had run a great rifle of being taken 
by forty of the enemy's fhips, which they fell in 
with in the firth of Edinburgh. On the 29th, the 
advice boat, which had landed in Scotland two 
Scots men, rejoined the fleet, and all the news they 
brought was, that when they had landed the gentle- 
men they were ordered to fail off. ^nce that time 
the weather has. been fo contrary, that all we could 
do was to arrive, on the 1 7th, in the road of Dun- 
kirk, with four veflels and five frigates. We hope 
the reft 4rc ?irrived> pr will arrive forthwith, in the

T Had the honour of informing you of our cm- 
^ barkation at Dunkirk, the 17th of March, and 
you will fee by the following journal all that hap- 
pened fince that time *till our return. . 

On ; the 1 7th of March, at 4 in the afternoon^ 
Mn le Comte de Forbin fet fail with the fleet ; but 
about two hours aittr night came on, the wind be- 
came contrary, and forced us to anchor off New- 
port, where we were detained all the i8th and 19th. 
The Proteus, on board of which were 200 fokiiers, 
and the Guerrier and the Barrentin, with zoo fol- 
diers, each were forced to return, on account of the 
bad weather, to Dunkirk. The wind changing the 
19th, at 10 at night, we again fet fail, and pro* 
ceeding with a (trong wind the two following days, 
on the 2gd we diicovered the firth of Edinburgh, 
and in the evening anchored at its mouth. 

Next morning, as we were preparing to enter the 
river, we difcovered 28 fail of the enemy, which 
we judged were the fame that had appeared off Dun- 
kirk. Mr. de Forbin immediately put to ^a by 
the favour of a wind which happily rofe from the 
land. The enemy followed within fight, and very 
near us all day the 24th; and four of their beft 
failing veflels having come up with fome of our 
fliips, about four in the afternoon began to canQ- 

nadc 
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nade the Augufte, after which the Englilh fell upon 
the Salifbury. The engagement between the two 
laft veflels, and fome others on both fides, which 
had come within half canon-fhot of each other^ 
continued till night, with a pretty imart fire of 
fmall arms from the Salifbury. As our fleet was 
difper&d, and the enemy were very near us, Mr. 
le Comte de Forbin (leered a falfe courle durifig 
the night, which had a good efied, for, on die 
morrow, we found ourfelves, to die number of 
twenty fail, at a difknce from the eoeaiy* 

I then had fome diftourfe with Mr. Fod>]D, to 
know of him, whether, as we could not land at the 
firth of Edinburght we might not atcen^ a land- 
ing at fome other place. He propofedtomeln- 
vemefs, a port in the north of Scotland, and we 
knmedtately went tx)gether and mentioned our pio<^ 
pofal to the K. of England, who received it widi 
joy, and tcid us that we need only con&ik togedier 
aMut the proper means, and that he would tclr 
low what wc det^mined upon. As we had no 
|)ilots on board, who knew thatharboi^-, the Count 
de Forbin ftnt the Laird of Boyne in fearch of fopoe 
at BuchannefL All the 25th the wind f^vouied 
OMr courfe to the north of Scodand ; but, at xo at 
night, a contrary wind arofe, which continuiag 
very ftrong all next day, Mr. Forbin faid, that it 
was time to reprefent to the K — the.inoonytnience 
of continuing that courfe, which would inevitably 
occafion the difperfion of the reft of our f^t, and 
the i<:attered fhips would run a great rifk either of 
falling into the e^my^s hands, or of bdng run a- 
^roiund^ in caie thfiy. were puriued, or even of 
wancingiprovifkms^ The impoflibility of the Laaid 
of Boyns'ft getting on fhore, and con&qoei^y of 
toingiag lits pilots, the unoettaiatyand nfks of land- 

' ing 
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ing at a port we were unacqiiainted with, and where 
the enemy might again furprize us, with other 
rifks and difficulties being reprefented by Mr. Fbr-' 
bin to the K. of England, in pfefenceof the Duke 
of Perth, Lord Middleton, Mr. Hamilton, Lord 
Galway, and Meffrs. Beauharnois and Andrezel, 
the K. of England, with the unanimous, appro- 
bation of all thefe gentlemen, determined to return 
to Dunkirk, where, on account of the calms and 
contrary winds, we did not arrive till to-day. 1 am 
very much afflidled. Sir, not to have a better ac- 
count to give you, and to have feen ali our hopes 
blafted by fo urifurmountable difficulties. 1 beg 
of you to be fo good as to make the King ac- 
quainted with the excefs of my grief on this occa- 
sion, and believe me to be perfeftly, &c. 

Upon my landing with the King» I find that 
the Salifbury, on board of which was Mr. le Mar- 
quis dc Levy with 400 men, is miffing, and we^ 
do not yet know what has become of the three 
other fmall privateers. Mr. de Bernieres has in- 
formed you that he had landed the troops as they 
had arrived, and had fent them into quarters, 
where they will need fome repofe. I fliall imme- 
diately order on (hore thofe that we have brought, 
and fhall wait your orders as to the deftination of 
them- and the general officers. We were only nine 
fhips in company when we arrived here. 

Prol^ably, Sir, you would be furprifed not to 
receive dilpatches from me when Mr. de Beau- 
harnois arrived at court. As to this i muft greatly 
blame Mr. de Forbin, who laft night, about 1 1 , 
fet Mr. Beauharnois on fhore off Oftend, where 
we anchored, without mentioning a word of it to 
me or Lord Middleton, or to any one, except the

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/fffancrymous Letter of a Scot/man^ 

Edinburgh J 26th Oliober, 1708. 

Sir, 

T Have received your letter of the 13th, but I 
-^ cannot but believe that ibme of your letters 
have been loft. For after all that I have mentioned 
to you from your friends in this country, and of 
the ftate they are in, it is impoffible but you would 
have anfwered me in feme more pofitive manner, 
as to what we are to expeft, than what is contained 
in your letters that we have yet received. Your 
friends know, and are fenfible of, the difficulties in 
which you arc. They make not the leaft doubt 
of the difpofitions and good inclinations of the K. 
our mafter •, but you cannot but acknowledge that 
the ftate of your friends here is worthy of pity : 
their life, their fortune, and all that is moft dear to 
them, is in danger. In the mean time they are 
kept in ignorance and uncertainty of what they are 
to expeft. You ought not to be furprifed when I 
tell you that fome of them begin to lofe their pa- 
tience, and if this uncertainty continues any time, 
there will be likewife many others who will lofe 
theirs. You always bid us hope that every thing 
will go well ; but you Ipeak only in general terms, 
without fixing any time for our deliverance, or 
entering into any particulars. Your friends can 
draw no other conclufion from this, but that you 
are in the fame tincertitude with them. You may, 
5 per- 
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perhaps, remain fo for fome time; but for your 
friends in this country it is impoffible for them to 
continue long without knowing on whom they 
muft rely. Think ferioufly of it, I beg of you, 
inftantly, and don't put off an affair which can- 
not admit of delay. This kingdom was never {o 
deftitute of troops as it is at prefent : all the re- 
gular forces are in Flanders, fo that, befides the 
garrifons of three or four caftles, there remain in 
the whole kingdom only two battalions of infan- 
try, and one fingle company of dragoons ; and 
we are well informed, that England is at prefent 
as naked of troops as this country. Mr. Far- 
quharfon, after flaying near three months in the 
ifland of Egge to no purpofe, in expeftation of 
the veflel that was to carry him off, being at 
length difcovered by fome perfons belonging to 
a neighbouring garrifon, has been obliged to come 
into the low country, where he waits for fome 
opportunity of going over to Norway, with the 
defign of proceeding to France as foon as he caiu 
Our other affairs are much in the fame condi- 
tion> as they were when I wrote to you formerly.

The AfFairs of SCOTLAND. 



TN the prrfent ftatc of things it fecoi.s impoffiblc 
■■'" to te-cftabhih the afFaiis of France without feme 
great and important enterprife. But what renders 
an cnterprife of that nature very dangerous, is that 
the whole mull be rifked for the whole, fo that if 
the enterprife Ihould fail (for example^ if a general 
b^fe^lhotild be loft) the confequence might be fa^ 
tal, by putting . affairs in a much worfe condition 
th«i before; and befdes, even altho' the. enter- 
prhe.lhould,. in', foioe mcafurc^ prove fuccefsfiiU 
affairs would not be thereby re-eftabli(hed. It is 
but too well known, that the enemy are not 
baffied with the Ipfs of one battle or one town, and 
that nothing but a train of viftories and advan^ 
tagcs over them will be able to reduce them, and 
we fee with grief how little appearance there is to 
cxpeft this in the prefent fituation of affairs. The 
enterprife upon Scotland is diftinguilhed from all 
others in the following particular, that, fetting afide 
the perfon of the K. of England, whofe preferva- 
tion. ought to be very dear, the nfk that France 
runs is very fmail, and yet, in cafe of fuccefs, the 
re-eftablifliment of their affairs is certain. For, at 
worlt, the lofs of a fmail body of troops, and a 

fciw 
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few veflcis would make but a fmall change in af- 
fairs ; and if fuccefs attended the expedition, the 
grand alliance would be direftly ruined, and the 
King in a condition to give law to his ene- 
mies. 

To be certain of the advantage gf this enterpriz(^, 
we need only confider three things. Firft, Whe- 
ther the K — of England would hazard himfelf to 
conduft the expedition, for every body is convinced 
that his prefence is abfolutely neceflkry to make it 
fuccced : Secondly, whether the enterprize itfelf is 
pradicable; and thirdly, whether the enterprize, 
if well executed, would produce the effeft tliat is 
pretended in regard to France. 

In the firft queftion, thanks to God, there is not 

the leaft difficulty, his B M being very 

ready to hazard his life for the intereft of France, 
even though his own were no ways concerned. As 
to the 2d, it muft indeed be confeft that difficulties 
have always appeared in the execution of this pro- 
jeft as often as it has been mentioned ; but it muft 
alfo be acknowledged that it has hitherto been con- • 
fidered, only, or principally, with regard to the re- 
ftoration of the K — of England, and not as a de- 
cifive expedient for the reeftablifhment of the af- 
fairs of France. 

We ought then to confider, whether an expedi- 
tion to Scotland is, in reality, the beft, not * to fay 
the only means of re-eftablifhing affairs if it fuc- 
ceed •, and whether the rifk with regard to France be 
fo fmall, that it would not put affairs in a much 
worfe condition than they are, although it fhould 
not fucceed. If upon examination the truth of 
thefe two propofitions fhall appear, the expedition 
- . M 4 to 
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to Scotland will immediately become a capital af- 
fair, and of the laft importance to the ftate ; and 
when it is once confidered as llich, all diiEcuIties 
will be furmounted, if efforts be made proportion- 
able to the importance of the undertaking. For 
the fuccefs of the expedition in queftion, there will 
be needed troops, and a general of an cftablifhed 
reputation. The Scots have always demanded the 
duke of Berwick as general, aid that the Irilh re- 
giments might be among the number of the troops, 
becaufe they fpeak the fame language, and are ac- 
cuftomed to their manner of living. There mufl: 
alio be granted a confiderable fum of money, and 
a good quantity of arms and military (lores. But 
it is not in this that the great difficulty confifts, but 
principally in the marine ; and it muft be confeft, 
that nothing but the affair's being decifive for France, 
would make it prafticable to furrnount all difficul- 
ties. But we dare hope, that if the mod experi- 
enced fea-officers were confulted, feme of them 
would, without hefitation, take the charge of the 
affair, and would find out expedients to effeduatc it. 
Prudence feems to require that they Ihould be con- 
fylted in the prefent affair, and that their decifion 
(hould be followed. 

The 3d queftion depends entirely upon the pre- 
fent difpofition of Scotland ; and this cannot be bet- 
ter difcovered, than by confidering the difpofitioivof 
the Scots during the laft expedition of the K — of . 
England, when, as it is moft publickly known, 
all the kingdom was ready to declare for that prince 
the very moment he fet his foot on land; and thofe 
who were in the adminiftration were fo convinced of 
this, that they had taken meafures to retire to Ber- 
wick as foon as they fliould hear that he was landed. 
The avowed refcntment qf fo many perfons of qua- 
lity, 



( i69 ) 
lity, who were carried prifoaers to London by the 
Englilh fince that time, and the meafures the Eng- 
li(h have taken to ftrip them of their vaflalages, the 
-plans that have been made for erefting forts in fe- 
veral places of the country for oppreQing the nobi- 
lity and gentry, are certain proofs that the prefcnt 
inclination of the Scots to (hake off the yoke is 
greater than ever. The probability of fuccefs at 
prefent is founded not on the inclinations alone of 
that people as formerly, but on their own intereft. 
They fee clearly at prefent, that nothing but the re- 
turn of their lawful K — , can fave them from a 
Ihameful flavery. There can be no doubt therefore 
made of the good difpofition of the Scots. 

As to England, although it is. not certainly 
known, that there is a party formed for their K — ; 
yet it is evident to every one, that they fupport the 
war only by the credit of their bank-bills ; and it 
is well known, that upon the rumour of the late 
expedition to Scotland, the credit of thofe bills fud- 
denly funk to fuch a degree, that if the expedition had 
not fuddenly failed, the Exchequer, and the Bank of 
London, would have been Ihut up within three days, 
and all affairs thrown into the utmoft confufion. 
And no reafon can be affigned why the fame thing 
ftiould not ftill happen, upon the firft news of the 
landing of the K — of England in Scotland. If 
England were once in that confufion, it is eafy to 
judge what effeft that would produce in regard to 
France. It remains only to be added, that in cafe 
the fcheme be approved cf, there is no time to lofe,, 
and the fooner it is put in execution it will mpre cer- 
tainly fucceed. This is the unanimous opinion of 
all the well-affeded in that country. During the 
winter, corn and hay may be found every where. 
Scotland and England were never lb deftitute of re- 
gular 
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Scotland is divided into two parts by the river Tay. 
All the counties on the north of that river are almoft 
entirely devoted to thefervrce of the K. their hiafter, 
and thefe provinces, with the iflands, nrialcc almoft 
two thirds of Scotland. The greateft part of the 
counties on the fouth of the Tay are alfo weU-af- 
fedted, as will appear immediately in the more par- 
ticular account. The counties on the north of Tay 
are beft flocked with brave and hardy men; the 
fouthern counties are more fertile. 

All the chiefs of the moft anrient families in Scot- 
land have a great number of vaflals dependent on 
them, and are thereby able to arm a great number 
of men in a few days. The moft powerful of thefe 
chiefs are thofe who inhabit on the north of the 
river Tay, and thofe whole eftates lie near the bor- 
ders of England. The Duke of Gordon, the 
Lord High-Conftable, Lord Marlhal, the Earl of 
Hume, the Vifcount of Stormont, and fome other 
chiefs, upon whom the well-afFefted rely for the 
conducing of this affair, have charged me to repre- 
fent to his jnoft Chriftian Majefty, in their name, 
and in the name of all the weli-atFeded, that they 
are in a condition to raife 20,000 men, namely, 
17,000 foot, and 3000 horfe and dragoons. 

They have alfo charged me to inform his Majefty 
of the names of the leading men in each county, 
by which he will fee, that not only the chief and 
moft powerful Lords, and the greateft part of the 
gentry, are engaged in the inrcrefts of the K — , but 
may perceive at one view, that they join hands all 
together, frohi the north of Scotland to the borders 
of England. As the difpofition of* the Highland- 
ers in the north, is, without doubt, well known 
to his Majefty, it is not neceffary to prefent him with 

a 
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& lift of their names. I am ncverthelefs able to 
give it ; but I (hall only fay, that all the clans in 
the north, and in the ifles, are almoft all engaged 
in the K — 's intereft. 

I fhall begin my lift of the well-afFcfted at the 
county of Rofs, which is pretty far . north ; and I 
Ihall proceeld from thence to the borders of Eng- 
land. In the (hires of Rofs and Jnvcrnefs, the 
Marquis of Seaforth, who is at prefent in France, 
and his great uncle, will be followed by the greatc(t 
part of the people, and by the powerful clan df the 
Maqkenzies. Jn Murrayfhire we have the Earl of 
Murray, of the houfe of Stuart, the family of 
Duff, and the Laird of Coxtoun, and almoft all 
the country. 1 he Duke of Gordon is very power- 
ful in the Counties of Badenach and Lx)chabar, which 
are weft from Murrayfhire, and he will be followed 
by all the country. Eaft from Murray is Bamf- 
ihire, where the Duke of Gordon, the Earl Mar- 
Ihal, and the Lairds of Boyn and Auchterhoufe will 
be among the firft who will take the field. In Bu- 
chan, Aberdeenfliire, and Marr, we are fu re of the 
Lord High Conftable, the Earl of Aberdeen, and 
his fon Lord Haddow, Lord Saltoun, Frafer, Pitf- 
ligo ; and in Invernefs the Lairds of Kieth, -Balyn- 
hove, Pitzfadell, and Pittury. The fhire of Mearns 
will follow the Lord Marlhal of Scotland, who is here- 
ditary bailiff of that county, with the Lairds of 
Elfick, Newton, Balmaire, and Glenfarquar. In 
Angus we are fure of all the nobility and gentry, 
the chief of which are the Earls of Strath more and 
Panmure, with their brothers, the Earl of Airlie, 
who is very powerful in vafTals, the Earl of Miggle, 
with the Lairds of Eagle, Pourry, Fintry, and i^it- 
cur. Perthfhire, if we comprehend in it the coun- 
try of Athol, Gaury, and Broadalbin, is full of the 

well- 
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Well-afFcftcd, who will follow the I)ukc of Perth, 
the Marquis of Drummond his fon, the Lords 
Nairne, Dupplin, and Kinnaird. The Duke of A- 
thol gives reafon to hope well of him ; but how- 
ever it be, his vaffah will follow the Lairds of Stro- 
vaun, Bulliachan, and Appin. The Lairds of A- 
berlanie of the houft of Murray, of Logie, of 
Machong, of the houfe of Perth, Inchbrakie and 
Orchil, of the family of Graham, and the Lwd 
of Balchadely, will be among the firft who take 
the field ; and we are fure of this whole (hire with 
the Earl of Broadalbin and his fon. This chain 
comes to the banks of the Tay. 

On the fouth fide of that river, next the fea, is 
the county of Fife, where we have the Lords Sin- 
clair and Balmerino, and the Laird of Kinrofs, on 
the weft of Fife. Stirlingfliire, therein compre- 
hending Montieth, is univerially well-aficded. The 
chief of thofe whom we are certain of here, is the Earl 
of Linlithgow, and Calendar, hereditary great bailiff 
of the county, with the Lairds of his houfe. Lord 
Kilfyth, the Lairds of Tove, Keir, Pomeys, and 
Cardenne. Eaft from Stirling, is the city and 
county of Edinburgh, with the two counties of the 
Lothians We are certain of many in the faid city 
who will take arms at the head of feveral hundreds 
of men, as foon as the.K — appears in the country. 
And in the Lothians, there are many gentlemen 
well-affefted. From this county, to the borders of 
England, will be found the greateft part of the 
horfe. Along the fea-coaft are the (hires of the 
Merfe and Tiviotdale, then Efkedale and Liddef- 
dale. All the gentry of thefe provinces will be con- 
duced to the K by the Earl of Hume, Lord 

titormont, and their friends. In Tweedale, the Earl 
of Traquair, of the houfe of Stuart, and the Laird 

of 
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of Stanhope, are powerful. . In the (hires of Annart- 
dale, Niddefdale, and Galloway, are the Earl of Nid- 
defdale, and .Vifcbunt of Tenmure, the Laird of 
Spinkell, with the numerous clan of Maxwells, and 
there is fome hopes alfo of the Earl of Galloway. 

Thus the K 's party is connedted through the 

whole kingdom, and we are certain of being mafters 
of all the fhires, except Argylefhire, Clydefdale, 
Renfrew, Dumbarton, and Kyle. The Earl of 
Broadalbin will be followed by many out of Argyle- 
fhire, and in Clydefdale the Duke of Hamilton has 
great authority. We make no doubt of his good 
intentions ; but knowing that the eyes of the go- 
vernment are always upon him, he will plainly wait 
till he fee the party formed. The Earl of Wigtoun 
my brother, and the Lairds of Lufs and Kilmaro- 
nock will be a fufficient check upon the difafFedred 
in Dumbartonfliire. An affair or this' nature cannot 
be communicated to ^11 the well-afFefted, and it is 
a great proof of the zeal of thofe to whom it is 
trufted, that fo many people have been able to keep 
the fecret fo inviolably. We make no doubt of 
many others joining us, though we have not judged 
it neceffary to confult them all. ' They have not 
given me a particular lift of the number of men 
which each county will furnifh, but thty have charg- 
ed me to declare, that they will be in a condition to 
raife 20,000 men.: and it may be faid in behalf of 
thefe troops, that the army of Lord Dundee made 
it appear in the laft war, that although they were 
but new levies, they were in no point inferior to re- 
gular troops. 

They did not think it neceffary to fix upon par- 
ticular places of rendezvous. Every chief will af- 
femble his troops upon his own eftate, and will join 
them to thofe. of his neighbour, and they will march 

dirediv 
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direftly to the place where the K their mafter 

fliall land. Scotland is at prefent fo well ftocked 
^itli provifions, that they have two years crops ftill 
untouched in their granaries; fo that the wellr 
affedted will make magazines in every county in a 
very fliort time. As they make no doubt of being 
mailers of the whole kingdom, they will raife the 
taxes already granted to the government, to help to 
fupport their troops, which will affemble with fo 
much difpatch, that they make no doubt of quickly 
carrying the war into England, of which they are 
almoft certain of making thcmfelvfes matters, before 
the Englifh could make the fmalleft oppofition, all 
the country abounding in provifions, and being 
open, and filled with people, well-afieded, many of 
whom are known to the Q;^ my miftrefs. 

And they flatter themfelves not only to be able to 

reflore the K my matter, but likewife to do a 

fervice to the Moft Chriftian King, in attacking the 
head of the alliance, and putting it out of the power 
of England to aflift her allies. England is at pre- 
fent fo deftitute of troops, that we doubt not of 
making a great progrefs there without any oppofi- 
tion ; for it will require a confiderable time to recall 
the Englifh troops from Flanders. If they are not 
recalled, we will quickly be matters of the king- 
dom ; and if they are recalled, the Moft Chriftian 
King will find himfelf fuperior to his enemies. The 
Princefs of Denmark has not above 18,000 national 
troops in Flanders, more than a third of whom are ' 
Scots. Thefe (he will not venture to fend againft 
us, and fhe cannot bring foreign troops into the 
kingdom, without an ad of parliament ; by all 
which we fhall gain time, which is all we want. 
We are not in the leaft afraid of being obliged to 
retreat. If even that fhould happen, they durft not 

leflen 
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leffen their army, ^hile ours would fubfift in places » 
where it .would be impoflible for then! to force us. 

Having thus reprefented what we are able to do 
under the proteftion of the Mod Chriflian King, I 
come now to the fuccours, which I have orders to. 
crttreat his Majefty to grant us. I moft humbly 
beg of his Majefty, in the name of the Seottiih 
nation, to enable the K — our fovereign to come 
and put himfelf at the head of his faithful fubjeds, 
and to order him to be accompanied by a body, of 
troops, capable of protefting him againft his ene- 
mies, till his friends (hall be able to join him with 
their forces. Without the K — *s prefence they can 
do nothing ;, and they know that his Moft Chriftiaa 
Majefty will not expofc the perfon of their fovereign 
with a handful of men. They leave it to the two 
K — s to regulate the number of troops, not having 
any authority to treat of the entry of foreign troops 
into the kingdom ; but they will receive and join 
themfelves to thofe whom their fovereign (hall bring 
with him. Till Colonel Hoocke*s arrival in Scot- 
land, they thought it expedient that a defcent (hould 
be made in England at the fame time that the fuc- 
cours landed in Scotland, but they yielded to the 
reafons of that Colonel, and do not require any 
troops to be fent to Scotland ; but they hope, from 
the goodnefs of his Majefty, that he will caufe th« 
fuccours to be fent to Scotland to be made as |)Ower- 
ful as the ftate of his affairs will permit. 

They likewife beg of his Majefty to fend them 
arms for 1 7,000 foot, and 3000 horfe and dragoons, 
with furniture for thefe laft, and ammunition in pro- 
portion. This quantity of arms is neceflary for 
them, for arming a part of their firft levies, and as 
a rcferve for any occafion that (hbuld happen, Scot*- 
land being extremely deftitute of arms and ammu- 
nition. Such a conc«ffioh from the King would re- 
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unite all pirties, and would contribute more than 
any thing clfe to the reftoration of his M y. 

It is believed alfo, that a general amnefty for all, 
without exception, provided they do not oppofe the 
K — , would likewife contribute much to his reftora- 
tion/ and to the good fuccefs of his defigns. The 
Moft Chriftian King having ^ven a power to Colo* 
ncl Hoocke to treat of the re-eftablilhing of the 
antient alliances between his Majefty and the king- 
' dpm of Scotland, we hope his Majefty will hare 
the goodncfs ftill to retain the fame favourable inten- 
tions for the faid kingdom.

A Narrative of. the Voyage of M. Fleming ta 
Scctlani^ a»d of the prefent Jiate of that kingdom. 

TT A VI N G received an order from the K — my 
•" mafter, on the 28th of February, 1708, to 
fet out for Scotland, I left St. Germain on the 29th, 
charged with inftruftions, which his M y judg- 
ed neceflary for the principal Lords of that king- 
dom, and was pleafed to truft me with. I left Paris 
the xfti^of March, and I arrived at Dunkirk on the 
3d, where the abfence of Mr. Canan, whom I was 
ordered to carry with me to conduft me, hindered 
my embarking till the 6th, when Mr, Arnott arrived 
from Paris, to be tranfported to Scotland, with 
fome inftrudions of the K — my mafter, left any 
mistortune fhould happen to me. Count Fbrbin, 
and M. de Guay, intendant of the marine, judged 
\\ proper to fend ys both off the fame evening in 

diffc;rent 
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different frigates. ' I went on board the Cigalle, 
commanded by M. Lotton, which had formerly, 
on two different occafions, failed from Dunkirk. 

Having arrived on the 13 th within two leagues 
of the land, I went on board a fi(hing-boat, that i 
might not be fufpefted, and landed at the caftle of 
Slaines, belonging to the Earl of Errol, who re- 
ceived the news I brought him, after which he ha4 
fighed fo long, with all the joy that might be ex- 
pcfted from a man, who had given all the proofs 
of moft extraordinary zeal for the fervice, being 
greater than could be required from one lefs zealous 
than himfclf, he having ^expofed himfelf and his 
family to almoft inevitable ruin, by receiving into 
his houfe all envoys who have been fent to Scotland 
thefc four or five years paft, the veflels which have 
been fent thither failing always diredly to his caftlel 
He alfo furnifhed to all, without exception, money 
and horfes^ neceffary to keep up a correfpondencc 
diroughout the kingdom, and even hired vcffels for 
fome perfons, which has coft him large fums, and 
greatly indebted that family. # 

The Earl of Errol having read the K — 's inftruc-r 
tions, which I put into his hands, inftandy difpatched 
a meffenger to Mr. Malcolm, a gentleman qf known 
fidelity, and who lived very near the mouth of the , 
Firth of Edinburgh, with orders. to have a boat 
ready and pilots, to go on board the firft veffel that 
ihould give the fignal agreed on. This Mr. Mal- 
colm pundhially executed, having been on board 
the Proteus, the only veffel that entered the Firth, 
for which he h^s been obliged to keep himfelf con- 
cealed ever fiqce. The fame exprefs of the Earl of 
Errol went afterwards, by his orders, along the 
coafts of Fife and Lothian, to give notice t<> the 
< N 2 well- 
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well-affefted to have boats and pilots ready, ^hlch 
was (o faithfully executed by them, that many of 
them have been impnfoned on this account. 

Upon my arrival, he alfo fcnt to the Earl Mar- 
ihal, who living at no great diftance, came the fame 
evening, when I gave him the inftru&ions I had for 
him. He immediately took the neceflary meafures 
for giving notice to his friends in that country, and 
for going to the county of Marr, where he is here- 
ditary great bailiff; and next day he accordingly 
went thither. As I was ordered to follow the mea* 
fares which fliould be prefcribed to me by the Lord 
High Conftable and Earl Marfhal, in giving notice 
to the chiefs of the country, and delivering to them 
the inftrudlions of the K — my matter, which I had 
for them, they defired me on the 4th to write to 
Mr. Nicolfon, Catholick bifhop of that kingdom^ 
to inform him of the prefent ftate of affairs, that 
he might give notice to the Catholicks of the North 
to hold themfelves in readinefs. I wrote likewife, 
by their orders, to the Duchefs of Gordon upon the 
fame fubjeft, which (he communicated to the Mar- 
quis of Huntly her fon, who was then in the North, 
that he might make every thing ready in the coun- 
ties of Invernefs, Rofs, and Lochabar, in which 
counties he has great intcreft. 

1 likewife gave notice to the Laird of Coxtoun, 
who is well known to the K — for his fidelity, and 
the fervices which be rendered him in the late war. 
Having feen the Chevalier Kieth and Colonel Gidun, 
and the Earl 9f Errol having engaged to give notice 
to Major-general Buchan, on the 1 4th I left Slaines, 
which is in the county of Aberdeen. That fhire, 
l^nd all thole northward from it, were very zealous 
for the intcrefts of the K— . I palfed the fhire of 
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Mahr without flopping, as the Earl Marftial had'^ 
engaged to inform them of what was neccflTary. 

On the 1 6th I arrived at Lord Strathmore's in 
Angus, and gave him the inftrudlions of the K — . 
He was tranfported to fee affairs in fo great forward- 
ncfs, and fent to fome of the chief gentry, in order 
to take the neceffary meafuresatthatjundbure. ' He 
alfo lent to Lord Panmure, but he was at Edin- 
burgh, on particular bufincfs of his own. The K — 
is always fure of him, he having never confented to 
take the oaths to the prcfent government. The 
fame evening I arrived at Lord Nairne*s, in the 
county of Perth, who expreffed great zeal for the 
fcrvice of the K — ; and as I had a letter of the Earl 
of Errol for him, that he might inform me of the 
mod proper meafures to fee his brother the Marquis ' 
of Athol, he undertook to conduft me to hifn. We 
found that Lord in fuch a temper as we could 
wifh. For five months before he had all his vaffals 
ready to take arms upon the firft news of the K— *s 
arrival. He is very powerful, both in the number 
of his own vaflals, and of others, who are bound 
to join him. He alked of me fcveral times, and 
with great earneftnefs, the name of the General who 
was to command them. I found him and all the 
other chiefs, whom I faw, fully perfuaded that it 
was the Duke of Berwick 5 for they could not ima- 
gine that he could be recalled from $p in for anf^ 

other purpofe, as he was a fubjeft of his B- c 

M y. They had conceived fo great an eftecm 

for him, that I durft not venture to tell them that he 
was not to be employed in the expedition ; but told 
them, that before his arrival at covrt, that could 
not be determined. 

N 3 Lord 
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Lord Naif nc afterwards conduced mc to Lord 
Broadalbin's, who not only engaged to caufe his 
vailals, who are very numerous, to join the K — , 
but alfo to keep the Argylefliirc men, who are 
looked upon as the moft difafFe&ed, (6 in awe, that 
the K — fliould meet with no oppofition from them. 
He read the K— *s inftrudions, which I gave him, 
with great joy. From thence I went to Caftle- 
Drummond, where I found the Marquis of Drum- 
mond and his brother, fons of the Duke of Perth. 
They received the good news that I brought them, 
with great joy ; and the Marquis immediately fent 
to give notice to feveral chiefs of the Highlanders, 
who have a confidence in him^ to hold themfelves 
• in readinefs, and took alfo the neceflary meafures to 
inform the other chiefs of that country, I next day 
went to Stirlingftiire to Lord Kilfyth's, who was 
then at Edinburgh, as was alfo my brother the 
Earl of Wigtoun, who lives very near that place, 
though in another (hire. The people of Stirling- 
Ihire are very unanimous for the K — *s fervice, and 
had united under the command of the Earl of Lin- 
lithgow. On the 2 2d I went to the Laird of Kil- 
maronock's in Dumbartonfliire. He is very zeal- 
ous in the K — 's intereft, and fent to the Earl of 
Dundonald his nephew, to inform him of the ilate 
of affairs. I remained here fome days, expefting, 
with impatience, the news of the K — 's arrival, 
- who, according to the meafures taken when I left 
Dunkirk, was fo have embarked on the nth. In 
a few days a rumour prevailed, that the K— had 
landed in the North, which I could hardly believe ; 
but the report coming from every quarter, I fct out 
for that country, and on my journey, I found that, 
on the fame report, the Lairds of Keir, Tovcn, and 
Cardenne, with Colonel Gredene, had taken the 
fanje route. I travelled two da)s with them ; but 

finding 
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finding no confirmation of the newsv- they were 
obliged to feparate, and get home the beft way thisy 
could. I continued my journey, and ipet with .Lord ' 
Nairne, who was returning from the cattle of 
Hamilton, where he had been to fpeak to the Du- 
chefs dowager, the mother of the prefent Earl of 
Arran. As the Prefbyterian minifters have a great 
influence with her, there was one in his retinue to 
gain over the minifter of Hamilton, who has great 
authority with the Duchefs. She appeared very 

zealous for the K *s fervice ; but ftie faid, (he 

OHild undertake nothing in the abfence of the Earl 
her fon, who was in England on his particular 
affairs. Though fome blamed his being abfent at . 
that junfture, yet it is certain, that -he had taken aU 
the neccffary meafures to receive the orders and let- 
ters that fhould come to Scotland for him. In efFed, 
he received thofe which I brought for him, and it 
is believed that he would have done very confidera- 
ble fervice to the K — , by the number of horfe 
which he would have brought from the north of 
England. , . 

It was about this time that the bad fuccefs of the 
enterprize began to be known, by the arrival of the 
Englifli fleet under admiral Byng in the Firth of 
Edinburgh ; but the well-afFefted had a difficulty 
to believe that they would retire, without endeavour- 
ing to make a defcent at Cromarty, and even after 
they retired from the northern coaft, they flattered ' 
themfelves that they would fail towards Clyde ; but 
the K — 's return to Dunkirk, which was known 
by the public papers, threw the whoi^ country into 
a confternation that cannot be expreiled. I had 
been a witnefs of the good difpofitibn of the great 
part of the kingdom through which I had travel- 
led, and I was well informed of the good intenuoos 
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of the reft of the nobility and gentry of the c6urt- 
tqr* Never was fcen fo univerfal a joy at Edin- 
, burgh, as that whith appeared in every body's coun- 
tenance for three or four days before the K — *s arri- 
val. The loyal fubjefts thronged together, and 
thofe of the government durft not appear in public. . 
They had no confidence in the regular . troops, 
knowing that the bcft part, both of the officers and 
foldiers, were well afiedted to the K — . Bcfides, 
there was neither powder nor ammunition in the 
caftle of Edinburgh, nor in that of Stirling ; and 
they knew that all the gentry would revolt from the 

government the moment the K landed. So 

that it was believed that on the K-^*s arrival, thofe 
who adhered to the government, would retire towards 
Berwick ; but when it was known by the Gazettes 
that the K — was returned to Dunkirk; the confter- 
nation was fo great, that every body appeared dit 
traded* They had received orders, after the in- 
ftruftions that I had given them, not to takte arms 
openly, or appear in the field till the landing of the 
K — . The French fleet had retired, without their 
receiving any order from the K — how they were to 
aft, and they had no chief or perfon who could 
take upon him to give them orders. In the mean 
time, the arrival of the Englifh fleet in the road of 
Edinburgh, and the retreat of the French, had given 
new courage to thofe of the government, who fent 
heralds to fummon the principal nobility and gentry, 
chat were in the K — *s intereft, to appear perfonally 
before the privy council, under pain of rebellion ; 
which neverthelefs they did not do, till fifteen days 
after the departure of the French fleet, and after 
they had heard of its arrival at Dunkirk. It is 
.certain, that nothing could have fo irritated the na- 
tion in general, as the treatment which the nobility 
and gentry received, in lending them, under a guard 

to 
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to lEngland. This has opened the eyes even of 
thofe who were moft zealous for the Unions and 
hiade them fee clearly what they are to expeft from 
a nation, which begins already to treat them with 
fo much inhumanity. And it may be juftly faid, 
that the Scottilh nation were never known fo gene- 
rally difpofed to hazard their lives and fortunes to 
free themfelves from this flavery, if they were put 
in a condition to a£t. 

Although the greateft' number of the chief nobi- 
lity of the country are at prefent under confinement^ 
it is neverthelefs certain, that there is fcarce any 
confiderable family, that has not fons, brothers, of 
near relations, who would put themfelves at the head 
of their vaffals in the common caufe, if there was 
but an opportunity. They are in general perfuaded, 
that his Moft Chriftian Majefty, fo univerfally 
known and admired for his generofity and greatnefs 
of foul, having as it were, engaged them in the 
caufe for which they fufFer, will not abandon them> 
efpecially as they have failed in nothing on their 
fide of what was required of them. After the 
fidelity which they have (hewn to their lawful and 
natural fovereign, which is certainly augmented by 
the vigour and firmncfs of his c6ndu6t in the late 
ejrpedition, nbthing fo much contributed to make 
them engage to expofe themfelves in the manner 
they have done, as the promifes made to them by 
Colonel Hoocke, that his Moft Chriftian Majefly 
would fupport them, and not abandon them, and 
his (hewing them the fijll powers he had to make 
them that promife.

THE SCOTS. 



TH E Memorial figned by the principal per- 
fons among the Scots in the name of their na- 
tion, and their letters to the two K — s, written 
with their own hands, ligned with their names, feal* 
cd with their arms, and addrefled to their M — ^s, 
are indifputable proofs of the difpolition <^ this 
people, in the month of May, 1707. 

The arrival of the * Laird of Boyn in the month 
of September laft, with letters of credence from 
them,* ihews that they were ftill in the fame difpo- 
fition, • 

The letters which they wrote from time to time 
during all the winter, to haften the departure of the 
fuccours, prove that they had not altered their 
minds.

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The Mod: Chriftian King, in order to fecure the 
iecjret, did not think proper to acquaint the Scots 
with the departure of the K — of England, before 
the beginning of March, 1708. 

His B — c M— y having prepared inftruftions for 
the chieftains of this nation, they were read in the 
council by Monfieur de Torcy, one of the laft days 
of February, 1708; And his Moft Chriftian Ma- 
jefty approved them. 

By thefe inftru(3:ions,'the Scots were forbid tt) 
ftir, or give any fign of their intentions, till the ar- 
rival of the K — , their fovereign,-in Scotland. 

They were likewife ordered, by the eighth article 
of thefe inftruftions, to omit even the moft ufcful 
things, rather than give room to fulped their de- 
fign. 

The fixth article contains what they (hould do, 
in order to favour the debarkation ;' namely, 

1. To have upon the coaft of each (hire, a gen- 
tleman ready to go off to the firft fhip that (hould 
appear, in order to give an account of the ftate and 
difpofitipn of the country. 

2. To fend pilots to condudl the flc«. 

The Scots have duly obferved both thefe direc- 
tions. I. The fquadron approached only the fhire 
of Fife. A gentleman of that country, by name 
Malcolm, whofe fidelity and capacity, as well as his 

peribn, have long been known to the Q^^ , went 

on board the Proteus, which appeared fcveral hours 
5 before 
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before the fquadron, and aflured Monfieur de Ram^^ 
bur, that all was ready in the country, and that his 
B-"— ^c M y was impatiently expe&ed there. 

Ufi Ipoke ftill more fully upon that fubjed to M. 
Hatcher, one of the Q^-'s gentlemen, to M. De- 
laval, captain of foot, and to M. Stafford, *enfign 
of the (hip. Thcfe three were on board the Pro- 
teus, and the two firft of them knew perfeftly this 
. gendeman, who gave them a letter to be delivered 
to the Duke of Perth, affuring him of the good 
difpofition of Scotland^ 

2. The gendeman left fome pilots on board the 
Proteus : fifteen or twenty others went on board the 
fquadton, fome of them in the enemy's fight ; and 
fevcral of thefe pilots came to France. 

On the 26th of March, two days after the Count 
de Forbin's retreat, the frigates which failed from 
Dunkirk fome days after the fquadron, having got 
pretty far up in the river of Edinburgh, fome Scot- 
tilh pilots came onr board to acquaint them, that the 
enemy was upon the coaft, with a fuperior force : 
for which reafon they advifed the commandant to 
retire with all fpeed. They embarked, and came 
to Dunkirk with him. 

All the pilots aflert, that if the fquadron had ar- 
rived in the river of Edinburgh two hours fooner, 
it would have been eafy to fecure it from all infults 
of the Englilh fleet. This is confirmed by M. 
Warftable, captain of the Dunkirk galley, one of

the 
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the frigates of the fquadron, and by his lieutenant 
M. Saint Jean, both of whom are well acquainted 
with this river. 

Several other pilots are of the fame opinion : 
and there is but one man, that^has frequented this 
river, who fpeaks differently from them.

CONCERNING 



SCOTLAND, 1708. 



THE entcrprize in queftion will require as 
many mulkets and bayonets as can be furnifh- 
cd, piftols, faddles, and other accoutrements for two 
or three thoufand horfes, powder and ball in propor- 
tion to the arms, with moulds, of proper fizes, to 
caft bullets in the country, where there is no want 
of lead: and befides this, powder for theScottilh 
troops which are already armed ; fix pieces of can- 
non, of which two are to be 24 pounders, with 
their carriages and balls ; two mortars, with bombs, 
and all other neceffaries ; and a fufficient quantity of 
powder for the cannons and mortars. 

It will be right to fend now fomeScottifli officers, 
but not above three or four at firft ; becaufe it would 
be difficult to find more, who might fafely be entruft- 
ed with a fecret, on the keeping of which, the fuc- 
cefs of the enterprize may depend. 

' It will be neceliary to fettle what will be wanting 
for the fubfiftence of thefe officers, as well during 
their voyage, as while they fhall be in Scotland, 

It 
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It will likewife be ncccflary to know, at what time, 
and upon what conditions, the perfon, whom the 
K— fhall fend, is to diftribute the ar;ns, accoutre- 
ments, and ammunitions of war, and the quantities 
proper to be fent for the beginning of the enter- 
prize: whether this diftribution is not to be made 
till the treaty is concluded, or whether it fhall be 
made as foon as a certain number of troops are on 
foot, and what number ? 

• It is fuppofed that the treaty herefpoken'of, will 
comprehend chiefly what relates to the war ; name-, 
ly, the manner in which the Scots pretend to make 
it, the number of troops that they will raife, their 
means of fubfifting them, the enterprizes they pur- 
.pofe making in England, the fuccours they may 

demand of the K' , and a General which thty 

aflc for, doubtiefs to command in chief. 

Itwillbcneceflary thatthe perfon, who Ihall be 
fent by the K— , fhall know what he has to do after 
the conclufion of the treaty, and the landing of the 
arms ; that is to fay, whether he is to remain in that 
country, in his ufual fcrvice. 

Concerning the pajfage over to Scotland. 

Two'fhips mufl be fitted out, of twenty or twen- 
ty.four guns each, that they may be the better able 
to defend themfelves in cafe of need, and that one 
of them may be fent back with any news that may 
require difpatch,, while the other fhall help to land 
the arms and ammunitions at the places that fhall be 
thought necefTary. 

That the commanders of thcfe fhips fhall have 
fidlitjous orders, purporting, that they art bound 

for 
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for Dantziky to which place it will not fecm 
extraordinary that arms fhould be fent, in or- 
der to their being conveyed into Poland j ~or 
clfe for Newfoundland, or Canada, failing round 
by way of Scotland for greater &fety. The real 
orders (hall be delivered to the perfon whom the 
K — (hall fend, and he (hall not open them till he 
comes to a certain latitude at fca, then to intruft 
them under the feal of (ecrecy to the two command- 
ers, who (hall be ordered to execute whatever they 
(hall be bid to do on the behalf of the K-^-, by the 
perfon that his Majefty (hall fend, either during 
the whole time of their being out, or during the 
cruizes they will be obliged to make to different 
ports of Scotland and Ireland, or elfewhcrQ. 

That the Sieur Garron, now Lieutenant of a fri- 
gate, whofe prefence will be necefTary, be appoint- 
ed to (erve on board of one of thcfe (hips, without 
telling him any thing of the real de(ign, and withr 
out giving him Orders to embark till every thing 
(hall- be ready ; that his departure may not beget 
any fufpicion, either at St. Germain, where he now 
is, or at Dunkirk, where his voyages to Scodand 
are known.

iNGLAND feemed to be fully revived 
_ upon peace, before the arrival of Lord Marl- 
>rou^. The Whigs, ofiended in the perfon of 
Lprd Wharton their head, were in the fame difpo- 
fition. It h aflUred, that Lord Wharton has beed . 
to pay a vifit to the Earl of Nottingham, head of 
the Anglicans, with a view to their joining, in or- 
der to leflen the authority of the Lords Maribcn-ough 
and Godolphin. 

This is publickly talked of in London, and more 
than one, nay more than an hundred have men* 
tioned it to me. 

The Lords Marlborough arid Godolphm, who^ 

for particular reafons,^re againil a peace, employ 

every means to prevent its being made. The chidf 

r^n that they oppofe to thofe who defiire it, and 

O 4efe 
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thefe arc very numerous, is, that they pretend, and 
give q^t, that France ofiered laft year to cede Spain 
and the Indies : and, as they do not fee things now 
in the fame difpofition, they endeavour to perfuade 
people that the war muft be continued, to bring 
. again upon the carpet Spain, which is all that Eng- 
land wifhes, and, perhaps, the only hope that has 
hitherto made her furnifh whatever money has been 
defired. 

At the opening of the parliament, every thing 
looked very much like war. But there is great 
rcaibn to believe that all that the houfe of Com- 
mons did, at the beginning of the ieffions, was, 
only to hinder the Dutch, or fome others of the 
allies, from feparating from the general intereft, to 
think of their private advantage, as foon as they 
fhouid fee in the parliament of England any mifun- 
derftanding> or thought of peace : and it is ob- 
feryable, that the firft fteps were not attended with 
any great confequences/ Vaft _ preparations were 
talked of for the enfying campaign, together with 
an augmentation of troops, and a refolutiqn to fur- 
nifh whatever money was neceflary : and yet it has 
not appeared that any thing was really intended to 
be done. In regard to the fubfidies, all that the 
hbufe of Commons had yet done, was, to take in- 
to conlideration the land tax and the malt-tax, the 
produce of which would be neceflary, not only 
this year, but feveral others, even though the war 
ihould be ended this winter. As to the reft of the 
money that muft be raifed, the parliament deferred 
mentioning it from one fitting to another, and:no- 
thing had been yet done in it, 

The 



' The lahd-taX and mialt bills wefe not eiltirely 
fettled till t!ie tiftie of my being in London, th^ 
three kft days of this month : and other- matters 
had not yet been talked of. 

' All the firft fitting^ of the parliament have been 
l^nt in examifiing direftly or indifeftly the con- 
duft of thbfe who govern the houfe of Commons, 
and in prefenting petitions upon petitions for a ge- 
neral and exad account of all that had been done 
by fea, and in Spain. By this e>camination, the 
parliament, on on^ hand, expefts to clear the pri- 
vy council and the admiralty. 6n the other, LDrd 
Marlborough and Lord Godolphin fay, that the af- 
fiurs of Spain have Been neglefted, the money hav- 
ing been applied to other ufes, whidh the natiort 
16oks upon ^s much lefs important. The mer- 
chants, who, till then, had feemed the mod defir- 
ous of continuing the war,, on a fudden changed 
their minds, on account of the great lofles they 
Have had during this war, *ahd particularly laft year. 
They have exclaimed the loudeft of all againft the 
government, and have beien the moft incenfed 
ajgainft Mr. Churchil, the Duke of Marlborough's 
brother, becaufe, fay they, all that is done in the 
admiralty is by his advice. 

The Houfe of Lords, inftead of the cuftomary 
addrels of thanks to the Queen for her firft fpeech 
(this addrefs of thanks was not yet made when I 
was in London) was wholly taken up with mak- 
ing fpeeches, hotter than can be exprcfled, fetting 
ifbrth, and examining into, the deplorable ftate of 
the nation, the ruin of the people and nobility in 
the country, and the deftrudiort of trade, which 
difaWes the merchants from contributing as they 
had done hitherto. Lord Wharton faid, that tno- 
O a ^y 
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nsy was hetpme invifibk in England. Thefe were 
his ver^ words. The other Lords who fpokc^ 
faid things not lefs (trong. 

The Anglicans, who had abfented themfelves 
from the parlian^jent in the beginning, and who 
ftaid in the country,, to render the contrary party. 
In fome meafure, anfwerable for what fhould be 
done, and, at the fame time, tp make it appear 
odious, were, on a fudden, warned by their chiefs 
to repair to London, becaufe fome very importanc 
affairs wer^ to come under confideration after Chrift-^. 
mas. 

If, without being thoroughly informed of what 
pafles in the council of England, one might trulb 
to one's own judgment and penetration, there would 
feem ta be room to furmife that peace is very fer 
rioufly thought of, though the continuing of the 
war is more ilrongly talked of than ever. One 
might even. think that the parliament had refolv^ 
tp give the time ncceflary for fecret negotiations, 
before they would declare their jjrivate futgefts of 
diiTacisfadion. One might alfo judge that we are 
en the eve of feeing great difientions break out 
in the parliament, and between the Government 
and the Parliament. 

The reaibn which would make one judge that 
peace is thought of, is, the fmall hope that Eng-> 
land muft now have of ever getting Spain, or even, 
of being able to continue the war there, in. the, 
prefeot fituation of het afFsors in thatcountry^ with- 
out a very great difadvantage and an immenfe ex- 
pence. To this rcalbn may be added, the Imall 
probability of her being able to find money fof this 
cxpence. 

Hitherto' 
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Hitherto it does not appear that any e?tpedients 
can be found for raifing the furplus of what will be 
Hvantcd for carrying on the war, over and above the 
land tax and malt-tax, which will produce pnly 
two millions fterling^ except the three following : 

■ Fifft, An offer, which the Bank of England 
mak^ to lend the gpvernmcnt, as it did laft year, 
two millions /^//»^. 

Secondly, An offer, which the Eaft India com- 
pany makes, to lend nearly the fame fum of two 
miXYiom fterling^ on condition that the fale of India 
goods be allowed in England. 

Thirdly, A new tax upon fait, which may z^ 
mount to about the fame fum of two millions y/^r- 
Hng. 

\ The Bank is able to lend the two millions : but 
the difficulty is to find a fecurity for the payment 
of the intereft and principal of this money, all 
the funds in England being mortgaged, ever (incc 
Uft year, for ninety years, except part of the malr, 
and part of the land-tax. It is not probable 
that the nation will ever confent to 'mortgage the 
land-tax. 

■ As to the offer of the Eaft-Tndia company, it is 
fo contrary to the trade of England, and the mer- 
chants have always oppofed it fb ftrongly in times 
of peace, and when their trade flourifhed moft, 
that there is no likelihood it will ever be agreed to 
when their trade is in lb bad a fituation. 

To make the falt-tax produce the fum that is 

talked of, that commodity mufl: be raifed to fo 

'^' ' O 3 high 
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high a price as would fcarcely be i^liflied by the 
nation. 

A tax wpon coal has likewife been talked piT; 
but it would produce very little. 

Befides the above .realbns, which would induce 
me to imagine that a peace i& thought of, it i^ 
well known, that, in September laft. Lord Portr 
land was charged by the Dutch to declare, that they 
could not carry on the w^r any- longer. 

The^reafons which feem to foretel diflentions in 
the parliament, and againft the government, are. 

The animofity of Lord Whartop and of the 
Whigs, who had always been of the court-party^ 
and who now feem ftrongly againft it. 

Befides, the parliament, every .time it meets, in* 
fifts on knowing what has been done this campaign, 
by fea and by land •, demands cppies of all the, or- 
ders that have been given, of the commiflions thau 
hiive been made out, of the letters that have be^n 
written to the admirals and generals, of their ajn- 
fwers [^q them j and, in ifhort, will be thoroughly 
infornyfti of all the defigns and operations of the 
laft campaign. Things have been carried fo far as 
to want to know the particularpenfions which the 
Queen pays out of her priyy-purfe. At the fame , 
time London was filled with bitter libels and other 
infolent writings. 

The parliament demanded an exaft account of the 
number of foldiers in each army, of the'numberof 
feamea that wei*e on board each fhip, and pf the 
number of officers prefent or abfeqt, not only ae 

fuch 
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fuch times as they fecrrted moft neceflary, but alfp 
during the whole coUrfe o£ the campaign : and it 
appears that thefe enquiries, and particularly tHofe 
relating to the feamen, are pccafioned by a fufpicion 
the nation has, that their (hips haire not been armed 
fowell as they ought to have been; and thate^ch 
Ihip, not having had its cottiplem^nt of men, the 
money muft have been applied to other ufes, or funk 
by fomc particular perfons. 

All the nicmbers of the parlianifent, who had' 
certain new places given them by the court, were 
tuntttl out of the houfe. But firft it was' left to 
their option to chuie, either to refign theif pkces or 
their feats. Some having chofeh the former, in or- 
der to be reinftated in the parliament^ they were, 
BCfverthelefs, turned dm, as, men more attached 
to the'interefts of the court, than to thofe of the 
nation. 

It is to be obferved, that the opinions which arc 
entertained in England, concerning, the difrcrences 
that may happen, concerning the writings of the 
parliament agiinft iht government,- and concern- 
ing the aiumofitifts of private per^fohs, are things 
which niay alter from one momfent to ahcfther, 
through particular iriterefts, by fatisfying the heads 
of the parties, of for other reafoits An exaft ac- 
count can, therefore, be giv^en only of the prcfent 
fituation of affairs, with fuch conje(5lures thereon 
as refult from the knowledge one may have, or the 
informations one may receive. 

By the end of January, more particular and more 
pofitive accounts are to be received from a perfon, 
i^ho is to be well informed. Theyihall be com- 
municated immediately.

Mr. Cadogan's journey to Nivcllt, for tht «- 
change, makes fbme people think, on account at 
his teing veiled with the charafter of Envoy to the 
States of Holland, and alfo by reafon of the great 
confidence which Lord Marlborough has in him» 
that he may poffibly make (bme overture of peace, 
or, at leaft, fee whether it will not be propofed to 
him. 

If one might be permitted to offer one's opinbn 
concerning the making of a peace, it would be^ 
that France fhould not make any overtures tq.thae 
end, but hear coolly thoie that may he propofed, 
without rejefting them, left thofe of the govern- 
ment jof England, who are for war, not knowing 
any longer what means to devife, in order to con- 
tinue it, (hould make uie of France's refufiog to-, 
hearken to term3, to fpirit up the nation, and there-^- 
by get the war continued a year longer, whicj) i^ 
certainly the moft that England can do, even by 
compleating her ruin. 

If the war fhould be continued, nothing ever 
can be done more toitfome to England, than to 
carry it on in the fame manner as was pradifed- 
laft campaign, by having ieparate fquadrons, and 
a great, number of privateers in the channel to dif- 
trefs her trade. The lo0es of the merchants, and . 
their complaints in confequence thereof, cannot h^ 
expreiied- They make no difficulty of laying pu- 
blicly, that the loflcs they have fuflfered in the 
courfe of this war, and particularly this year, are 
entirely qwing to the mifmahagement of the ad- 
miralty and Sie government. As to the war by 
land, England cares, in reality, very little for any 
but that of Spain. Every bad news fttnn thei>ce 
Qccafions a general difmay. 

One 
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- One might have room to think, that fome ftepa 
l^ve been taken towards a peace, but without any 
cfftdt 

This may be depended on, that Lord Godol* 
phin's ftcps are fo fccret, that it would be no great 
wonder if he fhould be ftrongly rcfolved on peace, 
at the very time that he talks mod of war. 

The public talk of London is about the 
war; that peace never will be made without 
having Spain and the Indies ; and that there is, no 
fort of thought of making it now, chiefly on ac- 
count of the offers, they fay, France made laft 
campaign. A pcrfon, who might be well informed, 
but who certainly did not tell me all he knew,, 
talked to me fomewhat differcndy. He told me, 
that he believed England could eadly make this 
<?iain[ip^gn, and that (he would make it One might, 
perhaps, have judged that he thought fhe would not 
make it. 

During three days ft ay at London, the inquiries 
into the cdrtdudl of the admiralty were not lefe 
warm than before. On the contrary, the houfe 
, of Commons demanded a light of all the Prince's 
papers, of all the commifljons of his giving, and 
€veA the whole account of the money that has paf- 
fed through his hands. It muft be owned that he 
is ftrangely treated by the houfe of Commons. 

In the houfe of Lords, the Queen fpoke, and 
exhorted ftrongly to war, laying, that thofe of the 
Lords, who fliould be moft ftrenuous for. it, ftiould 
be thofe to whom ftie would grant her favour^ 
Sonieof the Lords anfwered this in fuch a man« 
ner as tended rather to excite laughter, than to 

come 
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come to the point. Lord Marlbortk^h find, the 
Queen -had written to the Emperor, to defire that 
Prince Eugene might go to Spain. Lord Peter- 
borough faid a great deal about the mifmanage- 
ment of the affairs of Spain, and fpc^e greatly 
againft Lord Galway. 

The Houfe of Conunons had not made any pro* 
grefs in regard to the fubfidies, and the parliament 
was foon to be adjourned for a fortnight or three 

weeks. 

The Ipeeches and fchemes of Colonel Miremont 
fcarcely deferve to be meiAioned. No regard is 

Eaid to them in this country. I heard part of a 
>ng converfation, which he had with Monfieur de 
Maffey, Envoy from Savoy, in which he propofcd 
to him a fchcme for entering France, by the coun- 
try of Vaux, with 6000 refugees. But all that 
be fays is looked upon as a dream. 

Some French and Roman Catholic merchants 
have talked to me^ more than the others, concern- 
ing the diftrefs and diflfatisfadion of the trading part 
of the nation. From a more minute detail, into 
which 1 entered with a man, whofe traffic confifts 
in felling cakes, and fuch like things, for the coun^ 
try people, chiefly about Chriftmais, which is pro- 
perly the carnaval of this country ; one might con- 
clude, that the peafants are exceedingly diftreffed^ 
His bufinefs has decteafed confiderably every year, 
and this year he does not fell any thing.' Yet the 
peafants about London are by far the richeft of aU 
the country. 

It was repcrtsd that Admiral Leech, who is rea- 
dy to fail troin Portfmouth, was to go with three 
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and twenty fhips of war to meet the galleons. Moil 
probably there is no foundation for this. 

I was told at Dover, that he had but ten or twelve 
j(hips, and that he was deftined to Lifbon. He 
was not failed on the 4th' of January, when I left 
Dover. 

It ieemed to me at Oftend, in a converiation with 
Monfr. de Spar, that the Dutch kept an eye upon 
Mr. Cadogan's journey to Nivelle, and were 
not without fome fufpicions upon that account. As 
far as I could judge, it likewtf: feemed to me that 
the motions at Nim^goen and Gueldres occafioned 
ibme uneafinei^. 
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REVOLUTIONS 

OF 

SCO T L A N I> 

AND 

IRELAND, 

In the Year 1709, 

IF ever there was a conjunfturc that required the 
tnoft ferious (ludy how to put an happy end to a 
moft fatal war^ it certainly is the prefent, in 
which the enemy, elated by unheard of advantages 
they have gained, and animated more than ever a- 
gainft France, menace things one dares not repeat, 
and which would be thought not only impradicablc, 
but even mad, if their fo little expeded fuccefs for 
fome years paft, did not give room to fear the worft ■ 
from an implacable and enraged enemy, 

We have fecn his moft Chriftian Majefty carry on, 
the war fo many years, particularly, during the 

reign 
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reign of Charles It. and the four years that the late 
King Janies lat peaceably upon the throne, againft 
ths united force of the whole houfe of Auftria, the 
Dutchy and all the princes of Germany, with fiich 
luperiority, that his enemies have always been forced 
to accept of fuch terms of peace as he has thought 
proper to preicribe. ^ 

If we examine to what is owing the aftonKhing* 
change we now fee, we fhall find no other caufe for 
it, but the jundion of Great-Britain to the league 
cf Auftria ; for it proceeds not only from the num« 
ber of their fhips, but ftill more from that of their 
land forces, and from the immenfe fums which the 
En^ifli have contributed, as much as all die odier 
confederates together, to fupport the war. Tlus ia 
fo true, that during the two years that the Prince 
of Orange was obliged to make ufe of the En^lift 
troops to reduce Ireland, France always maintained 
her wonted fupcriority. 

It is therefore evident, that of all the expedients 
that can he propo&d to re-eftablifh the anairs of 
France, the moft efieftual would be to make a pow- 
erful diverfion in Great-Britain. It may be faid m 
general, that there is not a more natural way to- 
embarrals an enemy than to carry the war into his 
country. The King of Sweden purfued King Au» 
guftus for four years, in Poland, always with ad« 
vantage, but yet without being able to reduce him. 
He altered his plan, marched into Saxony with his 
army; and though King Auguftus had then gained 
a confiderable vidory over a body of Swedi(h troops* 
yet this Prince, viftorious as he was, was obliged* 
in lefs than three months, to abandon Poland, to 
give the King of Sweden car/e MancbCf and to fub* 
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• txnX ta. all they hardftiips he thought proper to impole 
upon him. . 

If the moft Chriftian King will but be pleafed tp 
fcrid, not a great army as the King of Sweden did, 
but. only as many troops as would.be nece0ary to 

defend a good fortified town, with his Br — M 

into Scotland, one may boldly prophecy that his 
^pcdition will not have lefs effedt than that of the 
King of Sweden. This Prince had not any juft 
pETctenfions to Saxony ; there were not any male- 
contents in it againft* King Auguftus ; nor had he 
any friends or partifans who invited him thither. 
But the K— of Great- Britain will find all thefe ad- 
vantages in Scotland, which will prove to him a 
fironger fupport, than a great army, would b^ in a 
country filled intirely with enemies. 

It feems therefore clear, that, to make a power- 
ful diverfion in Great- Britain, his Br M — 

muft not be fent into Scotland accompanied in the 
manner which his faithful fubjo^s of that country 
demand : and to give this propofition its full de- 
gree of evidence, it is fufficient to fhew, that the 
Scots are ready to declare for the K — , as foon as 
he (hall land among them with the troops and other 
things which they propofe ; ^nd that the declaration 
of Scotland will foon be followed by a revolution in 
England and Ireland. 

In order to. form a right and fure judgment of 
the prefent difpofition of Scotland to declare in fa- 
vour of his Br M ; it will be right to 

confider what.thc difpofition of the people of that 
country, was in the month of March laft, at the 
time of the lafi: expedition^ and what alterations have 
happened fince. 

P It 
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It IS a certain and well-known Fafi:, that the great- 
eft and mod confiderable part of that kingdom, 

was ready to declare for his Br — M as foon 

as ever he (hould land there ; and the council and 
minifters of the Princefs Anne, in Scotland, were fa 
convinced of it, that they had already taken nwa- 
fures to return to England as foon. as they fhould 
hear of his landing. Nor is this to be wondered 
at. The Scots begun, even then, to feel that the 
Union with England, which they had been toki 
would be produftive of fo many advantages to them, 
was, in faft, only a fpecious pretence to fubjeft 
them intirely to England ; and that the Englifli, 
inftead of looking upon them as their aflbciates, 
cxercifed adts of fovereignty over them, which com- 
pleted the re^union of all the different parties of 
Scotland in the common intereft, and made them 
all fee that the welfare and liberty of the kingdom 
depended folely upon their reftoring their lawful 
K— to the throne of his anceftors ; and that th^y 
had no other ftep to take, but to venture their lives 
and fortunes to reftore him. 

With regard to the alterations in Scotland fincc 
the laft expedition, it appears plainly, that all that 
has happened there fince that time contributes to fa- 
cilitate his return, and to incenfe the people mort 
and more- 

In the firft place. There are much fewer regular 
troops in Scotland now, than there was at the time 
bf the laft expedition. 

Secondly. The Scots have been well informed of 
the great earneftnefi which his B*-— - M- cx- 
prefied in that expedition, to run any hazard to land 

amQ0g 
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arftong them ; which has gained him the hearts of 
all, more than ever. 

Thirdly. The Scots have b6en fince much worfc 
treated by the Englifli than before. Many of their 
nobility have been dragged into the prifons of Eng- 
land, upon bare fufpicions, contrary to the laws t)f 
'the kingdom. 

Fourthly. The refolution taken by the Englifli^ 
to deprive all the Lords of their right of vaflalage, 
or fuperiority which the laws of the Kingdom give 
them over their vaffals, 'touches them in the moft 
fenfible part; the ancient nobility of Scotland being 
infinitely more confiderable by the number and dc- 
pendance of their vaflals,. than by their riches. 

Fifthly. By building forts in feveral parts of Scot- 
land, for Englifh garrifons ; totally to deftroy what 
remains of their liberty, and of the ancient laws of 
the Kingdom, by fubjefting them to the arbitrary 
power of the parliament, 

Befidcs all this, we have a very recent proc^ of 
the difpofition of the Scots, who appeared publick- 
Jy, with their vaflals, in arms, in favour of the 
K — , when he was upon the coaft of Scotland. 
There were two thoufand witnefles of the fafit, , 
which was notorious and public. The court, want- 
ing to make an example to terrify others of the fame 
party, ordered thefe gentlemen to be tried, not in 
the lead doubting of getting then]( condemned. 
Yet, though every precaution was taken not to.mif- 
carry therein, not a fingle witnefs could be made 
to appear againft: them, and the judges unanimouQy 
•difcharged them, and declared them innocent. 

P 2 But 
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But the late fpccch of the Princcis Anne to her. 
parliament, will make the Scots fee plainly, that they 
will no longer enjoy that liberty which is of fo great 
advantage to them in all criminal fuits, unlefs they 
rcftore their lawful K—. As they are cxtremcty 
jealous of their laws, they ftipulated exprefdy in 
the treaty of Union, that all their laws fhould al- 
ways remain in full force. But to deprive them of 
that advantage, the Princefs Anne has juft now re- 
commended to her parliament, to eftabliih an uni- 
formity between the laws of the two kingdoms, 
particularly in criminal proceedings ; the meaning 
of which is to abolifh the laws of Scotland, and 
oblige the Scots to fubmit to thofe of England, by 
which means they will have their old enemies the 
Englilh for their judges, in all matters wher«n their 
lives will be at ftake. This muft certainly drive the 
Scots quite to delpair, when they Ihall fee their 
ancient laws, and all that is deareft to them, fub* 
jefted to the arbitrary power of the parliament of 
England, without being able to receive any redrefe 
from the fmall number of deputies of their own 
country ; becaufc the Englilh admit but fixteen 
Scots Peers into the Houfe of Lords, where they 
have two hundred of their own nation ; and only 
forty- five Scots reprefentatives in the Houfe of Com- 
mons, where they themfelves have upwards of five 
hundred. The Scots will, confequently, have no 
fort of weight in either of thefe aflemblies, where 
every thing is determined by the majority of votes. 

After all, even if one had not the letters and fig- 
natures which have been received from the principal 
Lords of that country ; can any doubt be made of 
the difpofition of the Scots for a general infurrec- 
tion, the moment their lawful K — —* Ihall appear 

among 
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among rhcm with the means neceflary to back the 
defires of the nation ? 

And this infurreftion happening in Scotland, it 
can as little be doubted but that the fame confufion 
which was ready to break out in England when his 
Br — M — was upon thofe coafts laft fpring, will 
certainly happen again, and that more cfFedtually, 
upon the firft news of fuch an infurreftion. It is 
well known that England fubfifts and carries on the 
war merely by the credit of the bills of the Exche- 
quer, and of the Bank of London : and it is a cer- 
tain faft, acknowledged even by the enemies them- 
felves, that upon the bare report of the landing of 

his M , all thofe whofe money lay in either 

of thofe places, ran in fuch crowds to draw it out, 
that if the K — had been able to land in fad within 
a few days of that time, the then government would 
have been totally overthrown. This appears, not 
only from private letters from that country, but the 
Dutch themfelves have acknowledged it in their 
printed papers, in which they impute the caufe of 
this diforder to the malecontents ; which proves the 

faft, and ftiews that his Br M has friends 

in that country -, and that alone is fufficient to de- 
monftrate the confufion into whicjh an infurreftion 
in Scotland would throw England. Not to Ipeak 

of the friends which his Br — M has in 

this laft mentioned kingdom, nor of the oppofite 
parties there which never were fo animated againft 
each other as they are at this very time ; a circum- 
ftance which tells us, that one of the parties would 
want no other inducement to declare for the K — , 
than becaufe the contrary party would be attached 
to the government. 

P ^ As 
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As to Ireland, its difpoTition is permanent, and 
always the fame, founded on its intereft, libertyt 
and religion. It is well known by the great num- 
ber of biftiops, priefts, and religious, who have 
been obliged to take refuge in France, b»w much 
religion is opprefled in Ireland j almoft all the an- 
cient families are ftripped of their eftates ; no ca- 
tholic is allowed to hold any employment, civil, or 
military, and all of them arc difarmed. Yet it is 
wtfll known, that there are in that kingdom at lead 
fix Catholics for one Proteftant •, and one may eafily 
judge by the valour and irreproachable conduct of 
the Irifh regiments which ferve in France, what their 
countrymen would be capable of doing at home, 
if they had arms. In (hort, one may boldly fay, 
that there is -not in nature any one motive that can in- 
duce a man to efpoufe any particular caufe or party, 
which the Irifh Catholics have not, to take that of 
their lawful K -. 

It is therefore evident from all that has been faid, 
that it cannot reasonably be doubted, but that if hit 

' Br M " ■ lands in Scotland with the 

troops and other things neceflary, Scotland will de- 
clare for him, and this declaration will inevitably be 
followed by a revolution in England and Ireland, 
which would make fo powerful a diverfion, that the 
league of the confederates would neccffarily fall in 
pieces at the fame time, and France would regain 
ner ancient fuperiority. 

It remains therefore to confider what number of 
troops, and what other things are neceflary for this 
expedition-: that of the Scots themfelvcs who are 
upon the fpot, and who .know the ftate and difpofi- 
tion of the whole country, the moft zealous, who 
wi(h, from intereft as well as inclination, the refto- 

ration 
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ration of the K — , have always demanded fewer 
troops than the others ; but even they, when prefied 
by letter^ and meffages from his Br- ■ M — i—^ 

to confider the difficulty of tranfporting troops, and 
being for that reafon defircd to aflc for no more than 
they believed abfolutely neceflary, have all anfwer- 
ed, that there muft be at leaft 8000 men, a good 
number of well-made and tried arms, with cannon, 
ammunition, and a certain fum of money \ that 
they were perfuaded this number of troops would 
be fufficient 5 but that they thought themfclves ob* 

liged to declare to his M , that a fmaller 

number would not do. 

For, notwithftanding all the good difpofitions of 
the Scots in general, the government is certainly in 
die hands of creatures of the Court. They are 
mafters of all the caftles and fortreffes of the coun- 
try, and of all the regular troops, which, though 
Icfs numerous than heretofore, are ftill fufficient to 
hinder the friends of the K — from affembling, or 

from joiliing him, unlefs his M has a good 

number of troops with him at the time of his land- 
ing. Befides, the principal perfons among thofe of 
the nobility and gentry who are friends to the K— , 
have been extreamly ill-treated by the government 
fince the laft expedition, and would not expofe them- 
felves a fe.cond time to the hazard of being intirely 
ruined, if they did not fee a probability of fuccefs. 
They have often declared, that the number of troops 
which they demanded, was abfolutely neceflary for the 
fuccefs of the enterprize ; and if the K — ftiould come 
with a fmaller number^ they would think their advice 
flighted, and would, too probably, ftay at their 
own homes, till they fliould fee what turn affairs 
were likely to take j and the confequence cf that 
might be fatal. 
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But what ought abfoluteiy to determine his B 

M not to go to Scotland with a fmall num- 
ber of troops, is the following anf\¥er lately received, 
from the Sieur Fergufon, who was fent into thac 
country lalt May, on purpofc to know whether the 
Highlanders, who Jtave always exprefied the greateft 
inchnat.on of any for the K — , and who run the 
lead hazard by an infurreftion, would not take up 
arms, and declare for their K — , if he (hould coo^e 
among them with only four or five hundred men, 
who fhould be followed by a much greater number, 
which his moft Chriftian Majefty would fend him 
afterwards. Having fcen, fays he, feveral of 
the K~— 's faithful fubjcfts in the Lowlands, and 
in the Highlands, they have all in general rcjefted 
the propofal I was charged with, and do not think 
the ti.ing at all prafticable that way. 1 found them 
every where well difpofcd in other refpeds, and do 
not in the leaft doubt of fuccefs, provided the K— 
comes well accompanied. 

The Scots demand alfo, that all the Irifti be of 
the number of the troops that (hall be fent them, 
becaufe they fpeak thtir language, and arc accuf- 
tomed to their hard way of living ; arid becaufe 
each regiment of lri(h may be doubled by another 
regiment raifed in the country, by draughting out of" 
each company twenty men, which would be re- 
placed by the fame number of new recruits : and as 
the Irlfh regiments will not make up the full num- 
ber that is demanded, it would be right to add to 
them Germans, becaufe they are ufed to live out of 
their own country, are inured to hardfhips and fa- 
tigue, and will give lefs umbrage to the Englilh. 
Spaniards may alfo be added, on account of the 
conveniency of their being fo near neighbours, in 
cafe the embarkation be made in their country. 

It 
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It is likewife ncceflary that there be among this 
number, horfemen, or dragoons, difmounted, with 
laddks and other accoutrements, for the horfes that 
will be found in the country. 

i 

And as the choice of a General agreeable to 
the nation is of great importance, and may contri- 
bute much to the fuccefs of this enterprize, it is 
thought neceffary to reprefent, that he muft be a per- 
fon whofc name and reputation are eftablllhed and 
we'1-known, of great quality, affable, and who 
knows how to fuit himfelf to the humour and man- 
ners of the Scots, who are naturally fomewhat 
proud, and will not eafily bear an haughty over- 
bearing temper in a General. He (hould likewife be 
a man fertile in refources, (killed in the art of war, 
and of a robuft conftitution to endure fatigue. 

This is the fubftance of the demands of the Scots, 
which they think abfolutely neceffary for the fuccefs 
of the enterprize. Therefore to endeavour to re- 
trench any thing, efpecially in the number and qua- 
lity of the troops, would be evidently hazarding 
the lofs of all -, which would certainly be attended 
with dreadful corifequences. 

As to the tranfporting of the troops and other nc- 
ceflaries, in which the greateft difficulty confifts, 
thofe who are experienced in lea-affairs are the beft, 
or rather the only judges of what relates to this 
article- If his moft Chriflian Majefty thinks this 
expedition of fuch importance to France, as to look 
upon jt in the light of a capital affair, he will cer- 
tainly find in his own kingdom, fea-officers capa- 
ble of executing it. 

I The 
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The port of Dunkirk wouM be the beft for the em- 
barkation, on account of the vicinity of the troops, 
and becaufe the pa(&ge is fhorteft from thence to 
Scotland, if the fecret could be kept there. Bur 
all that is done at Dunkirk is known the next day 
ac Oftend, and the Englifh are too near, and con- 
iequently too able to thwart the defign if they 
know it. 

• 

Breft would, for this laft reafon, be a fitter place," 
if the troops were not fo diftant from that port. 
The enemy could not eafily hinder the (hips from 
getting out from thence, nor from executing their 
orders, even though they (hould be informed of their 
defign, as experience has fiiewn in the war in Ire- 
land. 

It may be right to examine alfo, whether Port- 
Fafiage, near Fontarabia, would not be a proper 
place for the embarkation. In this cafe, the troops 
which ferve now in that country, might be ibipped 
oflf, Uttder pretence of bringing them back to France, 
in order to fend them into Spain. The K— ^ of 
Great Britain jnight repair thither under the fame 
pretence, and his being at that diftance from his 
kingdoms might hide his defign. 

. There will always be found at Bourdeaux and 
Bayonne more tranfports than will be wanted. The 
enemy, who have praftifed the fame method for 
twenty years paft, ftill purfue it, becaufe it is cer- 
tain that a (hip of war, which is embarraffed with 
foldiers and ammunition, is not fit either to attack - 
another, or to defend itfeif. bccaulc it then fails 
heavily, and lofes the ufe of fome of its guns. The 
fhips deftined to convoy the tranfports may be fit- 
ted out at Rochefort; and if there fliould be in

France any* ScottlQi fWps fmm GkfgGW^ Aire» Kir- 
cudinight, and other ports on the weftci-ii coaft of 
Scoiland, they Ihould be detained under ibme pre- 
tence or other, becauft their failors would be good 
pilots. . . . 

The'ltnding ef the troops will, in fome meafure; 
depend upon the place of their embarkation ; for if 
tbey are embarked at DUnkirk, they may be landed, 
either at Hull, at* the mouth of the river Humber, 
to march from thence into Scotland, through the 
North of England, where horfes enough will be 
found, or at another port on the eaftern coaft of 
Scotland. The port of Leith, in the Firth of E- 
dinburgh, is the neareft and beft : and if the landing 
cannot be efFefted there, there are feveral other pla- * 
ces upon this coaft, well known to feamen, from 
this gulph on to Cromarty and Inverncfs; where % 
will be eafy to land in cafe the embarkation be made 
at Breft, or at Port-Paflage. This defcent will be 
made upon the weftern coaft of Scotland, between 
Kircudbright and Glafgow at the mouth of the 
Clyde -, and as it will be ncceffary to fail pretty near 
the coaft of Ireland, in order to go thither, fome 
Irifti officers may be landed with arms, to enable 
the inhabitants of that country to rife. 

If a defcent was intended to be made in England, 
twice or three times as many troops as are now de- 
manded, might be tranfported with the fame eafe ; 
and this would render the affair more certain, and 
the fuccefs much more fpeedy. 

All that remains to be added, is, that how de- 
firous foever the K — of Great Britain may be to 
fecond the defires and good difpofitions of his faith- 
ful fubje6b of Scotland, he never would have thought
